Births.—In the Dublin Registration District, which consists of the city of 
Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, Blackrock, Kingstown, Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, and portions of the districts of 
Finglas and Glasnevin, and Palmerston, there were registered during the year 1893, 
10,009 births—5,067 boys and 4,942 girls—being equal to 1 in 35, or 29 per 1,000 of 
the population, which was also the average rate for the preceding ten years. 

Of the 10,009 births registered in 1893, 7,836, or 32 in every 1,000 of the population, 
occurred in the City, and 2,173, or only 21 in every 1,000 inhabitants in the suburban 
districts. any 

Of the 10,009 births in the entire district, 2,525 were registered during the first quarter 
of the year, 2,678 in the second, 2,487 in the third, and 2,319 in the fourth, the weekly 
average being 192. 

In London the number of births registered during the year 1893 was 132,955, 
. being equal to a rate of 31 in every 1,000 of the estimated population; in Glasgow 
the number was 23,130, equal to 34 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh it was 7,429, or 28 
per 1,000 of the population. | | 

Deaths.— The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration District during 
the year 1893, was 9,409 (4,626 males and 4,783 females)—equal to 1 in 37, or 26-9 
in every 1,000 of the population. The average death-rate for the ten years, 1883-92, 
was 27°9 per 1,000. hy ta 

Omitting 318 deaths which, being those of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Dublin Registration District, are not properly chargeable to 
the District, the death-rate for last year is 26:0 per 1,000 of the population, the rate 
for the city being 29°1 per 1,000 (29:2 on the North side, and 29°1 on the South), and 
for the suburbs 18°7 per 1,000. The rates for the several Registrars’ districts range 
from 12:0, the rate for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, to 32°0 for No. 2 North City 
(Lisburn-street) District. vith 

Of the 9,409 deaths in the entire district, 2,452 were registered during the first 
quarter of the year, 2,283 in the second, 2,289 in the third, and 2,385 in the fourth, 
the weekly average being 181. 

In the fifteen provincial Urban Sanitary Districts, for which statistics are given in the 
Weekly Returns, the respective death-rates for the year are as follow, ranging in order 
from the lowest to the highest :—Sligo, 17-6 per 1,000 of the population ; Lurgan, 17°9 ; 
Lisburn, 18°6; Newry, 19°4; Londonderry, 19°8; Dundalk, 20:9; Galway, 21:1; 
Limerick, 21:2; Armagh, 21:9; Drogheda, 24:5; Cork, 24°5; Belfast, 25-8 ; Kilkenny, 
26°2; Wexford, 27:5; and Waterford, 28-7. The total mortality in these districts and 
the Dublin Registration District yields a death-rate of 24:9 per 1,000. 3 ar 
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The number of deaths registered in London during the year 1893 was 91,534, or 
21:3 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants; in Glasgow 15,789, equal to 23°3 per 1,000 ; 
and in Edinburgh 5,268, or 19°7 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 


Public Inatitutions—Of the 9,409 deaths registered in the Dublin Registration 
District last year, 3,128, or 33°2 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz.—1,698 
in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums ; 679 in the North Dublin 
Union Workhouse, 706 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 45 (those of persons 
admitted from the Dublin Registration District) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


Diseases.—Dublin Registration District—(See Tables II. and III.)—The total number 
of deaths from zymotic diseases, which had risen from 865 in the year 1891 to 1,500 
in the following year, further rose last year to 1,533, being 280, or 22-3 per cent. over 
the average for the ten years 1883-92. The increase as compared with the average 
is chiefly due to the heavy mortality from diarrhea amongst children in the third 
quarter of the year, the prevalence of enteric fever for the greater portion of the year, 
and the comparatively high number of deaths from influenza and its complications. 
There were but few deaths from either scarlatina or typhus, and the mortality from 
measles was much below the average. 


Omitting 31 deaths of hospital patients admitted from places without the district, 
the number of deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* registered during last year 
was 1,074, equivalent to a rate of 3:1 per 1,000, the rate for the city being 3:4 (3°4 
on the nurth side, and 3°5 on the south), and for the suburbs 2°2. The rates for the 
several Registrars’ Districts vary from 1°d for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, to 3°7 
for North City No. 2 (Lisburn-street), and South City No. 3 (Peter-street) districts 
respectively, and 40 for Palmerston, part of. 


The weekly returns received from the principal Dublin Hospitals show that there 
was not a single case of small-pou treated in any of these institutions during the year. 
No deaths from the disease have been registered in the Dublin Registration District 
since March, 1888. 


The number of deaths from measles which in 1892 amounted to 472, fell last year to 
103, or 62 below the average for the ten years 1883-92. Of the 103 deaths 66 
occurred in the South City Districts. 


For the last five years the mortality from scarlet fever (scarlatina) in the Dublin 
Registration District has been very light, the highest number of deaths for any of 
those years being 33 in the year 1889, following an average annual {number of 243 
a the ten years 1879-88. During last year there were only 25 deaths from the 

isease. 


Typhus caused 16 deaths, only, during last year, against an average of 43 for the 
preceding ten years. Of the 432 deaths from typhus during that period, 224 or more 
than one-half were registered in the first two years. 


There were only 13 deaths tabulated under the head of simple continued and ill- 
defined fever last year, being 10 below the average for the preceding ten years, but the 
respective numbers for the last four years. of that period were under the low number 
for 1893. 


Enteric fever caused 276 deaths, or 0-8 per 1,000 of the population, being 119 or 
76 per cent. in excess of the average number for the preceding ten years, and 48 or 21 
per cent. over the highest number for any of those years, which was 228 in the year 
1889. Of the 276 deaths for last year, 75 were registered in the first quarter, 40 in 
the second, 70 in the third, and 91 in the fourth. At the close of the year 1892 there 
were 161 cases of enteric fever in hospital: during last year (52 weeks) 895 cases of 
the disease were admitted (against 693 admissions in 1892), 898 patients were dis- 
charged, and 82 died, leaving 76-as the number in hospital on the 30th December - 
showing a decline of 85 as compared with the number in hospital at the close of the

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year 1892. From the above statement it will be seen that of 980 hospital cases of 
enteric fever terminated during the year 82 or 8°4 per cent. proved fatal. 


Influenza and its complications caused 102 deaths, but this number, although much 
above the average, shows a large decline as compared with the number for the year 
1892, when the deaths under this heading amounted to 224. 


The number of deaths from whooping-cough registered is 191, or 4 under the average 
for the ten years 1883-92, and 36 over the number for the year 1892. 


Erysipelas. caused 65 deaths, against an average of 28 for the preceding ten years. 


Deaths tabulated under the head of diarrhea, dysentery amount to 447 (equivalent 
to 1°3 per 1,000 of the population), being 182 or 69 per cent. in excess of the average 
for the preceding ten years, and higher than the number in any of those years, except 
1887, when 460 were recorded. Of the 447 deaths, 328 were registered during the 
third quarter of the year, when diarrhea was very fatal among children. 


The remaining deaths from zymotic diseases comprise 34 ‘from diphtheria and 31 
from simple cholera and choleraic diarrhoea. 


The mortality from diseases of the respiratory system (exclusive of phthisis or 
pulmonary consumption, for which see below) although heavy, was considerably under 
the average, the number of deaths being 1,642 (equal to 4°7 per 1,000 of the popu- 
lation) or 493 under that for the preceding year and 312 or 16 per cent. under the 
average for the ten years 1883-92. The 1,642 deaths comprise 957 from bronchitis, 
471 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, 36 from croup, and 31 from 
pleurisy.

‘The number of deaths from phthisis or pulmonary consumption is 1,298 (equal to: 
3°7 per 1,000 living), being 41 above the average for the ten years 1883-92. 

Among the deaths from other constitutional diseases are 227 from mesenteric disease, 
121 from tubercular meningitis, 276 from cancer (being 21 over the number from that 
cause in 1892), and 12 from gout. : 

The deaths of 568 children were ascribed to convulsions ; the number is 74 under 
that for the preceding year. 

Apoplexy caused 142 deaths, epilepsy 36, other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) 319, and diseases of the circulatory system 705. 

There were 185 accidental deaths (including 41 from burns or scalds, and 30 from 
drowning) ; 13 cases of homicide ; and 18 cases of swacide. 

In 760 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the Jast illness: of these 760 cases, 481, or 63 per cent., were deaths 
of children under 5 years of age: these 481 deaths form 17-0 per cent. of the total 
number of deaths of children of that age. Of the deaths of 492 infants under 1 month 
old registered, there were 194 (or 39 per cent.) regarding which the cause was 
uncertified.

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Ages :—Of the 9,409 deaths registered during the year, 2,830, or 30 per cent., 
were of children under five years of age, and 2,259, or 24 per cent., were of persons 
aged 60 years and upwards, including those of 1,202 persons aged 70 years and 
upwards, of whom 52 were stated to have been nonagenarians, and 2 (a man and a 
woman) were returned as centenarians. 

The deaths of infants under 1 year old were equal to 180 for every 1,000 births 
registered, against 180 in the preceding year, and 166 in 1891.

Occupations.—T'able VI. on page xi. exhibits the occupations or social position of 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the year, the various callings being 
grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observed that the 
deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class” were equal to a 
rate of 21°6 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the Census of 1891 ; 
in the “ Middle Class” the death-rate was 20°3 per 1,000; among the “ Artizan Class 
and Petty Shopkeepers” it was 22°5 ; and in the “General Service Class” and the 
“Inmates of Workhouses,” combined, it was 33°8. The number of the living in each 
of the several classes and orders of occupations in 1891 is shown by age-periods 
in the following Table.

eases” registered during the year in the fifteen urban sanitary districts included in the 
weekly returns are as follow, ranging in order from the lowest to the highest :—Sligo, 
08 ; Drogheda, 1:0; Galway, 1:1; Cork, 1:3; Newry, 1:5; Lurgan, 1°5 ; Wexford, 
2°1 ; Armagh, 2-2 ; Limerick, 2:2 ; Londonderry, 2°2 ; Kilkenny, 2°6 ; Lisburn, 2°7 ; 
Dundalk, 3:8; Belfast, 4:7 ; and Waterford, 5:1; the 598 deaths from all causes 
registered in the last-named district, comprising 35 from measles, 6 from scarlatina, 
7 from typhus, 22 from whooping-cough, 5 from diphtheria, 10 from enteric fever, 
and 21 from diarrhea. 


Small Pox.—No deaths from small pox have been registered in any of the fifteen 
districts during either of the last two years. . 


Measles.—The total number of deaths from measles registered in the fifteen districts 
during the year 1893 is 372, of which 216, equal to a ratio of 0°8 per 1,000 of the 
living at all ages, occurred in Belfast, when during the preceding year the disease 
caused 339 deaths. Of the deaths in the other districts 41 (equal to 1-1 per 1,000 
living) occurred in Limerick, 23 in Londonderry, 35 or 1-7 per 1,000 in Waterford, 19 
or 1°5 per 1,000 in Dundalk, 16 or 1:4 per 1,000 in Wexford, and 10 in Kilkenny. 


Scarlet Fever (Scarlatina).—Forty-eight deaths from this disease were registered in 
Belfast, and 31 in other districts, including 9 (equal to 0°8 per 1,000 living) in 
Kilkenny, 6 in Waterford, and 4 in Lisburn. 


Typhus.—In five of the fifteen districts no death from typhus was recorded during 
the year ; the total number for the other districts is 53, being 26 under the number in 
the year 1892, but 23 over that for 1891. Of the 53 deaths, 14 occurred in Belfast, 
7 in Cork (where during the year 1892 there were 25 deaths from this cause), 8 in 
Limerick, 7 in Waterford, 8 in Galway, 3 in Lurgan, &c. 


Whooping-cough caused 193 deaths (equal to 0:7 per 1,000 living) in Belfast, where 
during the year 1892 there were 131 and in the preceding year 158 deaths from the 
disease ; 14 in Cork; 5 in Londonderry; 22 (equal to 1-1 per 1,000 living) in 
Waterford, 10 in Dundalk, 7 in Drogheda, and 3, only, in other districts, 6 of the 
districts having been free from fatal cases of the disease. Of the 22 deaths from 
whooping-cough in Waterford, 17 were registered in the first quarter of the year. 


Diphtheria.--There were 88 deaths from diphtheria registered during the year 
against 54 for the preceding year. Of the 88 deaths, 52 occurred in Belfast, where 
during the year 1892 the disease caused 43 deaths, 17 (12 of which were registered 
during the fourth quarter of the year) in Londonderry, 5 in Waterford, and 14 in 
other districts, including 3 in Cork, 3 in Dundalk, and 3 in Lurgan. 


Simple continued and ill-defined Fever.—The number of deaths returned under 
this heading is 20, including 10 in Belfast, 3 in Limerick, and 3 in Kilkenny. 


Enteric Fever caused 122 deaths (equal to 0:5 per 1,000 living) in Belfast, 
being 14 over the number in that city in the preceding year, but 17 under the average 
tor the five years 1888-92. There were also 14 deaths from this disease in Cork, 10 
(equal to G5 per 1,000 living) in Waterford, 4 in Limerick, and 13 in other districts, 
including 3 in Londonderry, and 3 in Lisburn, the total number for the 15 districts 
being 163, or 8 more than in the preceding year and 32 less than in the year 1891. 


Diarrhea Dysentery.--The deaths coming under this heading in Belfast amounted 
to 699 or 2-3 per 1,000 living, of which number 434 (equivalent toan annual rate of 6°5 
per 1,000 living) were registered during the third quarter of the year, against 168, 
the number for the third quarter of 1892. The deaths in other districts during last 
year comprise 51 in Cork, 25 in Limerick, 25 in Londonderry, and 23 in Lisburn.

DvuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 152_-86 boys and 66 girls—and the deaths to 210—105 males and 105 females. 

The deaths represent an annual rate of mortality of 31°3 in every 1,000 of the 
population being equal to the average rate for the first week of the last ten years ; 
omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public institutions from 
localities outside the district, the rate was 30°3 per 1,000. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 22, being 
equal to the average for the first week of the last ten years, but 2 under the number 
for the week ended the 31st ultimo. The 22 deaths comprise 3 from measles. 2 from 
whooping-cough, }1 from enteric fever, 1 from diarrhea, 1 from erysipeles, Wc. 

Only 14 cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week against 31 
for the preceding week : i0 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; 3 
died; and 162 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 1 over the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 7 cases of scarlatina and 1 of 
measles, but no cases of typhus were received; 20 cases of scarlatina, 4 of measles, and 
2 of typhus remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday Jast. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 32 for the week 
ended the 24th ultimo to 65 for the following week, fell last week to.58, or 2 under 
the average for the corresponding week of the ten last years: the 58 deaths comprise 
40 from: bronchitis, 10 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 3 from croup.

In 21 imstances the cause of death was ‘* uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 10 children 
under 5 years of age (including 8 infants under | year old), and the deaths ‘of 6 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards. | 

‘Thirty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (24 being infants under 1 year, of whom 9 were under 1 month old) 
and 72 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 41 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 13 were octogenarians, and 1 (a woman) was stated to have been aged 90 
years.

Dr. J. W. Moore, r.R. mur. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 7th January, 1893 :— ; 


“The first week of 1893 will long be remembered for the intensity of the cold, which prevailed in 
. both Northern Hemispheres and for the remarkable height reached by the ‘barometer in Northern 
and Eastern Europe—31°25 inches at Archangel on Tuesday, 31:12 inches at Haparanda, on the Gulf 
- of Bothnia on Wednesday, and 31°27 inches at Moscow on Thursday. At 8 a.m. of Sunday the 
thermometer stood at minus 37° Fahr. at Haparanda, or 69° below freezing point. During the 
ensuing night the minimalreading at this station was—40°, or 72° of frost. At the beginning a vast 
anticyclone stretched from the extreme North of Kurope on the westward to the British Islands. 
Strong S.E. winds blew in Ireland and on Monday morning a fall of snow occurred in Dublin. This 
was followed by severe frost, the thermometer falling-to 20°22 in the sereen and to 14°42 on the ground 
during Monday night even in the heart of the city. On Wednesday a decided change of weather set 
in over Ireland, where the Sky became densely overcast, with freshening 8.H. winds and rising 
temperature. In Great Britain at this time the frost only ‘stiffened’ and fog prevailed. By the 
end of the week, however, strong S.E. or E. winds, with falls of cold rain and sleet or snow had 
become general, and the weather was most inclement in all parts. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 30°110 inches, pressure ranging from 30°369 inches, at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, calm), 
to 29'763 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, E., blowing a moderate gale). The corrected mean 
temperature was 33'°2°. The mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 32'5°. The sereened 
thermometers rose to 38°92 on Friday, having fallen to 20'2° on Tuesday. The rainfall amounted 
to °624 inch, on five days; ‘372 inch being registered on Saturday. The precipitation consisted 
largely of snow or sleet and hail. The prevalent wind was S.E. A noteworthy feature was the 
relatively high temperature which accompanied this wind in the south-western parts of England and 
Ireland and in Brittany.” ;

(For Abstract of Observations at several Trish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 14th J anuary, 1893 :— 


“Although the cold in Ireland and in Great Britain also was much less intense than in the two - 


previous weeks, the record is again one of winterly weather. At the beginning of the period, a large 
area of low atmospherical pressure was found over the Atlantic southwestward of the British Isles. 


Strong H. and 8.E. winds or gales were blowing in Ireland, where also cold rain or sleet fell heavily. 
During the next two days the depression made its way across the Bay of Biscay and France to 


Germany, bringing with it to those countries higher temperatures and a thaw. Meanwhile an area 
of high pressure formed in the far North, causing easterly to northerly winds, and cloudy, cold 
weather generally. This system subsequently retreated in a south-westerly direction and Cisappeared 
off the S.W. of Ireland on Friday, when a series of depressions was preparing to travel southwards 
across the British Isles and North Sea. In front of these disturbatices a transitory rise of temperaturé 
took place on Friday and rain fell at night. On Saturday, however, rain gave place to frequent 
showers of sleet, snow, and hail,as the wind veered to N.and N.E. in the rear of the depressions, 
which continued their southerly course. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°090 
inches, pressure ranging from 29°616 inches, at 2 p.m. of Sunday (wind, E.), to 30°440 inches, at 9a.m. 
of Wednesday (wind, E.N.H.). From this high reading, it receded to 29°'764 inches, at 9 a.m. of 
Saturday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 38'8°. The mean dry bulb readings 
at 9 am. and 9 p.m. were 38°3°. On Friday the screened thermometers rose to 44°4° ; on Saturday, 
they fell to 330°. The rainfall was ‘368 inch, on four days—228 inch being measured on Sunday. 
_The prevailing winds were—first easterly, then north-westerly.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°104 inches. The highest reading (30°448) was on 
‘Wednesday at 9 p.m., wind N.E., and the lowest (29-680) on Sunday at 9 p.m., wind E. 


The mean temperature for the week was 37°6°, being 2°02 below the average for 


the corresponding week of the ten years, ]883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 44°3°, and was lowest’ on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 29:9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 37:2° and 
of the Wet Buib 35°9°. The mean humidity of the air was °89, complete saturation 
_being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 9:9 
hours. . The rainfall measured ‘430 in. an : . 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 35:1°, the maximum 40°19, and 
the minimum 30°7° : at Glasgow the maximum was 46:2°, the minimum 28:02, and the 
mean 35°19; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 43°19, the minimum 28°5°, and the 
mean 39°0°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-55 inch, at Glasgow 0:05 inch, and 
at Edinburgh 0:07 inch.*. ‘ Fe alates

_ Dr. J. W. Moore, r.R. Mer. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 21st J anuary, 1893 :— 

©The most marked characteristic feature in the weather of this week was a decided advance in 





temperature all over the British Islands, but especially in Ireland, Scotland, and the West of England 


(including Wales). In France and Germany, on the contrary, the cold ‘ stiffened’ daily until Friday, 
when warmer weather spread in from the Atlantic over the Continent also. A very interesting 
circumstance is that the milder weather came with N.W. and N. winds, which formed part of the 
circulation round an anticyclone found generally over the Atlantic to the westward or south westward 
of Ireland. On Tuesday morning also a southerly wind carried cold weather from the frozen 
Continent to the S.E. of England, where the thermometer remained all day below the freezing point. 
Not for many years has such extreme cold been felt in Germany and France as during the greater 
part of this week—at Munich the minima have been —11°, —15°, —14°, —8°, —8° and +19 up to 
Saturday ; at Lyons, the corresponding values have been +11°, —-3°, —1° ?, 0°, +3°, and +4°?, During 
all this time temperatures as high as from 48° to 52° were being recorded on the Atlantic coasts of both 
the United Kingdom and France. In the interval between Wednesday and Friday a vast depression 
crossed the extreme northern parts of Scandinavia bringing with it a thaw even to those high 
latitudes at a time when intense frost held as far south as Lyons and Munich. On Saturday cold 
weather was re-established in Scotland and Scandinavia. In Dublinthe mean height of the barometer 
was 30°286 inches, pressure ranging from 29°816 inches at 2 p.m. of Monday (wind, N.W.) to 30°559 
inches at 7.30 a.m. of Saturday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 42°9°, The 
mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 42°42. On Sunday the thermometers in the screen 


fell to 295° on Thursday they rose to 50°82. Rain was measured on four days to the amount of ‘341 


inch, of which ‘277 inch fell on Sunday. The prevailing winds were W.N.W. and W.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30:299 inches. The highest reading (30°554) was on 
Saturday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29-902) on Monday at 9 a.m., wind N.W. 

The mean temperatnre for the week was 41:2°, being 1:02 above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 50°0°, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 24:°9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 41°5° and 
of the Wet Bulb 39:9°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘88, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 9°l 
hours. The rainfall measured -490 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 35°0°, the maximum 44:19, and 
the minimum 23-0° ; ard at Edinburgh the maximum was 49°3°, the minimum 31°09, 
and the mean 39°8°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°45 inch, and at Edinburgh 
0:20 inch.*

METEOROLOGY. — a 
_ (For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
_ Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.R. Mer. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following ae 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 28th J anuary, 1893 :— ad 


_ “A further advance in temperature occurred during this week, which proved open, changeable, ue 
and breezy, with prevalent westerly to southerly winds. At first an anticyclone lay to the south- 
ward of Ireland on the morning of Sunday, the 22nd, the barometer stood as high as 30°60 inches at 
_ Corunna, in the N.W. of Spain—while several shallow depressions were found over the North Sea, 
= Germany, and the Baltic. The winds curved from §.W. in the west of Ireland, through W. in the east 
of this country to N.W. in the southeast of England and to N. in parts of Franee. The weather was 
‘ mild and damp and light rain fell at many stations. On Wednesday morning a depression appeared 
a _ off the south of Ireland, ultimately forming portion of a complex V.-shaped depression, which caused 
& southerly gales and in places heavy rains during the ensuing 24 hours. As this disturbance passed off — 
a to the northward a sharp but temporary dip in temperature took place, On Friday another and more 
z serious depression advanced over Ireland from S.S.W., bringing with it southerly gales, a renewed 
> rainfall and generally broken weather, which lasted to the close of the week. In Dublin the mean 
ae height of the barometer was 29°914 inches, pressure ranging from 30°412 inches, at 9 a.m. of Sunday 
(wind, W.), to 29178 inches, at 9 p.m, of Saturday (wind, S.). The corrected mean temperature was 
457°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m, was 44°42, On Tuesday the screened ther- 
-  mometers rose to 53°02; on Friday they fell to 374°. The rainfall was "389 inch on five days, 124 inch 
_ being measured on Friday and ‘240 inch on Saturday. The prevailing winds were W. and &, to $.S.E. 
1 A lunar halo was visible at 9 p.m. of Saturday.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mesn height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°917 inches. The highest reading (30°410) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29:198) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S.S.E. 
The mean temperature for the week was 447°, being 1:9% above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registere’ 52°69, and was lowest on Friday, the 
a mercury having fallen to 35:7°._ The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 43°7° and 
iS of the Wet Bulb 42°0°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete saturation 
being represented by 1°0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 9°3 
hours. The rainfall measured °190 in. - 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 41:2°, the maximum 49°7°, and 
the minimum 31°6° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 52°3° the minimum, 34°09, and 
the mean, 44°5°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 49-99, the minimum 35:7°, and 
ae the mean 43°49. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-20 inch; at Glasgow, 0°57 inch ; 
- and at Edinburgh, 0:03 inch.* :

It caused a rise of temperature, squalls from 8.W.and rains. Thunder and lightning occurred at 


‘Parsonstown on Monday night and hail fell in Dublin on Tuesday afternoon, At night a secondary 


depression passed rapidly across Ireland and England in an easterly direction, causing copious rains in~ 
many places and thunder and lightning at Scilly. On Wednesday night also thunder and lightning 
occurred at Belmullet, co. Mayo. Towards the close of the week a high-pressure system, with 
accompanying cold, began to spread southwards and westwards from Northern over Western Hurope. 
Simultaneously, the weather became finer and drier, In Dublin the mean height of the barometer 
was 29°848 inches, pressure varying from 29'291 inches (wind, W.S.W.) at 9 a.m. of Sunday to 30'218 
inches, at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, §.S.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 472°, The mean 
dry bulb readings at 9a.m.and 9 p.m. were 46°19. On Monday the screened thermometers rose to a 
54°9°, on Wednesday, they fell to 36°99. The rainfall was 1044 inches, on three days, ‘513 inch being 
measured on Tuesday and ‘440 inch on Wednesday. The prevailing winds were W.S.W., S.W. and 8.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office. Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°853 inches. The highest reading (30°202) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind §,S.W., and the lowest (29-291) on Sunday at.9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 45°8°, being 5:32 above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 55°29, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 35:0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 45°5° and 
of the Wet Bulb 43°4°._ The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 20:3 
hours. The rainfall measured 1:170 inches. | 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 44'5°, the maximum 54:29, and 
the minimum 31°3° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 53:9° the minimum, 36:09, and 
the mean, 44°7°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 524°, the minimum 36°7°, and 
the mean 44°29. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°54 inch; at Glasgow; 0°48 inch ; 
and at Edinburgh, 0:21 inch.*

_ remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 11th February, 1893 :— 
“During this week open, but blustering, rainy, and generally unsettled weather prevailed in 
Western Europe. At the beginning, no doubt, it was cold in England, very cold on the continent, 
owing to the presence of an anticyclone in those parts; but even at that time mild southerly winds 
- swept over Ireland and Scotland, keeping the thermometer well above freezing point. On Sunday 
night, the shade thermometer fell to 26° at Loughborough, 24 in London, and 21° at Cambridge.» At 
8 a.m. of Tuesday temperature execeded 40° at all British Stations and touched 50° at Valentia Island, 
jn Kerry. A series of depressions, each deeper than its predecessor, now began to approach the 
.N.W. of Europe from the Atlantic. They caused S.W. to W. gales of considerable violence, and 
frequent and sometimes heavy rains. On Tuesday night severe squalls, with thunder and lightning, 
hail and rain, occurred over Ireland. The most serious disturbance of the week, however, came in on 
Thursday afternoon. Its centre lay between the N.E. of Scotland and the 8.W. of Norway on Friday 
morning—the barometer falling below 28°70 inches over that portion of the North Sea. Sleet and 
snow fell in Scotland, hail in Ireland, and thunder and lightning were again reported from several 





stations. On Saturday a general reduction of temperature took place’and cold rain and sleet fell in 


the afternoon. Very intense frost prevailed in the Baltic, over Finland and the North of Russia all 
through this week—at Haparanda, on the Gulf of Bothnia the 8 a.m. readings of the thermometer 
«were +1°, +3°: ES bes 6°, — 35°, — 37°, and ~ 19° respectively. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer 

was 29°828 inches, pressure ranging between 30°205 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, S.S.E.) and 29°346 
ue inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday (wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was 460°. The mean 
_.. dry bulb. temperature at 9 a.m, and. 9 p.m. was 44°89. On Monday and Tuesday the shade ther- 
mometer rose to 53'8°, falling on Saturday to 35°9°.. The rainfall equalled ‘762 inch on six days— 
‘480 inch being measured on Thursday. The prevailing winds were—first, S. then W. Lightning was 
seen on Tuesday night, and sleet fell on Saturday.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-834 inches. The highest reading (30°209) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind S,, and the lowest (29°339) on Thursday at 9 p.m., wind W. : 

The mean temperature for the week was 44-99, being 3°1® above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 53°8°, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 34:0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 44°2° and 
of the Wet Bulb 42:0°, The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 184 
hours. The rainfall measured ‘775 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 40°5°, the maximum 52°4°, and 
the minimum 23°19 ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 50°99, the minimum 34:92, 
ad the hers 42°2°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°25 inch; and at Edinburgh, » 
0°72 ineh,

“The striking features in the meteorological conditions during this week were: first, the per- 
sistence of severe cold in the north of Europe (Scandinavia, Finland, and Northern Russia); second, the - 
__-very disturbed state of the atmosphere over the North Atlantic to the west and north of the British 
 _. Islands—four definite barometrical depressions of prime importance having skirted our Atlantic 
iS ‘ coasts within the period. These cyclonic systems caused, as is usual, very unsettled weather, severe 
ie gales were felt at times, rain or hail and sleet fell frequently, and the changes in temperature were | 
sy sudden, fitful, and large. Sunday was cold and chiefly fine, but some local showers of sleet and hail 
fell, Monday was mild and changeable—ai night a very deep depression approached Ireland, and at 
8 a.m. of Tuesday the barometer was down to 28°68 inches at Mullaghmore, near Sligo, and to 28°79 
inches even in Dublin. In the course of this day a violent S.H. gale was felt on the east coast of 
Scotland, while it blew hard from N.W. in Ireland and from W. and S.W.in England. Aurora Borealis 
was seen on the nights of Wednesday and Thursday. On Friday afternoon a sudden rise of tempera-

ture took place. This high temperature was more than maintained on Saturday, which was spring- 


like in its mildness—dull, however, in England, although bright in Ireland. In Dublin the mean 
atmospherical pressure was only 29°534 inches, the barometer ranging from 29°838 inches at 9 p.m. of 
Sunday (wind, W.) and also at 9 a.m. of Friday (wind,,S.W.) to 28°790 inches at 7.30 a.m. of Tuesday 
- (wind, W.). The mean temperature was 44°0°—highest, 56°42 on Saturday ; lowest, 34°1° on Sunday, 
The mean dry bulb readings at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. were 43°4°.. Rain fell on five days, but only to the 
.. amount of ‘257 inch, of which more than one-half (143 inch) fellon Wednesday. The prevailing winds 
‘were W. and $.8.W.” .

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which the 
rate was 19°7), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19°7 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20:4 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 2@1, and for Edinburgh, 16:3.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last 
week were equal to an annual rate of 1°2 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
nine of the districts to.

The deaths which are 32 under the average number for the corresponding week of — 


the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 27:4 in every 1,000 of 


the population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 26-7 per 1,006. During — 
the first eight weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 29:0, and was 4°4 


under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years, 1883.92, . 


There were but 8 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
18 below the number for the week ended the 18th instant, and 14 under the average 
for the 8th week of the last ten years: they comprise 2 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
enteric fever, &c. : 


The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 10, 
being 6 under the admissions for the preceding week; 18 enteric fever patients 
were discharged during the week ; and 93 remained under treatment on Saturday last, 
being 8 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 


The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 13 cases of scarlatina (being a. 


decline of 3 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week): 59 cases of the 
disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last, being 10 over the 
number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 


The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 46, being 
equal to the number for the preceding week, but 10 below the average for the eighth 
week of the last ten years: the 46 deaths comprise 28 from bronchitis and 12 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs. . .

“Dr JW. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 25th February, 1893 :— 
ou “Winter resumed its sway in the British Islands in the course of this week, which began with. 


mild, springlike weather and closed with frost and a snow-covered country. The most striking 
_ feature in the meteorological record for the period was the passage across the south of England in an 
east-north-easterly direction of a deep atmospherical depression in the interval between Monday 
night and Wednesday morning. In the South-east of England the barometer fell below 28°7 inches— 
to 28°65 inches at the mouth of the Thames—on Tuesday afternoon. The winds accompanying this 
system were not strong, but large quantities of rain, hail, and sleet fell in most districts, This 
inclement weather was all the more felt, as Sunday—while dull and rainy, though mild, in Ireland— 
had been a springlike day in most parts of England, except the 8.W. Bright sunshine was enjoyed 
for many hours and the thermometer rose to 59° and even 60° (at Loughborough) in the shade all 
over the central and south-eastern counties. During the folowing night temperature gave way 
quickly and never recovered itself during the remainder of the week, except in the S. of England for 
a few hours in front of the deep depression already referred to. In Dublin hail, or sleet and snow, 


fell daily on and after Monday ; and on Saturday morning there was a considerable fall of unusually 


light and powdery crystalline snow ata temperature varying from 27° to 31°, On the night of Satur- 
day a violent snowstorm occurred, followed by rain. The weather was extremely cloudy and dull, 
except on Monday, Friday, and Saturday. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was only 
29'312 inches. Atmospherical pressure ranged between 29°557 inches, at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, S.) 
and 28'916 inches at 7.30 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, N.N.E.). The mean temperature was 392°. The mean 
dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 381°. On Sunday the thermometers in the screen rose 


to 52°6°. On Saturday they fell to 26°0°. The rainfall (which largely consisted of hail, snow, and sleet) - 


measured °993 inch, ‘390 inch being referred to Wednesday. The prevailing winds were S.8.E. and EB.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°322 inches. The highest reading (29-551) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind S., and the lowest (28°940) on Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind N.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 37°3°, being 50° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 53°29, and was lowest on Saturday, the 


mercury having fallen to 21°7°.. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 36°6° and _ 


of the Wet Bulb 35:0°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 11°8 
hours. The rainfall measured -975 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 39°3°, the maximum 58'8°, and 


the minimum 29-29 ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 52°6°, the minimum 26°4°, and 


the mean 382°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1:01 inches; and at Edinburgh 


0°30 inch.*

“This week was divided into two sharply defined periods of completely different weather. The 
first three days were cold and changeable, but for the most part dry near Dublin, with sharp night: 
frosts. The last four days were warm and changeable, with frequent rain or showers. During the 
former period, the barometer ruled low; during the latter, a marked increase of atmospherical 
pressure occurred, At the beginning of the week a deep depression, in the centre of which the 


barometer was as low as 28'80 inches (over the Bristol Channel) at 8 a.m. of Sunday, travelled north- 
eastwards across England. This disturbance caused strong winds or gales from various quarters, 


rain and hail fell heavily in the 8. and §.H. of England, snow or sleet in Scotland, Ireland, and the 
N. of England. On Monday a secondary disturbance crossed the §. of England in an easterly 
direction. Fine, cold weather held in Ireland and Scotland, while rain again fell heavily in the 
S. of England. On Tuesday, February 28, cirrus cloud overspread the sky from W., and solar and 
afterwards lunar halos appeared. These phenomena were connected witha depression, which passed 
by the N. of Ireland across Scotland to Denmark. Temperature rose fast and a considerable rainfall 


was reported from most British stations. A ridge of high pressure followed this disturbance, but on — 
Friday a shallower depression in the N., with a secondary in the §., again threw the weather into a 


cloudy showery condition. Saturday, however, proved fine and chiefly bright in Ireland. In Dublin 


_the mean height of the barometer was 29°655 inches, pressure varying from 28°865 inches at 9 a.m. 


of Sunday (wind, W.) to 30°191 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.). The corrected mean tem- 
perature was 434°. On Tuesday the screened thermometers fell to 281°, on Friday they rose to 56°7°. 
The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 42°6°. Rain fell on four days to the amount 
of 244 inch, ‘120 inch being measured on Tuesday. Variable westerly winds were prevalent.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-675 inches. The highest reading (30:205) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind W.,, and the lowest (28°863) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind S.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 42:29, being 3:4° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 55°9°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 24:2°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 42°8° and 
of the Wet Bulb 40°7°. The mean humidity of the air was °84, complete saturation 


being represented by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 27-2 


hours. ‘The rainfall measured °325 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 43°8°, the maximum 57:29, and 
the minimum 329° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 5C°4°, the minimum 23-09, and the 
mean 38°0° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 49°5°, the minimum 25°1°, and the 
mean 37:2°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1:09 inches; at Glasgow 1:15 
inches ; and at Edinburgh 1-21 inches,* —

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 10, 
being 3 under the admissions for the preceding week; 16 enteric fever patients 
were discharged during the week ; 1 died; and 75 remained under treatment on Satur- 
day last, being 7 below the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 12 cases of scarlatina (being an 
increase of 3 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week), but no case of 
typhus was received: 69 cases of scarlatina and 5 of typhus remained under treatment 
in hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had fallen from 46 for the 
week ended the 25th ultimo to 36 for the following week, further declined last week to 
25, or 29 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 25 
deaths comprise 15 from bronchitis, 7 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, 
and 1 from pleurisy.

The deaths of 11 children under 5 years of age (including 8 infants under | year 
old) were ascribed to convuisions. — | 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 9 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 13 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 37 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 4. 

Four accidental deaths were registered. 

In 12 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no 

medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 8 children 
under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths of 1 person 


aged 89 years. 


_ Thirty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 

years of age (18 being infants under 1 year, of whom 9 were under 1 month old), 
and 32 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 19 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 5 were octogenarians, and 1 (a woman) was stated to have been aged 91 years.

The deaths from the. principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1'2 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 0°9 (0°9 in the North City. Districts, and 0°8 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 2 0 per 1, 000. 


No. 1 North. City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—_The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 
25°7 per 1.000. One was caused by enteric fever, but none by any other zymotic disease. Of the 8 
deaths from other causes 2 were from phthisis, and 2from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (30) are equal to an annual rate 
of 35°8 per 1,000.. Enteric fever caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. Among the 29 deaths from other causes are 6 from bronchitis, 5 from phthisis, 2 from

.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 18th March, 1893 :— 


“The most striking feature in the meteorology of this week was the continued depression of the 


barometer over the Norwegian Sea and the North of Europe generally. At first temperature was 


high for the time of year in all parts of the British Islands ; but in England the diurnal range was 
extremely large—amounting to 30° or upwards between Sunday afternoon and Monday morning—at 
Loughborough the extreme thermometer readings at8 am. of Monday were: Max. 66°, Min. 


83°, Range 33°. As the disturbances in the far North drew after them subsidiary depressions 


across the United Kingdom, temperature gave way and the weather fell into an unsettled, showery, 
squally condition. On both Thursday and Friday hail, sleet, and snow occurred in many parts, and 
electrical phenomena were observed along a track extending from the N. of Ireland across the §. of 
Scotland to the mouth of the Elbe. On Tuesday night bright aurora borealis had been seen in Scot- 
land and the S. of Ireland. At 8 a.m. of Thursday the barometer stood as low as 28°54 inches at 


_Christiansund on the W. coast of Norway, while it read 30:06 inches at Nice. Needless to say that 


strong 8.W. to N.W. winds and gales swept over Western Europe. In Dublin the mean height of the 


barometer was 29°842 inches, pressure being observed to range from 29°575 inches at 7.15 a.m. of Thurs- 
day (wind, W.N.W.) to 30°386 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind; E.S.E.). The corrected mean 


temperature was 44°6°. The mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 435°. On Sunday the 


screened thermometers rose to 55°9°, on Friday they fell to 34:0°, The rainfall measured ‘118 inch on 


' four days.. The heaviest rainfall in 24 hours was 058 inch on Saturday. Snow or sleet fell on 


Thursday and Friday ; hail on Thursday. There was a slight fog on Monday night.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°855 inches. The highest reading (30-382) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S.H,, and the lowest (29°617) on Thursday at 9 A.m.,wind W.N.W. 

' The mean temperature for the week was 42°4°, being 2-02 above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 


_ Sunday, when the thermometer registered 54°3°, and was also lowest on the same day, 


the mercury having fallen to 31:1°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 42°6°. 


_ and of the Wet Bulb 40-:0°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete saturation 
_ being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 28°6 


hours. The rainfall measured :140 in.: 


At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 45°5°, the maximum 53:99, and 


the minimum 38°39 ; at Glasgow the maximum was 50°7°, the minimum 29-7°, and the 


mean 40°7° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 51:2°, the minimum 26°3°, and the 
mean 39°8°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:11 in. ; at Glasgow 0°43 in. ; and 


at Edinburgh 0:22 in.*

week has been recorded in March. After Sunday, which was a cloudy day, very little cloud appeared 
by day or night and warm sunny days were followed by calm, sharp nights, Throughout the week, 
conditions were anticyclonic in Western Europe. The centre of highest atmospherical pressure was 
generally found over the south of England, France, Belgium, and Holland, and in these regions under 
the combined influence of a clear sky and dry air the diurnal range of temperature was almost 
phenomenal. For example, at Loughborough, in Leicestershire, on Monday night the screened 
thermometer sank to 23°, while it rose to 65° in the course of Tuesday—a range of 42° in a few hours, 
A similar excessive range was observed on Saturday at the same station. In Ireland the extremes 
of temperature were of the same character, though much less marked. At the'very beginning of the 
week severe frost occurred in Great Britain, the minima in the screen on Sunday being 26° at Leith, 
Shields, and Dungeness ; 25° at York, and in London ; 24° at Nairn ; 23° at Oxford, and Cambridge : 
and 20° at Loughborough. The morning of this day in Ireland broke dull and damp, but the weather 
improved as the day wore on. In Dublin light easterly sea breezes by day alternated with calms by 
night. The mean height of the barometer was 30°313 inches, pressure ranging from 30°411 inches at 
9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, E.S.H.) to 30193 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, calm), and again rising 
to 30°409 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, E.). The corrected mean temperature was 48°2°. The 
mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 462°. On Thursday, the screened thermometer rose 
to 619° ; on Tuesday, they fell to 383°. There was no measureable rainfall after 9 a.m. of Sunday.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°320 inches. The highest reading (30:418) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind §.K,, and the lowest: (30°196) on Thursday at 9 A.m., wind S.E, 

The mean temperature for the week was 45:49, being 3°72 above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 


Friday, when the thermometer registered 63°5°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 


mercury having fallen to 28°8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 44°4° 
and of the Wet Bulb 41:8°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 64°2 
hours. There was no rain during the week. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 43°99, the maximum 64°39, and 


the minimum 24:29; at Glasgow the maximum was 66°4°, the minimum 25:09, and the > 


mean 44°9° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 67:02, the minimum 24-9°, and the 
mean 46:9°. ‘There was no rain in any of the three localities.*

r. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
arks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, Ist April, 1893 :— 
Se The weather was by no means so settled as it had been during the preceding weck. Slouds 
increased at times and both atmospherical pressure and temperature became unsteady. Rainfall, 
2 however, was again markedly deficient in all parts of the United Kingdom, although in parts of Spain, 
Portugal, and the extreme south of France there were some heavy downpours, for example, ‘67 inch 
fell at Lisbon on Tuesday, and 1°50 inches at Perpignan on Wednesday. Until this last-named day 
an auticyclone stretched northwestwards across the North Sea, while pressure was low and 
conditions were cyclonic over the Iberian Peninsula. Light to moderate easterly winds prevailed in 
the British Islands. The first two days were cool and at times cloudy in Dublin, Tuesday proved 
brilliant, and on Wednesday (with the displacement of the easterly wind by a S.W. and W. current) 
the thermometer rose in this city to 648°. Thursday was cooler. On Friday, a depression came in 
from the Atlantic causing squally S.W. winds and a slight rainfall in the evening. Saturday was 
cloudy, cool,and very ‘dry. The diurnal range of temperature was again excessive at some inland 
English stations—thus, on Tuesday the thermometer fell from 67° to 26° at Cambridge and from 64° to 
| 24° at Loughborough. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30017 inches, pressure ranging 
between 30°299 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, N.E.) and 29°624 inches at 2 p.m. of Friday (wind, 
§-W.). The corrected mean temperature was 49°3°. The mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. 
| were 477°. On Monday: the screened thermometers fell to 37°0°; on Wednesday they rose to 64'8°, 
' Rain fell on Friday to the amount of ‘022 inch. The prevailing winds were first easterly, then

The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 46°5° 
and of the Wet Bulb 43°5°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘80, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0.

District, which consists of the city of Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook 
Blackrock, Kingstown, Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumecondra, 
No. 1, and portions of the districts of Finglas Ai Glasnevin, and Palmerston, the 
total area thereof being 24,768 statute acres, and the population according to the Census 
of 1891 349,594, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Satur- 
day, 1st April, 1893, 2,525 births—l, 315 boys and 1,21U girls—being equal to an 
annual ratio of 1 in 34°6, or 28°9 in every 1,000 of the population, 


The number of births registered i in the city was 1 1984, or 32°4 in every 1,000 of the

age ‘Temperature showed a decided tendency to fall, particularly on the eastern coasts of both Ireland 

_ and Great Britain, in which parts much seafog was prevalent. At the beginning of the week an 

s -anticyclone lay over Ireland and England, while an extensive and deep depression, with central 

_ barometrical readings below 28°90 inches, swept eastwards across the extreme North of Europe. 

_ Beautiful, bright weather prevailed, except in the far north, where clouds gathered and rain fell. 

- Shallow depressions formed over the S.W. of Europe on and after Tuesday, so that a decided easterly 

air-current setin and fogs and low temperatures prevailed on the east coasts of the British Islands, 

while bright sunshine and warmth held inland. The most striking example of these conditions was 

presented on Thursday, when the thermometer rose to 63° at Loughborough, Oxford, and Cambridge 

—all inland stations, whereas the maximum was only 44° at Yarmouth and 42° atSpurn Head. On 

- Friday the maximum was 68° in London, but only 42° at Shields and Spurn Head. After Thursday a 

new and much larger anticyclone formed in the N.W.and N., causing N.E. winds, clouds, and low 

_ temperatures on Friday and Saturday. In Dublin the mean pressure was 30°302 inches, the barometer 

falling to 30°051 inches at 6.30 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, E.) and rising to 30°575 inches, at 9 a.m. of 

‘Saturday (wind, N.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 48°5°.. The mean dry bulb readings at 

§ a.m, and 9 p.m. were 48°0°.. On Sunday the screened thermometers fell to 365°, on Wednesday they 

rose to 61°4°. A very slight shower fell at 5 p.m. of Thursday, but yielded no measurable rainfall. 
The prevailing wind was easterly.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which the 


rate was 20°4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20:8 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 22°0 per 1,000, the rate 


for Glasgow being 26°1 and for Edinburgh, 19°4..

At the same time 
shallow atmospherical depressions lay over southern Europe and the Mediterranean Basin, producing 
easterly winds and lower temperature in England and Ireland ; while deeper cyclonic systems passed 
eastwards or south-eastwards across Northern Europe, where frost and snow resumed their sway as 
the week advanced. Towards the close of the period the anticyclone began to move southwards, its 
centre on Thursday lying over the South of Scotland, on Friday over the midland counties of England, 
and on Saturday over the East of France. Sharp night-frosts were felt at many stations during the 
week, the sharpest of all occurred on Thursday night, when the thermometer fell to 24° in the sereen 
at Loughborough and Cambridge and to 27° at Oxford.

. . Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
marks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 29th April, 1893 :— 


“The record is once more one of most favourable weather. Bright, sunny warm days were 
followed by quiet, clear, cool nights until Saturday, when copious showers fell at intervals, refreshing 
the face of nature and aiding vegetation. Areas of relatively high atmospherical pressure (anti- 
te ‘eyclonic systems) were found lying over the greater part of the British Islands until Saturday, when 
an extensive and definite depression travelled eastwards across the northern half of the United 
Kingdom, causing squally W. to N.W. winds and the grateful showers already mentioned. Through- 
out the week the barometer was comparatively low over the Iberian Peninsula, the Bay of Biscay 
and France. Except at Lisbon, however, where 3°40 inches of rain fell on five days up to Friday 
_ morning, the weather was at first generally dry within the area of low pressure. On Thursday, there 
- was a downpour all over the South of France, ‘83 inch being measured at Nice, ‘87 inch at Biarritz, 
and 1°34 inches at Perpignan on Friday morning. Thunderstorms occurred at Prawle Point during the 
night of the 22nd-23rd and at Holyhead on Monday night. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 30°067 inches, pressure varying from 30137 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, N.) to 
29°887 inches at 3 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 53°8°.: The 
mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 52°5°. On Tuesday temperature rose to 65'7° in the 
_ shade ; on Saturday it fell to 43°9°. Rain and hail fell on Saturday in heavy showers to the amount 
of 150 inch. The prevailing winds were N. and N.W.” . 





__ At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
_the barometer during the week was 30:073 inches. The highest reading (30°139) was on 
~ Monday at 9 a.m., wind W.N.W., and the lowest (29°942) on Saturday at 9 a.m., wind 
The mean temperature for the week was 51:19, being 6°4° above the average for 
_the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 65°3°, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen té 35°7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 50°5° 

_ and of the Wet Bulb 47-9°. The mean humidity of the air was °83, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 604 

hours. ‘The rainfall measured °125 in. ’ 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 56°09, the maximum 77:39, and 
the minimum 412° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 74°79, the minimum 38°19 and the 

_ Mean 52°3° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 66°!°, the minimum 39°5°, and the 


mean 50°9°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:02 in. ; at Glasgow 0°35 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°15 in.*

2 on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 6th May, 1893 :— 
“The weather was most favourable during this week. Rain fell in copious’showers on Monday and 
Tuesday, after which came a succession of fine, dry days, with intervals of hot sunshine. On Sunday 

a ‘hollow’ of low atmospherical pressure stretched southeastwards from Iceland to Denmark, so 
that N.W. winds, low temperatures, and changeable showery weather were experienced in the British 
Islands. During the next two days the barometer was unsteady, especially over Ireland and Scotland 
in which countries rain fell pretty freely. In the South of England and the neighbourhood of 
ty ‘London, however, the drought continued almost uninterruptedly. On Thursday a large anticyclone 

began to form over Norway, the North Sea, and Great Britain, and the weather became once more 
_ finer, brighter, and warmer. Over Ireland much cirriform cloud was at this time daily observed, 
travelling in an upper air-current from S.W., while the surface wind was 8.E. or E. In Dublin the 
mean height of the barometer was 30°120 inches, the air-pressure ranging from 29°778 inches, at 4 p.m. 
of Tuesday (wind, 8.W.) to 30°284 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, E.S.E.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 54'3°. The mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 53'4°. On Sunday the 
shade minimum was 40°0°, on Friday the shade maximum was 68'9°. Rain fell on the first three days 
to the amount of ‘534 inch, ‘323 inch being measured on Monday. The prevalent winds were first 
westerly, then east-south-easterly. A solar halo was seen on Saturday forenoon.” 














At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 

the barometer during the week was 30'125 inches. The highest reading (30-279) was on 

Saturday at 9 a.m., wind S.E., and the lowest (29°875) on Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind 
S.W. : 

The mean temperature for the week was 53°1°, being 6°92 above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 69°9°, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 37:8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 52°5° 
and of the Wet Bulb 49°8°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 37:4 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °580 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 55°09, the maximum 77:09, and 
the minimum 40°4° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 66'9°, the minimum 36-0° and the 
mean 50°4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum wags 65°9°, the minimum 36'9°, and the 
mean 50°1°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-01 in.; at Glasgow 0°30 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0:17 in.* 3

fever, 4 from enteric fever, 1-from diarrhea, &c. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 5, being 
1 over the admissions for the preceding week: 8 enteric fever patients were discharged 
during the week; 1 died; and 35 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
4 below the number in hospital on Saturday, the 6th instant. 

There were only 8 cases of svarlatina admitted to hospital, being 11 under the 
admissions for the preceding week: 11 patients were discharged during the week; and 
76 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 8 cases of measles (a decline of — 
7 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week), and 1 case of typhus; 32 
cases of the former and 5 of the latter disease remained under treatment in hospital on 
Saturday last. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system is 31, being 7 over the 
number for the week ended the 6th instant, but 6 below the average for the corres- 
ponding week of the last ten years: the 31 deaths comprise 17 from bronchitis and 11 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

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Ree: We. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
_ remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 13th May, 1893:— 


“The weather was exceedingly fine and dry throughout this week—at least in England and Ireland 
—in Scotland refreshing rains fell on Wednesday and the two following days, At the beginning of 
the period a vast anticyclone stretched southwestwards from Sweden, where the barometer stood 
above 30°9 inches (30°95 inches, at Hernésand at 8 a.m, of Sunday), across the North Sea to the British 
Isles. The wind was rather squally from EH. and §.E. and temperature was low—night frosts 
occurring in parts of England as well as on the Continent. By Wednesday a great change was in 
progress—the barometer was falling in the N. and rising in the S., while a tongue of high pressure 


- still stretched across England and Ireland. The change was attended by a copious rainfall in many 


parts of France on Tuesday ; and was followed by the setting in of westerly winds over the northern 
half of the British Isles, where also clouds increased and rain fellas above mentioned. After a sharp 
night on Wednesday, temperature rose considerably in England on Thursday, when also the ther- 
mometer exceeded 70° in the shade in Dublin for the first time this season, Friday was at first cloudy, 
but afterwards fair ; and Saturday proved a brilliant summerlike day. In Dublin the mean height 
of the barometer was 30°317 inches, pressure ranging from 30°455 inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday 
(wind, E.N.E.) to 30°070 inches, at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, calm). The corrected mean temperature 
was 55°9°. The mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 55°5°.. On Thursday, the ther- 
mometer rose to 70°2° in the shade, having fallen to 47'1° on Wednesday. There was no rainfall. The 
prevailing winds were E. and W.N.W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°323 inches. The highest reading (30°459) was on 
Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind E., and the lowest (30-093) on Saturday at 9 p.m., air 
calm. . 

The mean temperature for the week was 52°8°, being 4:12 above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 





_ Thursday, when the thermometer registered 71°4°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 


mercury having fallen to 36:8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 53°6° 
and of the Wet Bulb 50:3°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘80, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 65:8 
hours. There was no rain during the week. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 57'8°, the maximum 72:89, and 
the minimum 43:0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 69'8°, the minimum 38°2° and the 
mean 55°0° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum wag 70:22, the minimum 41°1°, and the 
mean 54°3°. ‘The rainfall at Glasgow measured 0°15 in.; and at Edinburgh 0-02 in. 
There was no rain at Greenwich.*

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 5 cases of measles (a decline of 
3 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week), but no cases of typhus were 
received; 20 cases of the former and 3 of the latter disease remained under treatment 
in hospital on Saturday. last. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 28, 
being 6 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 3 under 
the number for the week ended the 13th instant: the 28 deaths comprise 12 from bron- 
chitis, 11 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from pleurisy.

Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TaBLe VL) 
s J. W. Moore, r.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 20th May, 1893: } 
2 “This week may be said to have witnessed the break-up of the drought, which—with slight and 
_ transitory interruptions—had held in Western Europe since the end of February. At the beginning, 
the barometer was falling over England, Ireland, and the West of France as a large, but not deep» ae 
depression formed over the Bay of Biscay and the Atlantic off our S.W. coasts. On Sunday the ae 54 is: 
weather remained dry in most places, but much lofty cirriform stratus cloud came up from the aes 
southward, causing the sky to assume an unsettled, thundery appearance. On Monday thunder Be 
_ storms o¢curred in the West of England and in Wales, and from that time onwards to the close of 
the week thunder and lightning were daily reported from one part or another of the British Islands- ae 
Some very heavy rainfalls occurred—for example, 1:05 inches at Roche's Point on Tuesday, 1°60 inches ue 
at Loughborough on Wednesday, ‘71 inch at Parsonstown on Friday, and ‘72 inch in Dublin on aR 
Saturday. As temperature remained fairly high throughout, the beneficial effects of the rainfall on eae 
_ vegetation became instantly apparent. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°634 " 
_ inches, or ag much as ‘683 inch below the mean for the preceding week. The barometer read 30°010 
inches at 9: a.m. of Sunday (wind, E.S.E.), and fell to 29°407 inches at 4 p.m. of Friday (wind, E.S.E.), 
_ The corrected mean temperature was 574°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9a.m. and 9 p.m, | 
Was 55:4. On Sunday the sereened thermometers rose to 657°, on Saturday they fell to 48°2°. Distant 
thunder was heard on Monday and Saturday. Rain fell on three days to the amount of ‘947 inch, 
f ‘720 inch being measured on Saturday. The prevailing winds were E. and S.E.”

The mean temperature for the week was 54°6°, being 5:4° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 66°2°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 44:7°.

‘Somewhat unsettled at the beginning and close, this week was nevertheless most favourable in 


Treland, In Great Britain conditions were less stable, and after some heavy rain falls in Scotland, and 
the N.E.and E. of England, at the beginning of the week, a remarkable decrease of temperature 


occurred, so that even in the screen the thermometer fell on Monday night to 32° at Wick; on Tuesday 


: . - night to 39° at Parsonstown and Cambridge and in London, 38° at Oxford, and 36° at Loughborough; on 


Wednesday night to 39° in London, 37° at Dungeness, 36° at Cambridge, 35° at Oxford, and 34° at. 


an _ Loughborough. In London the highest temperature on Tuesday was only 56°.. This serious depres- 





sion of temperature was brought about by the advent of northerly winds connected with a cyclonic 
system which lay almost motionless over the extreme south of Sweden from Sunday until Thursday 


inclusive, At the same time an anticyclone was found off the W. of Scotland and over Ireland, so that 


gradients for northerly winds were decided and somewhai steep. Local thunder showers fell both in _ 
~ London and in Dublin on Monday afternoon. After the dispersal of the Swedish depression on 


Thursday an irregular area of low pressure formed over Ireland, but the weather remained dry until 
Saturday, when electrical showers fell once more, In Dublin the mean atmospherical pressure was 
30°059 inches, the barometer ranging in height from 30'266 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, E.N.E.) 
to 29°812 inches at 3 p.m. of ‘Friday (wind, S.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 55°9°. The 
mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9:p.m. was 55°8°. On Saturday the screened thermometers 
rose to 65°8°, on Wednesday they fell to 42°8°. Rain fell on two days to the amount of °189 inch, ‘180 
inch being registered on Monday. The prevailing wind was north-easterly.”

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London ( in which the 
rate was 19'1), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19°4 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20°2 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 23°9, and for Edinburgh 17:1. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 24°2 per 1,000 of the population. 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns,

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts registered during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 3:0 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
seven of the districts to 7°0 in Armagh, 1 of the 2 deaths from all causes registered - 
in ‘that district being from scarlatina. Among the 137 deaths from all causes regis- 
tered in Belfast are 9 from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, | from diphtheria, 3 from 
enteric fever, and 7 from diarrhea; and the 5 deaths in Waterford comprise 2 from 
measles and 1 from whooping-cough. 

DuBuiIn AND SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 203-108 boys and 95 girls.—and the deaths to 189--100 males and 89 females.

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The deaths which are 19 over the average number for. the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 28-2 in every 1,000 of the 
population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public insti-_ 
tutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 27-1 per 1,000. During the 
first twenty-four weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 27-1, and was . 
3-4 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92. __ 

Twenty-six deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 
6 above the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 13 over 
the low number for the week ended 10th instant: they comprise 4 from measles, 2 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 1 from influenza, 9 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric 
fever, 2 from diarrhcea, 1 from dysentery, 1 from erysipelas, &c. 

Ten cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 
3 over the admissions for the preceding week, and 4 over the number for the week 
ended 3rd instant: 4 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; 1 died; 
and 41 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 above the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Nineteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, being 9 in 
excess of the admissions for the preceding week: 6 patients were discharged during 
the week; 2 died; and 81 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 11 over 
the number in hospital.on Saturday 10th instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 8 cases of measles and 3 of 
typhus; 19 cases of the former and 4 of the latter disease remained under treatment 
in hospital on Saturday last. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 27, 
being 4 over the number for the preceding week, and 1 above the average for the 
24th week of the last ten years: the 27 deaths comprise 12 from bronchitis and 9 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 11 children under 5 years of age (including 9 infants under 1 year 
old) were ascribed to convuision. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 6 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 18 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 29 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, and 
cancer 7, 

Three accidental deaths were registered. 

In 16 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no © 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 8 
children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths 
of 4 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Fifty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 

' B years of age (28 being infants under 1 year, of whom 5 were under 1 month old), 
and 39 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 26 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 9 were octogenarians, and 2 (a man and a woman) were stated to have been 
aged 9S and 94 years respectively. | 

Fifty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 15 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 16 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 
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‘The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables V. and VI.] _ 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 27'1 per 1, 000: the ‘vate 
in the city was 30'6 (29'4 on the North side, and 31'7 on the South), and in the Suburbs 18'9. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2°8 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°2 (31 in the North City Districts, and 3°3 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 2°0 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, Hast (Bmeraldistreet).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 
20°0 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from influenza and 1 from 
enteric fever. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (25) are equal to an annual rate 
of 29°8 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. 1 from diarrhcea and 1 from 
erysipelas. The 23 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 5 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 4 from phthisis, and 4 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
30°7 per 1,000. Three deaths were caused by whooping-cough, but no deaths from any other 
zymotic disease were recorded, Among the 14 deaths from other causes are 3 from diseases of the 
respiratory system and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 34°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from whooping-cough, but none from any other zymotic disease. Bronchitis 
caused 2 deaths and phthisis 4. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 35°4 per 
1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 1 from 
whooping-cough, and 1 from diarrhea, Four deaths were.caused by diseases of ‘the circulatory 
system, 3 by phthisis, and 2 by convulsions. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 36°5 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from diseases of the circulatory system.and 5 from diseases of the digestive 
system, but no deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street)._The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 31°4 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 1-from measles and 1 from whooping- 
cough. Five deaths were caused by phthisis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—_The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 26°2 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from measles, 4 from phthisis, and 2 from cancer, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 146; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 215; Rathmines, 22°8; Donnybrook, 
12°5; Blackrock, 146; and Kingstown, 252. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for 
these districts consist of 1 from enteric fever for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of ;1 from scarlatina 
and 1 from whooping-cough for Rathmines ; and 1 from enteric fever for Donnybrook.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the followin g 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 17th J une, 1893 :—. 


“Splendid weather characterised this week, Until Wednesday it was cool as well as fair, but on 


_ and after that day temperature was high and summerlike by night as well as by day. On Sunday 


local thunderstorms occurred in the N. and N.W. of Treland, notwithstanding an anticyclonic distri- 
bution of atmospheric pressure. After Sunday a shallow depression advanced northwards across 
France. It caused thunderstorms and heavy rains over the greater part of that country, but in the 
British Isles only local thundershowers occurred, although thunder and lightning were very pre- 
valent on Wednesday and Thursday. On the afternoon of the latter day thundershowers fell in 
Dublin, yielding ‘051 inch of rain, the only rainfall of the week. In this city the influence of easterly 
seabreezes in lowering day-temperature was well seen, particularly in the earlier part of the period— 
thus, the maxima of the first four days were 66°, 65°, 65°, and 67° in Dublin, compared with Fore COT bes 
and 75° at Parsonstown. On the east coast of Great Britain, similarly, the thermometer failed to 
reach 60° at most stations on Sunday and Monday. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 
30104 inches, pressure decreasing from 30°229 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, E.N.E.) to 29°883 inches 
at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, E.), and then increasing to a maximum of 30°373 inches at 9 p.m. of 
Saturday (wind, E.). The corrected mean temperature was 61'8°. The mean dry bulb readings at 
9a.m. and 9 p.m. were 62°9°. On Tuesday the screened thermometers fell to 50°1°, on Saturday they 
rose to 72°9°. The mean direction of the wind was easterly.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°108 inches. The highest reading (30-379) was on 
Saturday at 9 P.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°878) on Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 59°4°, being 3°8° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 7 3°6°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 428°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 612° 
and of the Wet Bulb 57:7°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘80, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 59°7 
hours. ‘There was no rain during the week. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week ‘was 65'9°, the maximum 88°8°, and 
the minimum 49-2? ; at Glasgow the maximum was 80°2°, the minimum 46°3° and the 
mean 64°4° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 782°, the minimum 47:9°, and the 
mean 61°7°, The rainfall at Edinburgh measured 0:04 in. There was no rain at 
Greenwich or Glasgow.* ,

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts registered during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 3:4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
nine of the districts to 10°0 in Waterford, the 14 deaths from all causes registered 
in that district comprising 4 from measles. Among the 137 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are 7 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 1 from typhus, 4 from 
whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, and 15 from diarrhea.

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The deaths which are 10 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 25:4 in every 1,000 of the 
population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 13) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 23:4 per 1,000. During the 
first twenty-five weeks of the current. year the death-rate averaged 27:0, and was 
3°2 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92. - 





Thirty-one deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 1 
5 over the number for the preceding week, and 12 in excess of the average forthe  _ 
25th week of the last ten years: they comprise 6 from measles, 1 from scarlet fever é 


(scarlatina), 3 from influenza and its complications, 1 from whooping-cough, 3 from 
enteric fever, 9 from diarrhea, | from erysipelas, &c. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 7, 
being 3 under the admissions for the preceding week, and equal to the number for 
the week ended the 10th instant: 9 enteric fever patients were discharged during the 
week; 1 died; and 38 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under 
the number in hospital on Saturday the 17th instant. 

There were only 7 cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during the week, against 
19 for the preceding week: 18 patients were discharged during the week; and 70 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 11 under the number in hospital at ; 
the close of the preceding week. } 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 2 cases of measles and 1 case 
of typhus: 15 cases of the former and 5 of the latter disease remained under treatment 
in hospital on Saturday last. : 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 22, 
being 4 below the average for.the correspondmg week of the last. ten yéars, and 5 
under the number for the week ended the 17th instant: the 22 deaths comprise 12 
from bronchitis and 8 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 11 children (including 10 infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to 
convuisions. 

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 4 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 16 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 25 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, and

In 15 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 10 
children under 5 years of age (including 8 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths 
of 5 persons aged 60 years and upwards. ; 

Fifty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (29 being infants under 1 year, of whom 7 were under 1 month old), 
and 43 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 32 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 8 were octogenarians, and 3 (women) were stated to have been aged 90, 92, 
and 93 years respectively. 

Fifty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on — 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables V. and VI.} 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 23'4 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 26'4 (22°3 on the North side, and 30°1 on the South), and in the Suburbs 16°5, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
3°0 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°6 (3°6 in the North City Districts, and 3°7 in 
the South), and forthe Suburbs 1°5 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 
114 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from diarrhoea, 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—_The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate 
of 23°9 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from enteric fever and 
2 from diarrhoea. The 16 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 3 from diseases 
of the circulatory system, 4 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
32°5 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from measles and 2 from diarrhea. 
Three deaths were caused by pneumonia, 3 by diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 by diseases 
of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (8) represent an annual rate of 160 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
The 7 deaths from other causes consist of 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, 
and 2 from convulsions. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (24) represent an annual rate of 36°9 per 
1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from enteric fever, 1 from diarrhea, 
and 3 from influenza and its complications. The 18 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from 
bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, 2 from cancer, and 2 from convulsions, 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 281 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz, 1 from diarrhoea and 1 from erysipelas. 
Phthisis caused 2 deaths. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 31°4 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from measles, 1 from simple continued 
fever, and 1 from diarrhcea. The 21 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from 
phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 23°3 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from measles and 1 from 
diarrhoea. Three deaths were caused by bronchitis and 2 by pneumonia. 


Suburban Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 378 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumecondra, No. 1, 243; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 0°0; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 17:1; Donnybrook, 
16'7; Blackrock, 73; and Kingstown, 14:0. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for 
these districts comprise 1 from measles for Clontarf and Howth No.1; 1 from measles for Coolock 
and Drumcondra No.1; and 1 from whooping-cough for Rathmines. Among the 9 deaths from all 
causes tabulated for Rathmines are 3 from phthisis ; on the 8 deaths for Donnybrook district also 
comprise 3 from that disease,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


_Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 24th June, 1893:— 

“ At first summerlike in the extreme—very warm, calm, and bright—the weather afterwards fell 
into a very unsettled state, becoming cold, squally, and showery after Wednesday, the 21st—the 
longest day. On Sunday, the anticyclonic isobar of 30°3 inches embraced nearly the whole of the 
British Islands—at 8 a.m., the extreme pressures at mainland stations differed by only one-tenth of an 
inch, the highest readings being 30°38 inches at Loughborough, Cambridge, Malin Head, and Belmullet ; 
the lowest being 30°28 inches at Prawle Point, in Devon. The weather was bright, calm, and hot—the 
thermometer rising to 86° in the shade at Cambridge and Loughborough, and to 80° even at Parsons- 
town and Valentia Island. In the evening a thunderstorm occurred at the last-named station. On 
Monday the heat was still more intense—88° in the shade being recorded in London and at Cam- 
bridge. Thunderstorms occurred towards evening in the South of Ireland, South Wales, and the 
eastern and south-eastern parts of England. After this a cold northerly current passed rapidly 
southwards, bringing heavy showers which became general during the last three days. On Thursday 
a depression formed over Scotland and moved slowly southeastwards and finally eastwards, becoming 
deeper and larger as it travelled. At 8 a.m.of Friday the barometer was down to 29°24 inches at 
Shields, and below 29°30 inches all over the north of England and south of Scotland. In Dublin, the 
mean pressure was 29°849 inches, the barometer falling from 30°360 inches, at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, 
E.), to 29°467 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday (wind, N. by W.). The corrected mean temperature was 59°1°— 
that for Sunday and Monday having been 64'8°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m, 
was 587°. On Monday the thermometers in the screen rose to 747°; on Friday they fell to 46'9°, 
Rain fell on the last three days to the amount of ‘310 inch, ‘130 inch being measured on Thursday and 
‘100 inch on Saturday. The prevalent wind was northerly—N.N.E. to N.W.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°85] inches. The highest reading (30°366) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind S.E., and the lowest (29-483) on Friday at 9 a.m., wind N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 57-49, being 1:72 above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 76°4°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 44°5°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 57:2° 
and of the Wet Bulb 53:1°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘76, complete saturation 

being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 52°4 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °445 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 61°6°, the maximum 91:09, and 
the minimum 48:2? ; at Glasgow the maximum was 82°6°, the minimum 45°2° and the 
mean 58°2° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 85°9°, the minimum 46°6°, and the 
mean 987°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°39 in,; at Glasgow 1°14 ins., and 
at Edinburgh 1-89 ins.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts registered during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 5:0 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
ten of the districts to 8°9 in Belfast, the 136 deaths from all causes registered in 
that district comprising 7 from measles, 7 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 
2 from enteric fever, and 27 from diarrhea. ‘The 1] deaths from all causes 

_ registered in Waterford comprise 3 from measles, being 1 under the number from 
that cause registered in the preceding week. 

DuBLIN AND SusUEBS. 


In the Dublin Registratiom District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 216—-109 boys and 107 girls—and the deaths to 206—98 males and 108 females. 
2 
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The deaths which are 36 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 30°7 in every 1,000 of the 
population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 29°5 per 1,000. During the 
first twenty-six weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 27:2, and was 
9-8 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92. 

Forty-five deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 
98 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, aud 
14 over the number for the week ended the 24th ultimo: they comprise 2 from 
influenza and its complications, 7 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 1 from 
ill-defined fever, 4 from enteric fever, 22 (including 19 deaths of children under 5 
years of age) from diarrhea, | from erysipelas, &c. 

There were only 5 cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week, 
being 2 under the admissions for the preceding week, and 5 under the number for 
the week ended the 17th ultimo: 11 enteric fever patients were discharged during the 
week; 2 died; and 30 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 8 under 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Eleven cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, being 4 over 
the admissions for the preceding week, but 8 under the number for the week ended the 
17th instant: 17 patients were discharged during the week, and 64 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 6 under the number in hospital at the close of the 
preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 7 cases of measles; 16 cases 
of that disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Thirty-one deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 9 
over the number for the preceding week and 7 in excess of the average for the 26th 
week of the last ten years: they comprise 12 from bronchitis and 9 from pneumonia 
or inflammation of the lungs. |

The deaths of 12 children under 5 years (including 11 infants under 1 year old) were 
ascribed to convuisions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 8 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 10 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 21 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 7. . 

Two accidental deaths were registered. 


In 22 instances the cause of death was ‘ uncertified,” there having been no - 


medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths. of 12 
children under 5 years of age (including 10 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths 
of 7 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Sixty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (42 being infants under 1 year, of whom 8 were under L month old), 
and 45 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 32 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 13 were octogenarians. 

Sixty-six of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 28 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 11 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, 2

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables V. and VI.]} 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 29°5 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 34°3 (39'2 on the North side, and 29'7 on the South), and in the Suburbs 18°4. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
52 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 6°4 (94 in the North City Districts, and 37 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 2°5 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—_The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 
400 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from whooping-cough and 2 from 
diarrhea. Two deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (25) are equal to an annual rate 
of 29°8 per 1,000. Among them are 8 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from whooping-cough, 1 from 
enteric fever, and 5 from diarrhea. The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from pneumonia, 
2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (27) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
48°8 per 1,000. Eight were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from enteric fever and 7 from diarrhea, 
Of the 19 deaths from other causes, 7 were from diseases of the respiratory system. 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (22) represent an annual rate of 44°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from influenza, 2 from whooping- 
cough, and1from mumps. The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from 
diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 3 from convulsions. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 20°0 per 
1,000. One death from diarrhcea constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. The 12 deaths 
from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 3 from 7) me and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 36°5 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from ill-defined fever and 1 from 


diarrhoea. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 35°3 per 
1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
diarrhoea, and 1 from simple cholera. Five deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory 
system and 4 by diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 29°1 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough 
and 2 from diarrhoea. Among the 16 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 25°2 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumecondra, No. 1, 19°4; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 7:2; Rathmines, 20°9; Donnybrook, 
16°7; Blackrock, 73; and Kingstown, 252. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for 
these districts consist of 1 from enteric fever and 1 from influenza for Coolock and Drumcondra No 
1 district; 1 from enteric fever for Rathmines; 2 from diarrhcea for Donnybrook ; and 1 from - 
diphtheria and 1 from erysipelas for Kingstown. Among the 10 deaths from other causes tabulated 


for Rathmines are 3 from phthisis,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, Ist July, 1893 :— 


“Unsettled, squally, and showery as well as cool at first, the weather improved after Wednesday 
and became once more fine, warm, and in all respects summerlike. On Sunday a well-defined 


- depression, which had travelled from Scotland southeastwards on the previous Friday, lay with its 


centre over the south of Norway. Northwesterly winds, and cool, showery weather prevailed in the 
British Islands. In Dublin heavy showers fell locally at 3.30 and 11 p.m. Next day (Monday) an 
irregularly-shaped depression passed northwards across Ireland, causing a heavy rainfall in the south 
of this country (1110 inches at Roche’s Point, Cork) and in Wales and parts of England. During Tues- 
day and Wednesday a well-marked cyclonic system travelled northeastwards from the N. of Ireland 
across Scotland to the Norwegian Sea, where it dispersed. This disturbance produced moderate to 
fresh S.W. and W. gales at some Irish stations as well as in the English Channel and off the mouth of 
the Thames. The barometer now rose quickly, and at 8 a.m. of Friday atmospheric pressure was 
uniformly high all over the Kingdom—pressure ranging only from 30°20 inches over central England 
to 80°05 inches at Belmullet. Quiet, bright summerlike weather was the consequence. On this day 
and on Saturday the barometer gave way over Ireland, where southerly winds and great warmth set 
in. Showers fell towards night. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'784 inches, 
pressure ranging from 29°320 inches at 11 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, S.S.W.) to 30142 inches at 9 a.m. of 
Friday (wind, 8.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 598°. The mean dry bulb temperature 
at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 60°4°. On Monday and Friday the minimum in the screen was 50°0°, on 
Saturday the maximum was 72’6°. Rain fell on five days to the amount of ‘873 inch, ‘492 inch being 
measured on Monday. The prevailing winds were 8.E. and 8.W.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°971 inches. The highest reading (30°139) was on 
Friday at 9 a.m., wind S., and the lowest (29°346) on Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 58°49, being 0°1° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 74°69, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 42°2°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 59°8° 
and of the Wet Bulb 55:8°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘77, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 52:4 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured ‘945 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 62°3°, the maximum 81°8°, and 
the minimum 47-8? ; at Glasgow the maximum was 77:0°, the minimum 43-8° and the 
mean 59°6° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 70:92, the minimum 45:1°, and the 
mean 58°7°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°25 in.; at Glasgow 0°55 in., and 
at Edinburgh 0°42 in.*

DUBLIN REGISTRATION DISTRICT.—-Births.—In the Dublin Registration 
District, which consists of the city of Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, 
Blackrock, Kingstown, Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1, and portions of the districts of Finglas and Glasnevin, and Palmerston, the 
total area thereof being 24,768 statute acres, and the population according to the Census 
of 1891 349,594, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Satur- 
day, Ist July, 1893, 2,678 births—1,345 boys and 1,333 girls—being equal to an 
annual ratio of 1 in 32-6, or 30°6 in every 1,000 of the population. , 


The number of births registered in the city was 2,122, or 34°6 in every 1,000 of the 
population; and in the suburban districts named above, 556, or 21°3 in every 
1,000 of the population. 


There were registered in London during the same period 32,997 births—being equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 30:7 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
there were registered 6,241, being equal to 36°8 per 1,000; and in Kdinburgh, 1,945—a 
number affording an annual birth-rate of 29-1 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 


Deaths.—The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration District 
during the quarter was 2,283—1,129 males and 1,154 females—affording an annual 
ratio of 1 in 38:3, or 26'1 in every 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1891 ; omitting the deaths (94) of persons admitted into Public Institutions 
from localities outside the district, the rate was 25:0 per 1,000. The average number 
of deaths registered in the second quarter of the ten years 1883-92 was 2,356, equivalent 
to an annual mortality of 27:1 per 1,000 persons, thus the rate (26°1) for last quarter 
was 1°0 below the average for the June quarter.

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The number of deaths of inhabitants* of that portion of the City of Dublin north of 
the Liffey registered last quarter was 820, affording an annual mortality of 28-1 in 
every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in that portion south of the river 
was 914, or 28°5 in every 1,000. In the suburban districts the number of deaths 
registered was 455, being equal to an annual death-rate of 17:4 in every 1,000. 


The number of deaths registered in London during the quarter was 20,882—a number 
equal to an annual mortality of 19-4 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants; in Glasgow the 
number was 4,150, equal to 24°5 in every 1,000 ; and in Edinburgh 1,198, affording an 
annual death-rate of 17:9 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 


Diseases,__The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered in the Dublin 
Registration District during last quarter is 308, being 53 over the number for the 
preceding quarter, and 29 over the average for the second quarter of the ten years, 
1883-92; but 194 (or 39 per cent.) under the number for the second quarter of 
last year. The annual rate per 1,000 of the population, represented by the deaths from 
these diseases during last quarter, is 3°5, being 0:3 over the average rate for the 
corresponding quarter of the last ten years, but 2°2 under the rate for the second 
quarter of 1892. 


Measles caused 38 deaths, being 28 over the low number for the preceding quarter, 
but 36, or 49 per cent. below the average for the second quarter of the last ten years. 


There were but 9 deaths from scarlet fever (scarlatina) registered against an average 
of 23 for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years. Of 138 hospital cases of 
this disease terminated during the quarter, 2, only, proved fatal. 


The mortality from whooping-cough was slightly in excess of the average for the 
June quarter, the number of deaths registered being 56 against an average of 51 for 
the second quarter of the last ten years. 


The number of deaths from enteric fever registered is 40, being 13 over the average 
for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years, but 35 under the number for the 
first quarter of this year: there were but 4 deaths from typhus, being 3 under the 
number for the preceding three months and 9 under the average for the second quarter 
of the ten years, 1883-92 ; and the number of deaths from stmple continued and wl- 
defined.fever is 6, being equal to the average for the June quarter of the last ten years 
and 2 over the low number for the March quarter of this year. The number of cases of 
enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 322 for the fourth quarter of 
last year, to 174 for the March quarter of this year fell last quarter to 90, but this 
number js 9 in excess of the admissions for the corresponding quarter of last year: 
119 enteric fever patients were discharged during the quarter; 9 died ; and 30 re- 
mained under treatment on Saturday, the Ist instant, being 38 under the number in 
hospital at the close of the March quarter. Sixteen cases of typhus were admitted to 
hospital against 20 for the preceding three months and 13 for the second quarter of 
last year: 5 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the quarter. 


There were 47 deaths tabulated under the head of diarrhea, dysentery, against an 
average of 21 for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years: 22 of the 47 deaths 
were registered in the last week of the quarter. 


_ Among the remaining deaths from zymotic diseases are 24 from influenza and its 
complications, 6 from diphtheria ; 15 from erysipelas, &c. 


The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system (exclusive of phthisis 
‘or pulmonary consumption) registered is 385, being 64, or 14 per cent., below the 
average for the corresponding quarter of the ten ‘years 1883-92 and 145 or 27 per 
cent. under the number for the second quarter of last year: the 385 deaths comprise 
196 from bronchitis, 135 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs (against an 
average of 124 for the June quarter), 9 from pleurisy, and 5 from croup. 

* The death-rates referring to the several Dublin Districts have been calculated on the mortality for the 


respective districts as corrected by the distribution of deaths in Public Institutions according to the localities 
from which the deceased persons were admitted.

The number of deaths of children ascribed to convulsions is 139, showing a decrease 
-of 33 as compared with the average for the second quarter of the ten years 1883-92, 

Forty-three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 8 by epilepsy, 88 by other diseases 
of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 182 by diseases of 
the circulatory system. | 

The number of deaths from phthisis or pulmonary consumption was 335, being 2 
under the average for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1883-92; mesenteric 
disease caused 44 deaths, tubercular meningitis 37, and cancer 66, 

Thirty-seven accidental deaths, 2 cases of homicide, and 3 cases of suicide were 
registered, 

In 177 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness. Of these 177 cases, 102, or 58 per cent., were 
deaths of children under 5 years of age: these 102 deaths form 16-2 per cent. of the 
total number of deaths of children of that age. Of the deaths of 129 infants under 
I month old registered, there were 45 (or 35 per cent.) regarding which the cause 
was uncertified. . 

From Table II., on page 428, it will be seen that, excluding 94 deaths of persons 
admitted into Publie Institutions from localities outside the Dublin Registration 
District, the number of deaths registered during the thirteen weeks was 2,189, equal 
to an annual rate of 25-0 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1891, 
and that 201 of these deaths, representing an annual rate of 2°3 per 1,000 persons, 
were caused by the principal zymotic diseases.* The death-rate for the city (from 
all causes) was 28°3 per 1,000, and for the suburbs 17-4 per 1,000, the district rates 
tanging from 11-3 in Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, to 32°5 for No. 1 South City 
(South Harl-street) district. The death-rate represented by the mortality from the 
principal zymotic diseases in the city was 2-6, ard in the suburbs 1°5 ; the rates for 
the several districts varying from 0-4 in Kingstown to 3°7 in No. 1 North City Hast 
(Emerald-street) district ; the 107 deaths from all causes tabulated fcr the last-named 
district comprising 11 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, and 4 from diarrhea. 


Occupations.__Table III., on page 429, shows the occupations or social position of 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, the various callings being 
grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observed that the 
deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class ” were equal to an annual 
rate of 20°3 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the Census of 
1891; in the “Middle Class” the death-rate was 20-0 per 1,000; among the 
“ Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers” it was 21-3; and in the “General Service 
Class” and the “Inmates of Workhouses,” combined, it was 33°1. 


Ages.— Of the 2,283 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin district during 
the quarter, 629 were under 5 years of age, this number being equal to an annual 
mortality of 68:0 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census of 1891) ;

199 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse ; and 8 (those of persons admitted from 
the Dublin Registration District) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse.

The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal zymotic diseases* _ 
in the fifteen provincial town districts already named, and Tables IV. and V. give | 
in detuil the results of the registration for the quarter. | 


Small-pox.—No deaths from small-pox were registered in any of the 15 districts. 


Measles,—In 8 of the districts no deaths from measles were recorded, but the total 
number for the 7 other districts amounts to 130, of which 73 occurred in Belfast ; 16 
(equal to an annual rate of 5:5 per 1,000 of the population at all ages) in Wexford ; 
16 (equivalent to an annual rate of 5:1 per 1,000 persons) in Dundalk: 10 in Water- | 
ford ; 9 in Londonderry ; 4 in Cork; and 2 in Kilkenny. In the preceding quarter | 
there were only 23 deaths from measles registered throughout the fifteen districts, 
but the number for the second quarter of last year amounted to 254, of which 215 7 | 
were in Belfast. q 





Scarlatina.—There were only 15 deaths from this disease registered throughout 7 
the 15 districts during the quarter, and of these 10 occurred in Belfast. - 


Fever.—The total number of deaths from the several forms of continued fever — 
registered in the 15 districts is 41, composed of 11 from typhus, 25 from enteric | 
fever, and 5 from simple continued and ill-defined fever. Five of the deaths from | 
typhus, 16 of those from enteric fever, and 3 of those from simple continued and ill- 
defined fever occurred in Belfast. In the preceding three months the total number | 
of deaths under the three headings was 60, viz., 18 from typhus, 34 from enteric fever, 
and 8 from simple continued and ill-defined fever ; and in the second quarter of last 
year the number amounted to 79, of which 31 were from typhus, an equal number 
from enteric fever, and 17 from simple continued and ill-defined fever. | 














Whooping-cough.—The deaths from whooping-cough consist of 39 in Belfast, 5 | 
in Waterford, 1 in Cork, and 1 in Dundalk. In the first quarter of this year there 
were 64 deaths from whooping-cough, and in the second quarter of last year 61. . 


Diphtheria.—The deaths from diphtheria consist of 10 in Belfast (where during 
the preceding three months the disease caused 17 deaths), 1 in Londonderry, 1 in — 
Dundalk, and | in Lurgan. 


_ Diarrhea, Dysentery—The deaths returned under this heading amount to 99, 
being 34 over the number for the corresponding quarter of last year; 78 occurred in |

The deaths which are 15 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 24°6 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 23°9 per 1,000. During the 
first twenty-seven weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 27°1, and was 
2-6 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract 0f Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 8th July, 1893 :— 

“Warm and generally favourable weather held during this week. In parts of England severe 
thunderstorms and heavy rains were felt in the beginning—on Sunday and Monday in the N. and 
N.E. as well as in the north Midland Counties ; on Tuesday, in the §.W. and S. of that country and in 
the English Channel. On Saturday electrical disturbances were again prevalent. On Monday the 

_ rainfall was 1°38 ins. at York and 1°8 ins. at Stoke-on-Trent; on Tuesday, 2°05 inches of rain fell 
at Prawle Point in Devonshire, 1'15 inches at Jersey, °91 inch at Hurst Castle, in Hants, and ‘57 inch at 
Dungeness in Kent. The distribution of atmospherical pressure was irregular and shifting until 
Thursday, when the barometer began to give way steadily in the west, and freshening S.E. and S. 
winds sprang up on the Irish coasts, with heavy rain at Valentia Island (‘68 inch to 8 a.m. of Friday). 
The heat in England was very great on Sunday, when the thermometer rose to 83 at Oxford, 84° in 
London and at Loughborough, and 85° at Cambridge ; and also on Thursday, when the maxima were 
81° at Loughborough, 83° at Oxford, 84° in London, and 86° at Cambridge. On Friday the thermometer 
rose to 90° at Cambridge, 88° at Loughborough, and 87°in London. At 8 a.m. of Saturday temperature 
was 80° in London and 79° at Cambridge. In Ireland, the highest readings were about 12° to 15° lower— 
75° being touched at Belmullet, Co. Mayo, on Wednesday. In Dublin, the maximum exceeded 70° on 
five days, the highest reading of all being 71'8 on Monday and Saturday. The minimum in the screen 
was 54°2°on Thursday. The mean height of the barometer was 29'960 inches, pressure falling from 
30°201 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, N.E.) to 29°591 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, 8.E.). The 
corrected mean temperature was 632°. The mean dry bulb readings at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. were 62°8°. 
The rainfall was ‘187 inch on one day—'184 inch of the amount fell on the morning of Sunday, July 9. 
The prevailing winds were first N.E., afterwards S.E.” 








At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°965 inches. The highest reading (30°206) was on 
Monday at 9 a.m., wind E., and the lowest (29°611) on Saturday at 9 p.M., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 60°8°, being 3:0° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 72°5°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 45:7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 60°5° 
and of the Wet Bulb 57°3°, The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0.. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 44°4 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °470 in. | 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 68°69, the maximum 89°99, and 
the minimum 52°7° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 752°, the minimum 50°5° and the | 
mean 61°7° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 72°5°, the minimum 49:0°, and the 
mean 583°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°38 in,; at Glasgow 0°66 in., and 
at Edinburgh 0°77 in.*

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The deaths which are 34 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 27°] in every 1,000 of the 
population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 26:5 per 1,000. During the 
first twenty-eight weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 27:1, and was 
2:4 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92.

_ Eleven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 3 in 
excess of the admissions for the preceding week : 8 enteric fever patients were discharged 
during the week ; 1 died; and 33 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 
over the number in hospital on Saturday, the 8th instant. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during the week is’ 8, 
being 1 under the admissions for the preceding week, and 3 under the number for the 
week ended the lst instant: 8 patients were discharged during the week ; and 53 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being equal to the number in hospital at 
- the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 2 cases of measles and 1] case of 
typhus: 8 cases of the former and 6 of the latter disease remained under treatment in 
hospital on Saturday last. 

Twenty-four deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered during 
the week, being equal to the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years 
and 2 over the number for the week ended the 8th instant: they comprise 8 from 
bronchitis, 13 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from croup.

The deaths of 17 children under 5 years (including 16 infants under 1 year old) were 
ascribed to convuisions. ; 

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 6 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 10 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 15 deaths, mesenteric disease 8, and 
cancer 5, . 
_ Five accidental deaths were registered. 

In 22 instances the cause of death was ‘ uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 20 
infants under 1 year old, and the death of 1 person aged 64 years. 

Righty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (63 being infants under I year, of whom 12 were under l month old), 
and 42 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 25 persons aged 70 anu upwards, 
of whom 9 were octogenarians, and 1 (a man) was stated to have been aged 95 years. 

Forty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions: o: this number 15 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 5 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last. week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables V. and VI.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 26°5 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 30°2 (31°7 on the North side, and 28°9 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°9. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
5'4 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 5°5 (5’4 in the North City Districts, and 5°7in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 5°0 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City. District, East (Emerald-street).—_The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 
28°6 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from influenza and 1 from cerebro- 


spinal meningitis. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate 
of 31°0 per 1,000. They comprise 10 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough, 1 
from enteric fever, and 7 from diarrhea. Two deaths were caused by pneumonia, 2 by diseases of 
the circulatory system, and 5 by mesenteric disease. ; 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to anannual rate of 
37°9 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from whooping-cough and 1 from 
diarrhoea. The 19 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from pneumonia and 3 from convulsions. 


_ No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 28°0 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from diarrhcea. Two deaths were 


eaused by bronchitis and 3 by convulsions. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 30°8 per 
1,000. Among them are 7 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from typhus, 1 from influenza, 4 from 
diarrhcea, and 1 from erysipelas. The 13 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 
from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions, 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 28°1 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhea. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (25) are equal to an annual rate of 32°7 per 
1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from measles, 3 from diarrhoea and 
1 from choleraic diarrhoea. Three deaths were caused by pneumonia, 3 by phthisis, 3 by convul 
sions, and 4 by diseases of the brain and nervous system, exclusive of convulsions. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 23°3 per 1,000. Three were caused by diarrhoea, but no deaths from any other zymotic 
disease were recorded. Among the 13 deathsfrom other causes are 2 from phthisis and 2 from 


convulsions. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 194 per 1,000 inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 00;

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_ METEOROLOGY. ; 

(For Abstract 0f Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
_ Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. Met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 15th July, 1893:— 

“Very unsettled, rainy, thundery weather held during the greater part of this week, and temperature 
showed a decided falling off compared with the previous sennight. At 8 a.m. of Sunday a depression 
lay over the British Islands, its centre stretching from Ulster to the Lowlands of Scotland. It caused 
heavy rains in many places—2'81 inches being measured at Malin Head on Monday morning. In 
Dublin rain fell in torrents from 11 to 11.30 a.m. of Sunday, and on this day as well as on Monday 
thunderstorms occurred over the greater part of England. On Tuesday a new depression appeared off 
the S.E, of Ireland, whence it travelled slowly eastwards and northeastwards to the Cattegat, which 
it reached on Friday morning. This system: was accompanied by severe thunderstorms in many 
places. On Wednesday two distinct storms passed over Dublin—the second causing torrents of rain 
(550 inch) in an hour (3.15 p.m. to 4.15 p.m.). Next day also there were heavy thundershowers near this 
city. Friday proved cloudy and cool, but rainless.. On Saturday, however, showers again set in, as 
a new and large but shallow depression advanced over our northern coasts. In Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 29'768 inches, pressure ranging from 29°522 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday 
(wind, W.) to 30°019 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind, N.). The corrected mean temperature was 58°0”, 
the mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 58°6°, On Wednesday temperature rose to 67°9° 
in the screen, on Friday it fell to 51'8°.. The rainfall measured 1389 inches, on five days, '871 inch being 
registered on Wednesday and ‘349 inch on Sunday. The wind was variable—S., N.E., N., and W. being 
the predominant directions.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°776 inches. The highest reading (30°023) was on 
Friday at 9 p.m., wind N.W., and the lowest (29°538) on Sunday at 9 4.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 58°69, being 1°9° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 68°29, and was lowest on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 45°7°.. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 58°5° 
and of the Wet Bulb 55°7°._ The mean humidity of the air was ‘83, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0, The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 22:2 
hours. The rainfall measured 1°805 ins. " 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 60°5°, the maximum 76°69, and 
the minimum 47°1° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 67°0°, the minimum 49:09, 
and the mean 56°9°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°64 inches; and at Edinburgh 
0°53 in.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts registered during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 7:1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in 
Galway, Lisburn, Drogheda, and Sligo to 17°5 in Waterford; the 15. deaths 
from all causes registered in that district comprising 5 from measles (being 1 under 
the number from that disease registered in Waterford during the preceding week), 1 
from diphtheria and 1 from diarrhea, Among the 137 deaths from all causes registered 
in Belfast are 3 from measles, 5 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, and 47 
from diarrhcea; the 25 deaths in Cork comprise 1 from enteric feyer and 3 from 
diarrhea ; and the 9 deaths in Newry comprise 3 from diarrhea,

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week nmounted 
to 180—-99 boys and 81 girls—and the deaths to 203-98 males and 105 females.

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The deaths which are 55 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 30-3 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 29°4 per 1,000. During the 
first twenty-nine weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 27:2, and was 
2-0 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92. 

Fifty-five deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 9 
over the number for the preceding week, and 32 in excess of the average for the 29th 
week of the last ten years: they comprise 2 from measles, 3 from influenza and its 
complications, 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 4 from enteric fever, 35 
from diarrhea (against an average of 6 for the corresponding week of the last ten 
years), 1 from dysentery, &c. Thirty-two of the 35 deaths from diarrhea were of 
children under 5 years of age, 24 being infants under 1 year old. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 7, 
being 4 under the admissions for the preceding week, and 1 under the number for the 
week ended the 8th instant: 7 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week ; 
] died ; and 32 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 1 under the number 
in hospital on Saturday, the 15th instant. 

There were only 4 cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, being 4 under tbe 
admissions for the preceding week, and 5 under the number for the week ended the 
8th instant: 6 patients were discharged during the week ; and 51] remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 2 under the number in hospital at the close of the 
preceding week. . 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 8 cases of measles, but no cases 
of typhus were received: 11 cases of measles and 5 of typhus remained under treatment 
in hospital on Saturday last. J . 

Twenty-seven deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 
6 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years and 3 
over the number for the week ended the 15th instant: they comprise 11 from 
bronchitis, 9 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 4 from croup.

The deaths of 15 children under 5 years (including 13 infants under 1 year old) were 
ascribed to convulsions. 

Five deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 10 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Reta or pulmonary consumption caused 25 deaths, mesenteric disease 8, and 
cancer 3, 

Three accidental deaths (all from drowning) and 1 case of suicide were registered. 

In 10 instances the cause of death was ‘* uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 6 
children under 5 years of age (including 5 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths of 2 
persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Ninety-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (63 being infants under 1 year, of whom 8 were under 1 month old), 
and 38 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 18 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 4 were octogenarians, 

Fifty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 20 took place in the North Dublin Unien — 
Workhouse and 13 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse.

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables V. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 29°4 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 33'6 (39'7 on the North side, and 28°1 on the South), and in the Suburbs 194, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
64 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 6'8 (108 in the North City Districts, and 3'7 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 5°5 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 
28°6 per 1,000. One death from diarrhcea constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Among 
the 9 deaths from other causes are 2 from phthisis, 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (38) are equal to an annual rate 
of 45°3 per 1,000. They comprise 15 deaths from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping- 
cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 12 from diarrhea. Three deaths were caused by croup, 3 by 
diseases of the circulatory system, 3 by phthisis, and 3 by convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (11) are equivalent toan annual rate of 
19°9 per 1,000. Diarrhcea caused 3 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 


recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (30) represent an annual rate of 60°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from enteric fever and 3 from diarrhoea, 
Five deaths were caused by phthisis, 2 by mesenteric disease, and 4 by convulsions. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 35°4 
per 1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—3 from influenza and its complications 
and 3 from diarrhea. Among the 18 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis and 3 from 


pneumonia. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 36°5 per 
1,000. Two deaths were caused by zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 by influenza and 1 by diarrheea. The 
11 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 4 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 18°3 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from measles and 2 from diarrhea. Two 
deaths were caused by diseases of the circulatory system and 2 by phthisis, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27'7 per 1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from simple cholera and 
2 from diarrhcea, Four of the 14 deaths from other causes were from phthisis, 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 37'8 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 19°4 ; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 492; Palmerston, part of, 14'3; Rathmines, 26°6; Donnybrook, 
20°8; Blackrock, 73; and Kingstown, 2°8. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from diarrhcea for Clontarf and Howth, No.1; 1 from enteric fever and 1 from 
diarrhoea for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of ; 1 from diarrhea for Palmerston, part of ; 1 from 
measles, 1 from diphtheria, and 2 from diarrhea for Rathmines; 2 from diarrhoea for Donny- 
brook ; and 1from whooping-cough for Kingstown. Among the 14 deaths from all causes tabulated 
for Rathmines are 2 from mesenteric disease and 3from diseases of the digestive system ; and the 
10 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 2 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. Mur. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 22nd July, 1893 :— 

“Changeable, showery, but withal favourable weather held throughout this week. The general 
distribution of atmospherical pressure was cyclonic in and near the British Isles—primary systems 
of some depth passing eastwards across the North of Scotland, while numerous secondary systems 
brought rain and squalls to the southern half of the United Kingdom also. Owing to the amount of 
cloud and to the freshness of the S.W. to N.W. winds which prevailed, temperature never became 
very high and seldom exceeded 70° even in the S.E. and centre of England. On the Continent, where 
the barometer was higher and conditions were at times anticyclonic, much warmer weather was 
experienced—at least towards the close of the week. Thus on Thursday the thermometer rose in the 
shade to 82° in Paris and 88° in Berlin, while the maximum on this day in London was only 68°, At 
8 a.m. of Friday temperature was as high as 72° at Stockholm. In Dublin the extremes of temperature 
for the week occurred on Saturday—the minimum being 50°0° and the maximum 68°9°, The mean 
height of the barometer in this city was 29°788 inches, pressure ranging from 30°031 inches at 9 p.m. of 
Monday (wind, N.N.W.) to 29°429 inches at 7.15 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, W.), from which low value 
it again increased to 30°037 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.S.W.). The corrected mean tempera~ 
ture was 59'9°, The mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 59'1°. The rainfall amounted 
to “350 inch on five days—‘161 inch being registered on Tuesday. The prevailing winds were westerly 
(S.W,. and N.W.).” ; 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°793 inches. The highest reading (30-033) was on 
Monday at 9 p.m., wind N.W., and the lowest (29°451) on Wednesday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 59:0°, being 1:32 above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 68°8°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 46°7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 58°7° 
and of the Wet Bulb 55:0°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘78, complete saturation 
being represented by 1°0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 49°3 
hours. The rainfall measured °490 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 61°89, the maximum 76°49, and 
the minimum 51°5° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 69°3°, the minimum, 47-79, and the 
mean 57°8°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 69°1°, the minimum 48:2°, and 
the mean 58:1°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°51 in,; at Glasgow 0°91 in,; 
and at Edinburgh 0°46 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which the 
rate was 21:0), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 22-6 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19:1 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 20°6, and for Edinburgh 14:4.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts registered during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 6°7 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
seven of the districts to 12°6 in Dundalk; the 6 deaths from all causes registered in 
that district comprising 3 from dysentery. Among the 147 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are 6 from measles, 2 from scarlatina, 5 from whooping-cough, 
1 from simple continued fever, 4 from enteric fever, and 37 from diarrhea; the 25 
deaths in Cork comprise I from scarlatina and 3 from diarrheea ; and the 17 deaths 
for Waterford comprise 3 from measles (being 2 under the number from that disease 
registered in Waterford during the preceding week), | from enteric fever, and 1 from 
diarrhea. . The Registrar of Belfast No. 9 District makes reference to the prevalence 
of English cholera in his district and the Assistant Registrar of Dundalk refers to the 
presence of dysentery in Dundalk Workhouse.

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 193--87 boys and 196 girls—and the deaths to 196103 males and 93 females. 

The deaths which are 45 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 29°2 in every 1,000 of the 
population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 28°5 per 1,000. During the 
first thirty weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 27°3, and was 
1‘7 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92. 

Fifty-four deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 34 
in excess of the average for the 30th week of the last ten years, but 1 under the 
number for the week ended 22nd instant: they comprise 1 from measles, 2 from 
influenza and its complications, 4 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 1 from 
enteric fever, 35 from diarrhea (against an average of 5 for the corresponding week 
of the last ten years),1 from erysipelas, &c. ‘Thirty of the 35 deaths from diarrhea 
were of children under 5 years of age, 26 being infants under 1 year old. 

Nine cases of enteric, fever were admitted to hospital during the week 
being 2 over the admissions for the preceding week, but 2 under the number for the 
week ended the 15th instant: 2 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week ; 
and 39 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 7 over the number in hospital 
on Saturday, the 22nd instant. 

Six cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, being 2 in excess of the admissions 
for the preceding week, but 2 under the number for the week ended the 1 5th instant : 
9 patients were discharged during the week ; and 48 remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being 3 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding 
week. | 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 6 cases of measles, but no cases 
of typhus were received : 14 cases of measles and 2 of typhus remained under treatment 
in hospital on Saturday last. 

Twenty deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 1 in 
excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 7 below 
the number for the week ended the 22nd instant: they comprise 13 from bronchitis 
and 5 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs,

‘The deaths of 10 children (all infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to convuisions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 10 by other diseases of the brain and 

nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 13 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

_. Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 29 deaths, mesenteric disease 8, and 
cancer 6. 

Five accidental deaths (including 2 from drowning) were registered. 

In 13 instances the cause of. death was ‘ uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 8 
children under 1 year old, and the death of one person aged 64 years. 

Ninety of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (69 being infants under | year, of whom 15 were under | month old), 
and 36 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 17 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 6 were octogenarians. 

Fifty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 4 took place in the North Dablin Union 
Workhouse, 15 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 1 in the Rathdown 
Union Workhouse. . 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. (See Tables V. and VI.} 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 28° per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 30°6 (281 on the North side, and 33°0 on the South), and in the Suburbs 23°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
67 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 81 (62 in the North City Districts, and 9°8in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 2°5 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, Kast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 
34°3 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from whooping-congh, 1 from 
enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea. -Phthisis caused 2 deaths. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate 
of 32°2 per 1,000. They comprise 10 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from diphtheria, 1 from 
“cholera infantum,” and 7 from diarrhoea, Among the 17 deaths from other causes are 2 from 
diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from mesenteric 
disease, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
28°9 per 1,000. Diarrhoea caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. The 14 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2: from diseases of the 
circulatory system, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (8) represent an annual rate of. 160 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 1 from phthisis, 1 from mesenteric 
disease, and 3 from convulsions. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (27) represent an annual rate of 41°5 
per 1,000. They comprise 15 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from varicella (chicken-pox), 2 from 
influenza and its complications, 2 from whooping-cough, and 10 from diarrhea. Three deaths 
were caused by bronchitis, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 by phthisis. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 25°3 per 
1,000. Two déaths from diarrhoea constitute the mortality from zymotic disease. Phthisis caused 
3 deaths, ‘ 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 35°3 per 
1,000. Among them are 10 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from measles, 1 from whooping- 
cough, 1 from diphtheria, and 6 from diarrhcea. The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from 
bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 5 from phthisis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—-The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 26°23 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from diarrhea and 1 from 
erysipelas. Among the 16 deaths from other causes are 2 from pneumonia, 3 from phthisis, 2 from 
mesenteric disease, and 2 from convulsions, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 29°2; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 49°2; Palmerston, part of, 7177; Rathmines, 171; Donnybrook, 
18°8; Blackrock, 51°0; and Kingstown, 2°8. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 2 from diarrhcea and vomiting for Palmerston, part of, and 1 from diarrhcea for 
each of the following districts :—Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1, Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 
Palmerston, part of, Rathmines, and Blackrock. Two of the 6 deaths from all causes tabulated for 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 Districs, were from phthisis; the 9 deaths for Rathmines comprise 
2 from pneumonia and 2 from mesenteric disease ; among the 9 deaths for Donnybrook are 2 from 
bronchitis and 3 from phthisis; and the 7 deaths for Blackrock comprise 3 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. c

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. Met. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 29th J uly, 1893 :— 

“While changeable and far from settled, the weather was chiefly fine and dry in the period under 
review. The general distribution of pressure was cyclonic in the North, anticyclonic in France and 
Germany, as well as in the British Islands on Thursday when an area of high pressure passed 
eastwards across Ireland to England. The fine, quiet weather accompanying this system was of 
short duration, and on Friday a fresh depression appeared off the N.W. of Scotland, causing clouds 
to increase and a drift of wind to S.W., from which point it freshened at some stations. Before the anti- 
eyclonic period thunderstorms occurred very generally over the midland, eastern, and southeastern 
parts of England on Wednesday, but the attendant rainfall was not large Showers fell in many 
places on the day named, and with the advent of northerly winds and a clearing sky temperature 
fell fast in the succeeding night. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°005 inches—- 
pressure ranging between 29°747 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, W.) and 30234 inches at 9 p.m. of 
Thursday (wind, N.). The corrected mean temperature was 61°9°. The mean dry bulb readings at 
9a.m, and 9 p.m. were 61°3°. On Sunday the thermometer rose to 74°5° in the screen ; on Thursday it 
fell to 502°, The rainfall amounted to ‘063 inch, of which ‘058 inch was measured on Saturday. The 
prevalent winds were between W. and N.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office. Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30:012 inches. The highest reading (30:233) was on 
Thursday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°7 59) on Monday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 60°6°, being 3°69 above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 74°99, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen te 44°6°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 599° 
ard of the Wet Bulb 56:3°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘79, complete saturation 
being represented by 1-0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 510 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °130 in. 

At Greenwich the mean témperature for the week was 62'4°, the maximum 7 7°99, and 
the minimum 47-5? ; at Glasgow the maximum was 74'6°, the minimum, 41:0°, and the 
mean 98°1°; ard at Edinburgh the maximum was 69°7°, the minimum 44°2°, and 
the mean 57°8°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°50 in.; at Glasgow 0°87 in.; 
and at Edinburgh 0-34 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts registered during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 6°6 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
Dundalk, Wexford, and Lurgan, to 11-0 in Belfast ; the 148 deaths from all causes 
registered in the last-named district comprising 10 from measles, 3 from scarlatina, 
7 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, and 35 from diarrhea. Among the 11 
deaths from all causes registered in Waterford are 2 from measles, 1 from diphtheria, 
and 1 from diarrhoea; and the 8 deaths in Kilkenny comprise 1 from scarlatina and 
1 from simple continued fever. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 
In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 166--77 boys and 89 girls—-and the deaths to 194-98 males and 96 females. 
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The deaths which are 56 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 28-9 in every 1,000 of the 
population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 27°7 per 1,000. During the 
first thirty-one weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 27°3, and was 
1:4 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92. 

There were 54 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
equal to the number for the preceding week, and 33 over the average for the 31st week 
of the last ten years: they comprise 5 from measles, 1 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 
2 from influenza and its complications, 4 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 
1 from ill-defined fever, 1 from enteric fever, 5 from simple cholera and choleraic 
diarrhea, 26 from diarrhea (being 9 under the number from that cause in the 
preceding week, but 20 over the average for the 31st week of the last ten years), 1 from 
dysentery, 2 from erysipelas, &c. Twenty-two of the 26 deaths from diarrhea were 
of children under 5 years of age, including 20 infants under 1 year old. e 

Twenty-three cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week 
against 9 admissions for the preceding week: 2 enteric fever patients were discharged 
during the week, and 60 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 21 over the 
number in hospital on Saturday, the 29th ultimo. 

Six cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, being equal to the admissions for 
the preceding week: 8 patients were discharged during the week ; 1 died; and 45 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had fallen from 27 for the 
week ended the 22nd ultimo to 20 for the following week, further declined last week to 
13, or 3 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: they 
comprise 9 from bronchitis and 2 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs,

The deaths of 12 children under 5 years of age (including 10 infants under 1 year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 13 by other. diseases of the brain and 
nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 17 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 19 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, and 
cancer 10, 

Two accidental deaths and 2 cases of homicide were registered. 

In 9 instances the cause of death was ‘ uncertified,’ there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 7 
children under 1 year old, and the deaths of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Seventy-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (58 being infants under 1 year, of whom 10 were under | month 
old), and 50 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 26 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 7 were octogenarians, and 1 (a woman) was stated to have been aged 
90 years. 

Sixty-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 13 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 17 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown 
Union Workhouse. 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables V. and VI.} 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 27°7 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 30°9 (33'0 on the North side, and 28'9 on the South), and in the Suburbs 20°4. 


The deaths from the principal zymotiec diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
57 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 6°8 (80 in the North City Districts, and 5°7in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 3'0 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 
31'4 per 1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from measles, 1 from whooping- 
cough, 2 from diarrhoea, and 1 from simple cholera. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate 
of 31°0 per 1,000. Among them are 7 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from diphtheria, 1 from 
choleraic diarrhoea, and 5 from diarrhoea. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 3 by phthisis, 
and 4 by convulsions, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
32°56 per 1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz. :--1 from scarlatina, and 2 from diarrhcea. 
The 15 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 38°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 6 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from ill-defined fever and 4 from diarrhoea. 
Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 3 by diseases of the circulatory system, 2 by phthisis, 2 hy 
cancer, and 2 by convulsions, 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 26'2 
per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from influenza, 2 from whooping- 
cough, and 1 from diarrhwa. The 13 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from phthisis and 3 
from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 11°2 per 
1,000. Two deaths were ascribed to convulsions, but no deaths from any zymotic disease were 
recorded. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 31°4 per 
1,000. They comprise 9 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from measles, 1 from diphtheria, and 
4 from diarrhea. Two deaths were caused by phthisis, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, 
and 2 by diseases of the brain and nervous system, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (26) are equivalent to an annual 
tate of 37°9 per 1,000. Among them are 9 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from measles, 3 from 
choleraiec diarrhcea, 8 from diarrhoea, and 2 from erysipelas. The 17 deaths from other causes com- 
prise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, and 4 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1,75°6 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 437; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 12°3; Palmerston, part of, 21°5; Rathmines, 76; Donnybrook, 
20'8; Blackrock, 73; and Kingstown, 196. The deaths from zymotic diseases. tabulated for these 
districts comprise 8 from diarrhoea for Clontarf and Howth, “No. 1 District, 1 from diarrhoea for 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District, 1from diarrhoea for Palmerston, part of, 1 from measles 
and 1 from influenza for Donnybrook, and 1 from infantile cholera for Kingstown. Two of the 9 
deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District, and 3 of the 10 deaths 
for Donnybrook were from diseases of the brain and nervous system, exclusive of convulsions, and 
the 7 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from cancer. ;

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.R. Mur.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 5th August, 1893 :— 


“The weather remained changeable and showery, with fresh westerly (S.W. to N.W.) winds, 
throughout this week. Until Tuesday areas of low pressure were found over the North Sea and 
Scandinavia, so that N. and N.W. winds prevailed in the British Islands. Sunday was fine and bright 
in Dublin, but heavy showers fell in Edinburgh and thunderstorms occurred in the afternoon along 
the east coast of England. Much the same sort of weather prevailed on Monday. A new disturbance 
reached our northwest coasts on Tuesday, leading to rain without much wind. On Wednesday after- 
noon, however, the barometer fell briskly and the wind backed to S.W. and freshened with a 
threatening appearance asa much more decided depression approached the N.W. of Ireland from 
the Atlantic. This system was quickly followed by another on Thursday night, so that by Friday 
the weather was thoroughly broken, squally and showery, in all parts of the United Kingdom. On 
the afternoon of this day thunderstorms and heavy rains occurred in London and many other places. 
A brisk recovery of pressure now took place and the wind drew towards N. and moderated, with 
fine, dry weather on Saturday. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°861 inches, 
pressure ranging between 29°534 inches at 9a.m. of Friday (wind, W. by S.) and 30°068 inches at 9 p.m. 
of Saturday (wind, N.). The reading had been as high as 30°028 inches at 9 p.m. of Sunday (wind, 
N.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 60°4°.. The mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 
p.m. were 588°. The screened thermometers rose to 71°3° on Friday and fell to 52°4° on Tuesday. 
The rainfall was °827 inch on six days, '270 inch being measured on Wednesday. The prevailing wind 
was N.W.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°864 inches. The highest reading (30-068) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29:541) on Friday at 9 a.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 58:89, being 1:02 above the average for 

the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 67:8°, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 47:9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 57°5° 
and of the Wet Bulb 54:0°. The mean humidity of the air was °79, complete saturation 
being represented by 1-0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 50°7 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °795 in. 
__ At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 60°29, the maximum 72:79, and 
the minimum 48°6? ; at Glasgow the maximum was 65'9°, the minimum 47:9°, and the 
mean 57°7; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 66°9°, the minimum 49-0°, and the 
mean 57°7°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:92 in,, at Glasgow 1°06 inches ; and 
at Edinburgh 1-39 inches.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts registered during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 6°4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
nine of the districts to 10°6 in Belfast; the 144 deaths from all causes registered 
in that district comprising 6 from measles, 7 from whooping-congh, 1 from diphtheria, 
4 from enteric fever, and 36 from diarrhcea. Among the 27 deaths from all causes 
registered in Cork are 1 from diphtheria, 1 from enteric fever, and 6 from diarrhoea ; 
the 11- deaths in Limerick comprise 1 from typhus and 1 from diarrhea ; and the 
21 deaths in Londonderry comprise 2 from measles and 1 from whooping-cough.

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 178_-91 boys and 87 girls—and the deaths to 175—89 males and 86 females, 
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The deaths which are 22 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 26°1 in every 1,000 of the 
population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 2) of persons admitted into public 
‘nstitutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 25°8 per 1,000. During 
the first thirty-two weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 27°3, and was 
}°2 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 52, 
being 2 under the number for the preceding week, but 28 over the average for the 
39nd week of the last ten years: the 52 deaths comprise 1 from measles, 1 from 
influonra, 5 from whooping-cough, 5 from enteric fever, 4 from simple cholera and 
choleraic diarrhcea, 50 fom diarrhea (being 4 over the number from that cause 
in the preceding week, and 21 in excess of the average for the 32nd week of the last 
ten years), 1 from erysipelas, &ec. All the deaths fpyom diarrhcea occurred among 
children under 5 years of age, 28 being of infants under 1 year old. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 
19, being a decline of 4 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week, 
but 10 over the number for the week ended 29th ultimo: 5 enteric fever patients 
were discharged during the week; 1 died; and 73 remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being 13 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Nine cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, being 3 over 
the admissions for the preceding week: 3 patients were discharged during the week ; 
and 51 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 over the number in 
hospital on Saturday the 5th instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 5 cases of measles and 1 case of 
typhus: 12 cases of the former and 1 case of the latter disease remained under treat- 
ment in hospital on Saturday last. 

There were but 12 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered, being 
6 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 1 
under the low number for the week ended 5th instant: they comprise 7 from bronchitis 
and 3 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 12 children under 5 years of age (including 11 infants under 1 year 
old) were ascribed to convuisions. 

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 8 by other diseases of the brain and 
nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 1] by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 17 deaths, mesenteric disease 7, and 
cancer 9. 

Five accidental deaths and 1 case of suicide were registered. 

In 15 instances the cause of death was ‘ uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 7 
children under 5 years of age (including 5 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths of 
2 persons aged 60 years and upwards. . 

Seventy-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (62 being infants under 1 year, of whom 6 were under | month 
old), and 35 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 14 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 2 were octogenarians. 

Fifty of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 

ublic institutions; of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union Work-

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables V. and VL] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 25°8 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 26°8 (29'9 on the North side, and 24'0 on the South), and in the Suburbs 23°4. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
- 61 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 5°3 (67 in the North City Districts, and 4°1in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 80 per 1,000. _ 


N9. 1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 
28°6 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough and 1 
from “cholera infantum.” Four deaths were ascribed to convulsions. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate 
of 21°5 per 1,000. They comprise 8 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from whooping-cough, 1 from 
enteric fever, 1 from choleraic diarrhoea, and 5 from diarrhea. Two deaths were ascribed to 
convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (23) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
41'5 per 1,000.. Five were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from enteric fever and 4 from diarrhoea. 
Among the 18 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from 
phthisis, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 32°0 per 
1,009.. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from enteric fever, 1 from simple 
cholera, and 1 from diarrhea. The 12 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 3 from 
diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from convulsions, 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 27°7 
per 1,000. They comprise 2, from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from influenza, and 1 from diarrhea. 
Phthisis caused 2 deaths, bronchitis.1, and pneumonia 1. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (10) aré equal to an annual rate of 281 per 
1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from measles, 1 from whooping-cough, and 2 from 


diarrhoea. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 24°9 per 
1,000. Among them are’4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from enteric fever, 1 from. choleraic 
diarrhoea, and 2 from diarrhoea. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by phthisis, 3 by 
cancer, and 2 by convulsions. 


No, 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 17°5 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from diarrhea, Among 
the 9 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system and 3 from diseases of 
the brain and nervous system. 


Suburban Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 253 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 9°7;

The deaths from Zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from diarrhcea for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District; 1 from enteric 
fever and 4 from diarrhoea for Palmerston, part of ; 2 from diarrhoea for Rathmines; 2 from 
whooping-cough, 2 from diarrhoea, and 1 from erysipelas for Donnybrook ; and 4 from diarrhoea 
for Kingstown. Three of the 9 deaths from all causes tabulated for Palmerston, part of, were from 
phthisis ; among the 8 deaths for Rathmines are 2 from phthisis ; and the 15 deaths for Donnybrook 
comprise 2 from mesenteric disease and 2 from cancer. '

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 12th August, 1893 :— 
“Changeable, but very warm and generally summerlike weather characterized this week. On 
Wednesday and Thursday thunderstorms of quite exceptional intensity raged over many parts of 


' England and Ireland, extending subsequently to parts of Scotland also. In Ireland, the distribution 


of atmospherical pressure was cyclonic, except on Tuesday and Saturday, when a continental anti- 
cyclone spread westwards as far as this country. As the general direction of the wind in the British 
Islands was southerly, temperature ranged very high—the thermometer rising to 85° or 86° at the 
inland English stations on Tuesday and Wednesday—even at Holyhead a maximum of 83° was 
reached on Wednesday. The highest in Paris on this same day was 91°, This tropical heat was the 
more remarkable, as the week commenced with very low temperatures indeed, the minima recorded 
on Sunday morning were 46° in London and at Oxford, 44° at Leith, 43° at York, Loughborough and 
Ardrossan ; 42° at Sumburgh Head ; 41° at Wick and Aberdeen, 40° at Stornoway, and 38° at Nairn! But 
the most striking phenomenon of the week was the violent thunderstorm of Wednesday night. In 
Dublin the lightning, which was almost incessant from dusk until after midnight, was extraordi- 
narily vivid. The storm passed from 8.S.E. to N.N.W. directly over the city between 10 and 11 p.m., 
in which time a quarter of an inch of rain fell. The mean height of the barometer was 297951 inches, 
pressure ranging between 29°806 inches at 4 p.m. of Thursday (wind, 8.E.) and 30°136 inches at 9.p.m. 
of Saturday (wind, S.). The corrected mean temperature was 65°5°. The mean dry bulb temperature 
at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 638°. On Friday the sereened thermometers rose to 77'7°, having fallen to 
530° on Sunday. The rainfall was ‘460 inch on four days, ‘250 inch being recorded on Wednesday. 
The prevalent winds were S.W. and §.E.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°954 inches. The highest reading (30:145) was on 
Saturday at.9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29-314) on Sunday at 9 P.M., wind W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 64-0°, being 5-9° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 75-99, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 45°7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 63°3° 
and of the Wet Bulb 60°4°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘83, complete saturation 
being represented by 1-0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 39°3 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °550 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 67°89, the maximum 83:79, and 
the minimum 48°5° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 83-9°, the minimum 41°9°, and the 
mean 63°6; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 81:72, the minimum 45:0°, and the 
mean 63°5°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°18 in,, at Glasgow 0°87 in. ; and 
at Edinburgh 0°53 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts registered during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 5:3 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
Limerick, Galway, Drogheda, Wexford, and Sligo, to 14°2 in Kilkenny ; the 7 deaths 
from all causes registered in the last-named district comprising 2 from measles and 1 
from diarrhea. Among the 112 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 4 
from meesles, 1 from scarlatina, 1 from typhus, 3 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
diphtheria, 4 from enteric fever, and 27 from diarrhoea; of the 22 deaths in London- 
derry 1 was from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, and 1 from dia:rhea; the 
11 deaths in Waterford comprise 1 from measles and 1 from typhus; and the 4 deaths 
in Lisburn comprise 3 from diarrhoea. The Registrars of Belfast No. 9 District and 
of Lisburn make reference to the prevalence of English cholera in their respective 
districts.

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted

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The deaths which are 19 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 26°7 in every 1,000 of the 

opulation ; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 26:1 per 1,000. During 
the first thirty-three weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 27:2, and was 
1:4 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 38, 
being 14 under the number for the preceding week, but 9 over the average for the 
33rd week of the last ten years: the 38 deaths comprise 2 from measles, | from 
typhus, 7 from whooping-cough, 9 from enteric fever, 12 from diarrhea (being 18 
under the number from that cause in the preceding week, and 2 below the average 
for the 33rd week of the lust ten years), 1 from erysipelas, &e. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 
22, being an increase of 3 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week, 
but 1 under the number for the week ended 5th instant: 12 enteric fever patients 
were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 81 remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being 8 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Seven cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, against 9 
for the preceding week: 9 patients were discharged during the week; and 49 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 under the number in hospital- 
on Saturday the 12th instant. ; | 

Only 1 case of méasles was admitted to hospital during the week, and no case of 
typhus was received; 10 cases of measles and 1 of typhus remained under treatment 
in hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system number 19, being 3 over the average 
for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 7 over the number for the 
week ended 12th instant: they consist of 13 from bronchitis, 5 from pneumonia or 
inflammation of the lungs, and 1 from croup. te

Meteorological Observations. 543 


METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorologica/ Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc.. has favoured the Registrar-General! with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 19th August, 1893 :— 

“Many years have passed since such really tropical heat has been experienced in Spain, France, 
and the British Isles,as that which has made this week memorable in meteorological annals. At 
Rochefort, on the west coast of France;the maxima were 102°, 106°, 91°, 93°, 100°, and 90° on the first 
six days of the week—in London the corresponding values were 81°, 85°, 87°, 90°, 92°, and 93°. On Thurs- 
day night the thermometer did not sink below 72° in London, and by 8 a.m. of Friday it had already 
risen to 84°. Even in Dublin a maximum of 79°8° was recorded on Tuesday, the 15th—this being the 
highest shade temperature registered in the Irish capital since July 16, 1876, when the phenomenal 
reading 87°2° was attained. Only on the nights of Tuesday and Friday did the minimum fall below 
60°. On every day the maximum exceeded 70°. There was an anticyclonic distribution of atmosphe- 
rical pressure over western Germany, France, England, and Treland until Thursday, when isobars 
became cyclonic and decided gradients for southerly winds formed over all parts of the United 
Kingdom. Thunderstorms of some severity occurred in the North of Ireland and the northern half 
of Great Britain on Tuesday night, while drenching showers of rain and hail fell in and about 
Dublin on Friday, accompanied by thunder. It is noteworthy that the weather was quite cool in 
Scandinavia throughout the week. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°965 inches, 
pressure ranging from 30°170 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, 8.S.E.) to 29'656 inches, at 9 a.m. of 
Friday (wind, 8.) and toa minimum of 29°627 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, 8.). The corrected 
mean temperature was 679°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m.and 9 p.m. was 666°. On 
Tuesday, the shade thermometers rose to 79°8° ; on Saturday they fell to 581°. The rainfall was 
‘696 inch on two days ‘516 inch falling in heavy showers on Friday, when some hail also fell. The 
prevailing wind was S.8.W. A good deal of fog hung about the coast on Sunday and Monday. The 
rainfall at Greystones, co. Wicklow, was 1°035 inches on two days.” : 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29:973 inches. The highest reading (30°180) was on 
Monday at 9 a.m., wind S.E., and the lowest (29°619) on Saturday at 9 P.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 66°6°, being 9°72 above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 82°0°, and was also lowest on the same day, 
the mercury having fallen to 51°3°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 66:1° 
and of the Wet Bulb 62:4°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘80, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 56°5 
hours. The rainfall measured °650 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 73°69, the maximum 95:19, and 
the minimum 57:2° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 81°8°, the minimum 48°1°, and the 
mean 66'6; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 84°0%, the minimum 53°39, and the 
mean 67°5°. The rainfall at Glasgow measured 0:15in,, and at Edinburgh 0-50 in. 
There was no rain at Greenwich.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts registered during 
last week, were equal io an annual rate of 5:1 per 1,000, the rates varyiny from 0-0 in 
Newry, Dundalk, Drogheda, Wexford, Shgo, and Armagh, to 10°0 in Water ford ; 
the 13 deaths from all causes registered in the last-named district comprising | from 
measles and 3 from diarrhea. Among the 131 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 1 from mezsles, 3 from scarlatina, 6 from whooping-cough, 1 from 
diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, and 28 from diarrhoea ; and the 12 deaths in |London- 
derry comprise 1 from diphtheria and 3 from diarrhea. The Registrar of Belfast 
No. 3 District makes reference to the prevalence of diarrhcea among children ; the 
Registrar of Lisburn remarks— diarrhea (English cholera) very pr< valent ; several 
cases of scarlatina;” avd the Registrar of Belfast No. 9 District states that the 
epidemic of English cholera and of diarrhea appears to be subsiding.

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 

to 204--97 boys and 107 girls—and the deaths to 146—66 males and 80 reuse 
0 
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The deaths which are 10 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 21°8 in every 1,000 of the 

opulation; omitting the deaths (numbering 2) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 21:5 per 1,000. During 
the first thirty-four weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 27°1, and was 
11 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 38, 
being equal to the number for the preceding week, and 12 over the average for the 
34th week of the last ten years: the 38 deaths comprise } from influenza, 3 from 
whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, 4 from simple cholera and 
choleraic diarrhoea, 23 from diarrhea (being 11 over the number from that cause in 
the preceding week, and 10 above the average for the 34th week of the last ten years). 
Twenty of the 23 deaths from diarrhea were of children unde~ 5 years of age, 1 
being infants under 1 year old. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 
19, being a decrease of 3 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week, 
17 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; 1 died; and 82 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 1 over the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. i" 

Six cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, against 7 
for the preceding week: 7 patients were discharged during the week; and 48 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 1 under the number in hospital 
on Saturday the 19th instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 8 cases of measles, and 13 patients 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being an increase of 3 as compared with 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. No case of typhus was 
under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system number only 11, being 8 below the 
average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and also 8 under the number 
for the week ended 19th instant: they consist of 6 from bronchitis, 4 from pneumonia 
or inflammation of the lungs, and 1 from croup.

The deaths of 14 children under 5 years of age (including 12 infants under 1 year 
old) were ascribed to convuisions. 

* Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 3 by other diseases of the brain and 
nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 9 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

EDGE or pulmonary consumption caused 24 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, and 
cancer 3, 

Three accidental deaths were registered. 

In 14 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 12 
children under 5 years of age (including 9 infants under 1 year old). 

Sixty-five of the persois whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (44 being infants under 1 year, of whom 10 were undr 1 month 
old), and 24 were agei 60 yea:s and upwavds, including 15 pers ns aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 2 were octogenarians, and 1 (a woman) was stated to have been 
aed 95 years. 

Forty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and - 
other public institutions; of this number 7 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 13 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables V. and VI.]} 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 21°5 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 21°9 (20°1 on the North side, and 23°6 on the South), and in the Suburbs 20°4. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
45 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 40 (2°2 in the North City Districts, and 5'7 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 5°5 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 
8°6 per 1,000. No death from any zymotic disease was recorded. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate 
of 191 per 1,000. One was from diarrhea, but none from any other zymotic disease. Among the 
15 deaths from other causes are 2 from phthisis and 5 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
199 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from convulsions, but none from any of the principal zymotic © 
diseases. 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 30°0 per 
1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from enteric fever and 2 from diarrhea. The 11 
deaths from other causes comprise 2 from phthisis and 3 from convulsions. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 26°2 
per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from diarrhea. Among the 15 deaths 
from other causes are 5 from phthisis and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 25°3 per 
1,000. Three were from diarrhea, but none from any other zymotic disease. The remaining 6 
deaths include 2 from phthisis. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 14'4 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 5 deaths, including 3 from diarrhea and 1 from whooping-cough. 
Two deaths resulted from bronchitis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 30°6 per 1,000. Seven were from zymotic diseases, including 5 from diarrhoea and 1 from 
whooping-cough. Among the 14 deaths from other causes are 6 from phthisis and 2 from diseases 
of the circulatory system. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week aro :— 
Clontarf and Howih, No. 1, 12'6 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 146; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 12°3; Palmerston, part of, 21'5; Rathmines, 30°4; Donnybrook, 
125; Blackrock, 218; and Kingstown, 22'4. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from whooping-cough, 1 from choleraic diarrhoea, 1 from infantile cholera, and 
4 from diarrhoea in Rathmines ; 1 from diarrhea in Donnybrook ; 2 from diarrhcea in Kingstown ; 
1 from diphtheria and 1 from enteric fever in Blackrock, and 1 from diarrhoea in Palmerston, 
part of. Among the 8 deaths from all causes in Kingstown are 2 from convulsions; and the 8 
deaths in Palmerston, part of, comprise 2 from phthisis.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 26th August, 1893 :— 

“Opening with typical cyclonic conditions and rough, rainy weather, this week closed with equally 
well-marked anticyclonic conditions and fine, quiet weather. On Sunday morning a large depression 
was found off the N.W. of Scotland. This system had caused a heavy rainfall during the previous 
night in most parts of Ireland and in some parts of Scotland. A few hours later a much more serious 
disturbunce advanced towards the N.W. of Ireland from the southwestward, causing a renewed and 
still heavier rainfall and moderate to fresh gales from §., 8.W., and W. at several exposed stations. By 
8 a.m. of Monday the barometer was down to 28°90 inches in Donegal, and by 6 p.m. a minimal read~ 
ing of 28.83 inches was reached at Wick, in Caithness-shire. During the next three days the arrival of 
several shallow secondary depressions kept the weather in an unsettled, showery state. On Thurs- 
day, however, an area of high pressure began to spread over our south-western districts and the 
N.W. of France, and this brought cool, dry N.W. winds and finer and brighter weather, Towards the 
close of the period, the nights became very sharp, the thermometer in the screen falling on Friday 
night to 47°9° in Dublin; 460’ in London, as well as at Wick, Belmullet, and Oxford; and 41°0” at 
Parsonstown. In Dublin the grass minimum was 417°. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer 
Was 29°887 inches, pressure ranging from 29°290 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, W.S.W.) to 30°343 
inches, at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 59°6°. The mean 
dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 57°9°. On Sunday the thermometer rose to 68°6°, on 
Saturday it fell to 47°99. The mean temperature was 8'3° lower than that of the previous week. Rain 
was measured on four days to the amount of ‘718 inch ‘390 inch being entered to Sunday. The 
prevailing winds were first 8.W., then N.W.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey (Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-899 inches. The highest reading (30-362) was on 
oo at 9 a.m., wind N.N.W., and the lowest (29-297) on Monday at 9 a.m., wind 
W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 57:99, being equal to the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 68°89, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen tc 43°7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 57:0° 
and of the Wet Bulb 53°7°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘80, complete saturation 
being represented by 1-0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 60°4 
hours. The rainfall measured °530 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 63°09, the maximum 82:02, and 
the minimum 47°5° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 69-2°, the minimum 48°7°, and the 
mean 59°] ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 70:3°, the minimum 50°2°, and the 
mean 59°4°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°34 in,, at Glasgow 1-18 inches; 
and at Edinburgh 0°87 in.*

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The deaths which are 22 over the average number for the corresponding week of 

the last ten years represent an annual rate of mortality of 291 in every 1,000 of the 
opulation; omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public 

institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 27:4 per 1,000. During 
the first thirty-five weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 27:1, and was 
1-1 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 57, 
being 19 over the number for the preceding week, and 20 over the average for the 
35th week of the last ten years: the 57 deaths comprise 1 from measles, 3 from 
influenza and its complications, 5 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, 1 from 
choleraic diarrhea, 34 from diarrhea (being 11 over the number from that cause in 
the preceding week, and 14 above the average for the 35th week of the last ten years), 
2 from dysentery, 1 from erysipelas, &c. Twenty-seven of the 34 deaths from diarrhea 
were of children under 5 years of age, 22 being infants under 1 year old. : 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 
45, being an increase of 26 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week, 
9 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 116 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 34 over the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

Eight cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, being 2 over 
the admissions for the preceding week: 7 scarlatina patients were discharged during 
the week ; and 49 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being | over the 
number in hospital on Saturday, the 26th ultimo. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 4 cases of measles, and 14 cases of 
the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

‘There were but 11 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, being equal to 
the low number for the week ended 26th ultimo, and 10 below the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years: they comprise 5 from bronchitis and 5 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

Eighty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (58 being infants under 1 year, of whom 12 were und-r 1 month 
old), and 39 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 17 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 2 were octogenarians, and 1 (a2 woman) was stated to have been 
aged 94 years. - : 

Forty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions: of this number 8 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables V. and VI.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 27°4 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 29°8 (23'2 on the North side, and 35'8 on the South), and in the Suburbs 21'9. _ 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal ar annual rate of 
69 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 7'9 (5°4 in the North City Districts, and 10°2 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 4'9 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 
20°0 per 1,000. Five were from zymotic diseases, including 1 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhoea, 
and 1 from influenza. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate 
of 31°0 per 1,000. Eight were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from whooping-cough, 6 from diarrhoea, 
and 1 from choleraic diarrhea, Among the 18 deaths from other causes are 2 from pneumonia, 4 
from phthisis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—_The deaths (12) are equivalent toan annua! rate of 
21°7 per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 3 deaths, including 1 from diarrhcea and 1 from dysentery. 
The 9 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from phthisis. : 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (7) represent an annual rate of 140 per 
1,000. Two were from mesenteric disease, but no death from any zymotic disease was recorded. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 27°7 
per 1,000. The deaths from zymotic diseases consist of 1 from whooping-cough and 6 from diarrhea. 
The remaining 11 deaths comprise 2 from phthisis and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous 
system, 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 25°3 per 
1,000. One death from diarrhoea constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Two were from 
phthisis and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (39) are equal to an annual rate of 61°0 per 
1,000. Eleven are attributed to zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 to measles, 3 to enteric fever, and 7 to 
diarrhoea. Among the 28 deaths from other causes are 5 from phthisis, 2 from mesenteric disease, 
and 7 from convulsions, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (22) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 32°0 per1,000. Six were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from whooping-cough and 4 from 
diarrhea, The 16 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from cancer, and 2 from 


convulsions, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 49, 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 36:9; Palmerston, part of, 574; Rathmines, 1711; Donnybrook, 
22'9; Blackrock, 14°6 ; and Kingstown, 224. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1from diarrhcea in Clontarf and Howth, No, 1 ; 1 from diarrhcea and 1 from 
erysipelas in Finglas and Glasnevin, part of ; 1 from influenza and 1 from diarrhoea in Palmers- 
ton, part of ; 1 from enteric fever,1 from diarrhcea, and 1 from influenza in Rathmines ; 2 from 
diarrhoea in Donnybrook ; and 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from diarrhoea in Kingstown. Among 
the 11 deaths from all causes in Donnybrook are 3 from cancer,2 from convulsions, and 2 from 
diseases of the circulatory system ; and the 8 deaths in Palmerston, part of, comprise 2 from diseases 
of the brain and nervous system,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.x. mer. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 2nd September, 1893 :— 

“Fine, quiet, cool weather prevailed for the greater part of. this period. All through the week, 
anticyclonic conditions held off the west of Ireland, while areas of low pressure were found both over 
the Baltic Sea and over the Mediterranean. Hence northerly winds were prevalent—the direction 
being N.W, in the far north, N. to the eastward, and N.E. to E. in the far south. The anticyclone in 
the west reached its fullest development on Monday night and Tuesday morning. At8a.m. of the 
latter day, the reading of the barometer was 30°45 inches at Belmullet, 30°42 inches at Valentia, 30°41 
inches at Parsonstown, and 30°40 inches in Dublin. Pressure now began to give way, as shallow 
depressions secondary to a large area of low barometer over Scandinavia and the Baltic advanced 
southwards across Great Britain and the North Sea. These disturbances caused much cloud and 
some rain in many parts of the British Islands ; but Ireland had the best weather, because it lay to 
the west of the depressions. In Dublin, the first three days were fine and chiefly bright—on Sunday 
evening, however, a slight shower (‘003 inch) fell. On Wednesday the sky became heavily clouded 
and so remained until Friday night. There was Some rain on Thursday afternoon (‘023 inch), A 
faint aurora borealis was seen after 11 p.m. of Friday. The mean atmospheric pressure was 30°242 
inches, the barometer rising to 30°396 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, N.N.W.) and falling to 30°056 
inches at 7.30 p.m. of Thursday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 58°3°, The 
mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 57°9°. On Saturday the screened thermometers 
rose to 684°. On Monday, they fell to 48°0°. The rainfall was ‘026 inch, ‘023 inch falling on Thursday. ~ 
The wind was throughout northerly (N.E. to N a? 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Pheenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30:247 inches. ‘The highest reading (30°423) was on 
Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind N.E., and the lowest (30°061) on Thursday at 9 p.m., wind N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 56°1°, being 0°2 above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on. 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 68°9°, and was lowest on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 39°3°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 57:1° 
and of the Wet Bulb 54:1°, The mean humidity of the air was ‘83, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 46°6 
hours. The rainfall measured :020 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 59°4°, the maximum 76:09, and 
the minimum 43-2° ; at Glascow the maximum was 72°1° the minimum 37:9°, and the 
mean 58°2 ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 72°22, the minimum 42°6°, and the 
mean 58°4°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:25 in,, at Glasgow 0°12 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°38 in.* |

Phe deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts registered during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 5°5 per 1,000, the rates varyiny from 0-0 in 
8 of the districts to 8°7 in Belfast; the 112 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 2 from measies, 8 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 1 from 
enteric fever, 30 from diarrhoea, and 2 from English cholera. Among the 33 deaths 
from all causes registered in Cork are 1 from enteric fever and 8 from diarrhea;

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The deaths, which are 18 under the average number for the corresponding week of ~ 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21-9 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 21°5 per 1,000. During - 
the first thirty-six weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 27:0, and was 
1+1 below the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last’ week is 40, 

being 6 over the average for the 36th week of the last ten years, but 17 under the 
number for the week ended the 2nd instant: the 40 deaths comprise 2 from measles, 
4 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 8 from enteric fever, 2 from cholerine, 19 
from diarrhcea (being 15 under the number from that cause in the preceding week), 
1 from erysipelas, &c. Sixteen of the 19 deaths from diarrhcea were of children under 
1 year old. 

Wifty-eight cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week, against 45 
for the preceding week, and 19 for the week ended the 26th ultimo ; 12 enteric fever 
patients were discharged during the week; 3 died; and 159 remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, being 43 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding 
week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 6, being a decline of 2 
as compared with the admissions for the preceding week: 7 patients were discharged 
during the. week ; and 48 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 1 below 
the number in hospital on Saturday, the 2nd instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 12 cases of measles, being an 
increase of 8 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week: 2] measles 
patients remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system numbered 13, being 2 over the low 
number for the preceding week, but 5 under the average for the 36th week of the last 
ten years: they consist of 9 from bronchitis and 4 from pneumonia or inflammation 
of the lungs.

The deaths of 10 children under 5 years of age (including 9 infants under 1 year 
- old) were ascribed to convuisions. 

Six deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 10 by diseases of the circulatory system.

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METEOROLOGY.

Dr. J. W Moore, F.R. mer. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 9th September, 1893 :~~ 
“At first fair and warm, the weather afterwards became cloudy, showery, squally, and finally cold 
for the time of year. On Sunday morning an anticyclone lay right over the British Islands, in all 
parts of which the barometer was high and remarkably uniform, the morning readings varying not 
one-tenth of an inch, from 30°30 inches at Loughborough, in Leicestershire, to 30°22 inches at Belmullet 
in Mayo and 30°21 inches at Valentia Island in Kerry. The weather was fair and bright after a calm, 
dewy and (in places) foggy morning. During the following two days the anticyclone retreated in a 
southeasterly direction to the Continent and the barometer fell steadily. The wind meanwhile 
became 8.W. in the North, and E. or 8.E. in the South, temperature rising considerably on Tuesday— 
to 72° in Dublin and at Leith, 74° at York and Hurst Castle, 75° at Oxford, and 77° in London, at Lough- 
borough and Cambridge. Wednesday was still hotter in the midlands and south of England, the 
thermometer reading 80° at Cambridge and 81° in London; but already a decided fall of temperature 
had begun in Scotland and Ireland and was spreading southeastwards with clouds, rain, and high 
westerly winds, On Friday a V.-shaped thunderstorm depression travelled southeastwards across 
Great Britain, and in its rear temperature gave way still more rapidly, so that Saturday was quite a 
cool day. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 29°914 inches, pressure ranging between 
30°275 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, E.N.E.), and 29°570 inches at 9 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, W.S.W.) 
The corrected mean temperature was 585°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m, 
was 57°3°. On Tuesday the screened thermometers rose to 72°0°, on Saturday they fell -to 440°. Rain 
was registered on three days, the total measurement being *252 inch, of which 174 inch was recordod 
on Wednesday. Sheet lightning was seen on the Eastern horizon on Friday evening. The prevalent 
winds were S.W. and N.N.W.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-921 inches. The highest reading (30-290) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.M., air calm, and the lowest (29°577) on Wednesday at 9 p.m., wind W.S.W. 

The mean temperatnre for the week was 56°7°, being 1°1 above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature: was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 72°99, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 40°0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 56°5° 
and of the Wet Bulb 53°5°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation 
being represented by 1-0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 49°7 
hours. The rainfall measured -250 in. 

At Greenwich:the mean temperature for the week was 61°4°, the maximum 82°89, and 
the minimum 45:72 ; and the rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°27 in,”

the 9 deaths from all causes registered in the last-named district comprising 1 from 
measles and 3 from diarrhoea. Among the 115 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 2 from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 22 from 
diarrhea ; the 14 deaths in Limerick comprise 2 from measles; and the 10 deaths in 
Waterford comprise 2 from enteric fever.

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted | 


to 197-92 boys and 105 girls—-and the deaths to 190—-90 males and 100 females.

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The deaths, which are 23 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 28°3 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 27:9 per 1,000. During 
the first thirty-seven weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 27:0, and was 
1‘0 below the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92. 

Forty-eight deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week being 
13 above the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 8 over the 
number for the week ended the 9th instant: they comprise 1 from measles, 
2 from whooping-cough, 1 from ill-defined fever, 13 from enteric fever, 1 
from cholerine, 25 from diarrhea (being 6 over the number from that cause in the 
preceding week, but 11 under the number for the week ended the 2nd instant), 2 from 
erysipelas, &c. ‘Twenty-two of the 25 deaths from diarrhea were of children under 5 
years of age, 18 being of infants under 1 year old. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 55, 
being a decline of 3 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week; 21 
enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; 7 died; and 192 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 27 over the number in hospital on Saturday 
the 9th instant. : 

Eight cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, being 2 over the admissions for 
the preceding week, and equal to the number for the week ended the 2nd instant: 6 
patients were discharged during the week ; and 55 remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being 2 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 5 cases of measles (being a 
decline of 7 as compared with the number for the preceding week) and 1 of typhus: 20 
cases of measles and 1 of typhus remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

There were but 12 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered, being 
7 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 1 under the 
low number for the week ended the 9th instant: the 12 deaths comprise 6 from 
bronchitis and 3 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 22 children (including 16 infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to 
convulsions. 

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 9 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 10 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

ane or pulmonary consumption caused 20 deaths, mesenteric disease 6, and 
cancer 11. 

Three accidental deaths were registered. 

In 24 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 20 
children under 5 years of age (including 16 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths 
of 4 person aged 60 years and upwards. 

Seventy-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (5) being infants under 1 year, of whom 14 were under 1 month 
old), and 43 were aged 60 yesrs and upwards, including 30 pe:sons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 10 were octogenarians, and 3 (1 man and 2 women) were stated to 
have been aged 91, 90, and 96 years respectively.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
6°1 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 6°4 (5'4 in the North City Districts, and 7°3 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 5°5 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, Rast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 
42°38 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, including 3 from.enteric fever. Two 
deaths were caused by diseases of the circulatory system and 2 by convulsions, 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate 
of 22°7 per 1,000. They comprise 7 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
enteric fever, and 4 from diarrhcea. -Among the 12 deaths from other causes are 2 from phthisis 
and 4 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
25°3 per 4,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—l from diarrhoea and 1 from erysipelas. 
The 12 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 4 from phthisigs, 
and 2 from convulsions, 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 28°0 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
Among the 13 deaths from other causes are 4 from mesenteric disease and 2 from convulsions, 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 32°3 
per 1,000. Six were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—l from enteric fever, 4 from diarrhoea, and 1 from 
cholerine. The 15 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from phthisis and 3 from convulsions, 


No, 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 39°4 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from enteric fever and 2 from diarrhea, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (28) are equal to an annual rate of 36°6 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from enteric fever and 2 from diarrhea, 
The remaining deaths comprise 2 from diseases of the\respiratory system, 2 from phthisis, and 6 from 
convulsions, 


No, 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 291 per 1,000. Eight were caused by zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 by whooping-cough, 2 by 
enteric fever, 4 by diarrhcea,and 1 by erysipelas. Among the 12 deaths from other causes are 3 
from phthisis and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system.

Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 9°7; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 21°5; Rathmines, 20°99; Donnybrook, 
20°8 ; Blackrock, 21°8 ; and Kingstown, 30°8. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 2 from diarrhcea for Palmerston, part of,1 from measles and 5 from diarrhoea for 
Rathmines, 1 from enteric fever for Blackrock, and 1 from ill-defined fever and 1 from diarrhoea for 
Kingstown. Among the 10 deaths from all causes tabulated for Donnybrook are 2 from phthisis, 2 
from cancer, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system ; and the 11 deaths for Kingstown 
comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from cancer.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


_ Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. Mev. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 16th September, 1893 :— 

“The two most striking features in the weather of this week are the low night temperatures at the 
beginning and the continuous drought, except in the north and the extreme south of the British 
Islands. During Sunday and Monday a depression was passing southeastwards from the mouth of 
St. George’s Channel across the Bay of Biscay to the Peninsula. This disturbance caused heavy 
rains in the extreme S.W. of England, along the west coast of France, and finally in central Spain. 
Its presence was made evident from Dublin on Saturday, the 9th, as wellas throughout Sunday, by 
a sheet of cirriform cloud which kept travelling in an upper current from W. to EH, over the southern 
half of the sky. A strong easterly wind at the same time showed that an area of low barometer lay 
to the southward. As this breeze died down, the nights became very sharp in England and Ireland. 
At Parsonstown the screened thermometer fell to 36° on Monday night and to 31° on Tuesday night. 
At Loughborough also the minimum on Monday night was 31°, or one degree below freezing-point, 
Large depressions now began to pass eastward and across Northern Europe, so that for the rest of the 
week squally westerly (S.W. to N.W.) winds, high but variable temperatures, and cloudy skies—with 
heavy rain in the extreme north—were experienced. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer 
was 30146 inches, readings varying from 30°345 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, calm), to 29°923 
inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, N.W.). At4p.m. of this day a reading of 29°892 inches was recorded. 
The corrected mean temperature was 569°. The mean dry bulb readings in the screen at 9 a.m. and 9 
p.m. were 571°. On Tuesday the minimum was 40°5°, on Friday the maximum was 70°0°. Light 
showers fell on Friday evening, yielding only ‘008 inch of rain. The prevalent winds were E., W.S.W., 
and N.W.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°143 inches. The highest reading (30°356) was on 
Tuesday at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°594) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind W.N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 54°4°, being 0°8 below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, ]883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 69°99, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen tc 32°9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 55:4° 
and of the Wet Bulb 520°. ‘The mean humidity of the air was ‘80, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 40°0 
hours. The rainfall measured :010 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 58°19, the maximum 77:99, and 
the minimum 39°4° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 67:1°, the minimum 32°2°, and the 
mean 54°3°; and at Kdimburgh the maximum was 66°39, the minimum 38°82, and the 
mean 554°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:24 in,; at Glasgow 0°10 in., and 
at Edinburgh 0:00 in.* |

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which the 
rate was 18-9), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19°7 per 1,006 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 17:3 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 17°8, and for Edinburgh 17:7.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts registered during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 4°8 per 1,000, the rates varyin, from 0-0 in 
Galway, Lisburn, Drogheda, Lurgan, Kilkenny, and Armagh, to 7:1 in Belfast ; 
the 130 deaths from all causes registered in the last-named district comprising 1 from 
scarlatina, 6 from whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, and 22 from diarrhwa, 
The 33 deaths registered in Cork comprise 1 from whooping-cough and 5 from 
diarrhoea; among the 16 deaths in Limerick are 3 from measles and 2 from diarrhoea ; 
and the 14 deaths in Londonderry comprise 2 from diphtheria,

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
: to 204-109 boys and 95 girls—and the deaths to 161—84 males and 77 females. °

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The deaths, which are 2 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 24:0 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the death of 1 person admitted to hospital from without 
the district, the rate was 23°9 per 1,000. During the first thirty-eight weeks of the 
current year the death-rate averaged 27°0, and was 0:9 under the mean rate in the 
corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92. ’ 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 40, 
being 7 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 8— 
under the number for the week ended the 16th instant: the 40 deaths comprise 1 
from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 1 from influenza, 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from 
diphtheria, 8 from enteric fever, 2 from choleraic diarrhea, 15 from diarrhea (being 10 
under the number from that cause in the preceding week), 2 from dysentery, 2 from 
erysipelas, &c. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 43, 
being 12 under the admissions for the preceding week, and 15 under the number for 
the week ended the 9th instant: 22 enteric fever patients were discharged during the 
week; 5 died; and 208 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 16 over 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

There were but 2 cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, against 8 for the preceding 
week: 1] patients were discharged during the week ; and 46 remained under treat- 
ment on Saturday last, being 9 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 16th 
instant. 

Nine cases of measles were admitted to hospital, being 4 in excess of the admissions 
for the preceding week, but 3 under the number for the week ended the 9th instant: 
18 cases of the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Fifteen deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered during the 
week, being 3 over the low number for the preceding week, but 3 under the average 
for the 38th week of the last ten years: they comprise 8 from bronchitis and 6 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 10 children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under 1 year 
old) were ascribed to convuisions. . 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 3 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 12 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 21 deaths, mesenteric disease 7, and 
cancer 7. : 

Three accidental deaths were registered. 

In 15 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 10 
children under 5 years of age (including 8 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths 
of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Forty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (36 being infants under 1 year, of whom 11 were under | month 
old), anu 37 were aged 60 years ard upwards, including 16 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 4 were octogenarians, and 1 (a woman) was stated to have been 
aged 90 years. 

Forty-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 14 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 7 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse.

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables V. and VL] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 23°9 per 1,000 ; the rata 
inthe city was 26°8 (29°9 on the North side, and 240 on the South), and in the Suburbs 170, 


The deaths from the principal Zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
4°2 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 45 (7'1 in the North City Districts, and 2°0 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 3°5 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, East (Emerald-strect).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 
257 per 1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from scarlatina and 2 from enteric 
fever, 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (24) are “equal to an annual rate 
of 28°6 per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 9 deaths, viz.:—1 from enteric fever, 6 from diarrhea, 
1 from diarrhcea and vomiting, and 1 from dysentery. Among the 15 deaths from other causes are 
2 from pneumonia and 3 from mesenteric disease. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street),—The deaths (20) are equivalent toan annual rate of 
361 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from enteric fever and 1 from 
diarrhoea. The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 6 from phthisis, 2 from mesenteric disease, 
2 from cancer, and 3 from convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 28°0 per 
1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhcea. Among 
the 12 deaths from other causes are 3 from phthisis and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 29°2 
per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from diarrhea, and 1 from choleraic 
diarrhcea. Among the 15 deaths from other causes are 5 from phthisis, 2 from mesenteric disease 
and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 19°7 per 
1,000. One was caused by enteric fever, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 18°3 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 8 deaths, including 2 from diarrhea. Among the 11 deaths from other 
causes are 2 from bronchitis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27°7 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases (Gneluding 1 from erysipelas), also 2 
from pneumonia, 8 from phthisis, and 4 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


Suburban Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week arg :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 194; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 0°0; Palmerston, part of, 28°7; Rathmines, 19°0; Donnybrook 
14°6 ; Blackrock, 0°0 ; and Kingstown, 22°4. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from diarrhcea and 1 from erysipelas for Coolock and Drumcondra No.1 District 
1 from diarrhea for Palmerston, part of,1 from diarrhoea and 1 from dysentery for Rathmines, 1 from 
influenza and 1 from enteric fever for Donnybrook, and 2 from whooping-cough for Kingstown.

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 


Belfast, No. 3, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin road, and through the centre of Walton-street, Louisa-street,

Belfast, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel, opposite Queen’s-square, through 
the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Divis-street, Albert-street, Durham-street, College- 
square, North, College-square, East, Great Victoria-street, Shaftesbury-square, Dublin-road, Lisburn-road, Stockman’s-lane, and 
along the southern boundary of Malone Lower Townland to the River Lagan ; thence through the centre ef the river as far as 
Queen’s-square. 

Belfast, No. 9, District—The only parts of this district within the Municipal Boundary are small portions of the north-west 
of the City situated in the Townlands of Ballygomartin and Edenderry.

Cork, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fair-lane and Fair-hill, by the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St. Anne’s, Shandon, Parish), to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the Townland of Cahergal, thence by the 
Northern boundary of Cahergal and Clashnaganniff Townlands, and by the Northern and Western boundary of Rathmore Townland 
to the Old Youghal-road ; thence through the centre of the Old Youghal-road, Old Chapel-lane, Clarence-street, and Shandon- 
street, as far as Fair-lane. 

Cork, No. 8, District is bounded by a iine drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fairlane and Fair-hill, along the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St, Anne’s, Shandon, Parish), to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the Eastern boundary of Killard Townland 
thence by the Western and Southern boundary of Killeens Townland, and the Western boundary of Garranabraher and Knockna:

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r METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W Moore, ¥.R. mzr. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 23rd September, 1893 :— 

“All through this week the atmosphere was in a disturbed state over north-western Europe, and 
cyclonic conditions prevailed generally. On Tuesday and the two following days a depression of the 
first magnitude lay between Scotland and Norway, while a series of secondary depressions travelled 
south-eastwards across the British Islands, keeping the weather in a changeable, squally, showery 
condition, especially on our northern and north-western coasts. The amount of atmospherical de- 
pression may be gauged by the fact that on Tuesday the barometer fell to 28°76 inches at Sumburgh 
Head, in the Shetlands. On Wednesday evening sheet lightning was seen from the shores of the 
Trish Sea, St. George’s Channel, and the English Channel. At night sharp frost occurred over central 
Ireland and in some inland parts of England also. At8a.m.ofThursday a thunderstorm prevailed in 
the Scilly Isles, connected with a large secondary depression which at that time lay over Brittany. 
On the evening of this day massive cumuli and nimbi were seen from the east coast of Ireland 
passing southwards down the Irish Sea—vivid flashes of lightning shot from these clouds from time 
to time, and distant thunder was heard at intervals. On Friday night another secondary depression 
brought. a considerable rainfall, followed by a renewed fall of temperature and fresh northerly 
winds on Saturday. On Friday showers of snow and sleet fell in Scotland. In Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 29°612 inches, readings decreasing from 29'832 inches at 9 a.m. of Sun- 
day (wind, W.N.W.) to 29°330 inches at 3 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, also W.N.W.); but rising again 
intermittently to 29°877 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, N.W.). The corrected mean temperature 
was 50'9°. The mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 50°2°. On Monday the thermometer 
rose to 638° in the shade; on Thursday it fell to 382° in the shade and to 31'9° on the grass. The 
rainfall was ‘191 inch on four days—112 inch being measured on Friday. The wind was generally 
N.W., varying only between W. and N.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°604 inches. The highest reading (29'860) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind N.W.., and the lowest (29-371) on T'uesday at 9 p.m., wind W.N.W 

The mean temperature for the week was 493°, being 3°7° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, ]883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 62°2°, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 34:79. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 48°9° 
and of the Wet Bulb 465°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 38°6 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °330 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 53°8°, the maximum 67:99, and 
the minimum 39°3° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 61°7°, the minimum 33:0°, and the 
mean 49°5°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 61:9°, the minimum 34°92, and the 
mean 49°4°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:12 in.; at Glasgow 0°54 in., and 
at Edinburgh 0°37 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including Londen (in which the 
rate was 20°1), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20:2 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19°6 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 20°3, and for Edinburgh 41-0.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts registered during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 3°9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
Londonderry, Galway, Dundalk, Drogheda, Wexford, Lurgan, and Armagh, to 12:8 
in Lisburn ; the 9 deaths from all causes registered in the last named district comprising 
3 from diarrhoea. Among the 118 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 2 from 
measles, 1 from scarlatina, 1 from typhus, 4 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 
4 from enteric fever, 1 from English cholera, and 12 from diarrhcea ; among the 26 
deaths in Cork are 3 from diarrhea ; and the 22 deaths in Limerick comprise 3 from 
measles, 2 from typhus, and 2 from diarrhea, | 


DuBLin AnD SUBURBS. 
In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 213--101 boys and 112 girls—and the deaths to 156--91 males and 65 ri 
ft 
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The deaths, which are 15 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23:3 in every 1,000 of the 
population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the district, the rate was 21°9 per 1,000. During the first 
thirty-nine weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 26:9, gnd was 0:9 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 29, 
being 11 under the number for the preceding week, and 2 below the average for the 
thirty-ninth week of the last ten years: the 29 deaths comprise 1 from measles, 
1 from influenza, 1 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, 1 from choleraic 
diarrhea, 16 (including 14 deaths of children under 5 years of age) from diarrhea, 
1 from erysipelas, &c. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 
58 for the week ended the 9th ultimo to 55 for the following week, and to 43 for the 
week ended the 23rd ultimo, further declined to 38 last week: 31 enteric fever 
patients were discharged during the week; 1 died; and 214 remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, being 6 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Thirteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during last week, against 2 for 
the preceding week, and 8 for the week ended the 16th ultimo : } patient was discharged 
during the week ; and 58 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 12 over 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 15 cases of measles (against 9 
for the preceding week) : 25 cases of the disease remained under treatment in hospital 
on Saturday last. 2 

Eighteen deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered during the 
week, being 3 over the number for the preceding week, but 2 under the average for the 
39th week of the last ten years: they comprise 10 from bronchitis and 6 from pneu- 
monia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 10 children under 5 years of age (including 9 infants under 1 year 
old) were ascribed to convuisions. 

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 8 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 8 by diseases of the circulatory system.

cancer 4. m | 

Two accidental deaths and 1 case of suicide were registered. 

In 13 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last iliness: these cases comprise the deaths of 8 
children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths 
of 4 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Fifty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (38 being infants under 1 year, of whom 6 were under 1 month 
old), and 29 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 11 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 1 was an octogenarian, and 1 (a woman) was stated to have been 
aged 93 years. 

Fifty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 9 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 13 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. ra 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 


the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 21'9 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 25°1 (227 on the North side, and 27'3 on the South), and in the Suburbs 14'5. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
3°4 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 4°5 (3°1 in the North City Districts, and 5'7 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 
871 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from phthisis, 2from bronchitis, and 5 from diseases of the brain 
and neryous system, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate 
of 17°9 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhea 
Among the 13 deaths from other causes are 2 from phthisis and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate cf 
23'5 per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 3 deaths, viz. :—measles 1, enteric fever 1, and diarrhoea 1. 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 20°0 per 
1,000. Two were from diarrhcea, but none from any other Zymotic disease. Among the 8 deaths 
from other causes are 3 from phthisis. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 39°8 
per 1,000.

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street)._The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 20°4 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from diarrhoea and 1 
from erysipelas. Of the 12 deaths from other causes, 3 were from phthisis, 2 from mesenteric 
disease, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1,146;

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W Moore, r.z. Mev. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 30th September, 1893 :—— 

“A cyclonic distribution of atmospherical pressure over Western and Northern Europe caused the 
weather to be of a changeable, showery, and squally character throughout this week. At the begin- 
ning, no doubt, an anticyclone was found over Ireland in the rear of a depression overlying the 
Skager Rack, but this high pressure area soon gave place to a new disturbance, which at 8 a.m. of 
Tuesday had its centre over Donegal, Derry, and Antrim. This system travelled eastwards, causing 
heavy rain, first in the north of Ireland, afterwards in the north of England. Indeed, on Wednesday 
thunderstorms occurred generally along the east coast of England and at the Helder, in connection 
with this depression. By 8 a.m. of Thursday a very decided reduction of pressure was in progress all 
over the British Islands and Scandinavia and a large and deep depression was approaching the N.W. 
of Scotland. The showers now became heavier and more frequent in nearly all places, while the 
wind blew more and more gustily and strongly from 8.W. or W. At 8 a.m.of Friday the barometer 
was down to 28°65 inches at Stornoway in the Hebrides, where a fresh southerly gale was blowing. 
The reading was 30°00 inches at Nice and 30°06 inches at Lisbon at the same hour. Gales prevailed at 
many exposed stations—from S.B. in Norway, but from S.W. or W. in the English Channel, and at 
Pembroke. The showery weather continued to the close of the week ; but fine, bright intervals were 
enjoyed. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°619 inches, the range of pressure being 
from 30°079 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.N.W.) to 29°052 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday (wind, 
W.S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 542°, The mean daily dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 
9 p.m. was 531°. On Sunday the thermometer fell to 38°9° in the shade; on Thursday it rose to 
63°5°. Rain fell in measurable quantity on six days, the total precipitation being ‘278 inch, of which 
‘060 inch was referred to Thursday. The prevailing winds were westerly (W.N.W. to S.W.). Lunar 
rainbows were seen at Greystones, Co. Wicklow, on Thursday evening. Thunder and lightning 
occurred in many parts of Ireland in the course of the same night.”

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°614 inches, The highest reading (30-085) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind N.W., and the lowest (29-048) on Friday at 9 4.m., wind W.S.W, 

The mean temperatnre for the week was 53°3°, being 0°9° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92, The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 62°29, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen te 354°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 52°6° 
and of the Wet Bulb 50°3°, The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation 

‘being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 32°3 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured -265 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 54°2°, the maximum 68:19, and 
the minimum 37:5° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 62°4°, the minimum 40:0°, and the 
mean 50°6°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 63:9°, the minimum 38°5°, and the 
mean 49°6°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°53 in,; at Glasgow 1:90 ins., and 
at Edinburgh 0°99 in.*

District, which consists of the city of Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, 
Blackrock, Kingstown, Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1, and portions of the districts of Finglas and Glasnevin, and Palmerston, the 
total area thereof being 24,768 statute acres, and the population according to the Census 


of 1891, 349,594, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Satur- 


day, 30th September, 1893, 2,487 births—1,233 boys and 1,254 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in 35°1, or 28°5 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The number of births registered in the city was 1,910, or 31:2 in every 1,000 of the 
population; and in the suburban districts named above, 577, or 22°1 in every 


1,000 of the population. 
There were registered in London during the same period 32,837 births—being equal

Deaths.—The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration District 
during the quarter was 2,289—1,130 males and 1,159 females—affording an annual 
ratio of 1 in 38:2, or 26:2 in every 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1891; omitting the deaths (63) of persons admitted into Public Institutions 
from localities outside the district, the rate was 25°5 per 1,000. ‘The average number 


of deaths registered in the third quarter of the ten years 1883-92 was 2,041, equivalent 


to an annual mortality of 23°5 per 1,000 persons; thus the rate (26:2) for last quarter 
was 2°7 over the average for the September quarter.

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The number of deaths of inhabitants* of that portion of the City of Dublin north of | 
the Liffey registered last quarter was 811, affording an annual mortality of 27-7 in | 
every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in that portion south of the river | 
was 923, or 28°8 in every 1,000.

Diseases.__The deaths from zymotic diseases registered in the Dublin es 
District during last quarter amounted to 594, being 286 over the number for the | 
preceding quarter, 242 (or 69 per cent.) in excess of the average for the third quarter of | 
the ten years, 1883-92; and 271 (or 84 per cent.) over the number for the third) 
quarter of last year. The annual rate per 1,000 of the population, represented by | 
the deaths from these diseases during last quarter, is 6°8, being 2°8 over the average | 
rate for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years, and 3°1 over the rate for the | 
third quarter of 1892. | 


The greater part of the increase in deaths from zymotic diseases last quarter as | 
compared with the average mortality from these causes in the third quarter occurred | 
in deaths tabulated under the head of diarrhea, dysentery, which numbered 328 | 
against an average of 151 for the third quarter of the last ten years. Of the 328 | 
deaths under this heading, 229 or 70 per cent. were of infants under one year old, and } 
52 were of children aged one year and under five years. In addition to the 328] 
deaths tabulated under diarrhea, dysentery, there were 27 from sample cholera or} 
choleraic diarrhea. 





Next to diarrhoea the most fatal zymotic disease during last quarter was enteric fever, |} 
which caused 70. deaths against 40 for the preceding three months and an average of 
29 for the third quarter of the last ten years. There were but 2 deaths from} 
typhus and 2 from simple continued and wll-defined fever. The number of cases | 
of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the quarter amounted to 360, against 90} 
for the preceding three months, 174 for the first quarter of this year and 189 for the | 
third quarter of last year. During the quarter 152 enteric fever patients were dis- | 
charged and 24 died: 214 remained under treatment on Saturday, the 30th ultimo, | 
against 30, the number in hospital at the close of the preceding quarter.

There were but 3 deaths from scarlet fever (scarlatina) registered against an average | 
of 27 for the third quarter of the last ten years, and 24 from measles against an | 
average of 42 ; but whooping-cough caused 43 deaths, or 10 over the average for the} 
third quarter. Compared, however, with the number for the second quarter of this year | 
the deaths from whooping-cough show a decline of 13. Of 101 hospital cases of 
scarlet fever and 67 of measles terminated during the quarter, one case, only, of each| 
disease proved fatal. 


Among the deaths from other zymotic diseases are 19 from imfluenza and its come | 
plications, 8 from diphtheria, and 14 from erysvpelas. 


The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system (exclusive of phthisis-| 
or pulmonary consumption) registered is 217 or 33 below the average for the corres- } 
onding quarter of the last ten years and 12 under the number for the third quarter 
of 1892: the 217 deaths comprise 119 from bronchitis, 72 from pneumonia or inflame | 
mation of the lungs, 11 from croup, and 3 from pleurisy. i

The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal zymotic diseases* 
in the fifteen provincial town districts already named, and Tables IV. and V. give 
in detail the results of the registration for the quarter. 


Small-pox.—No deaths from small-pox were registered in any of the 15 districts. 


Measles.—The number of deaths from measles registered is 102, being a decline of 
28 as compared with the number for the preceding quarter. The 102 deaths were 
distributed through six of the districts as follows :—54 in Belfast, where 73 deaths 
from this disease occurred in the preceding quarter; 12 in Limerick, 5 in London- 
derry, 24 (equal to an annual rate of 4°6 per 1,000 of the population at all ages) in 
Waterford, 1 in Dundalk, and 6 (equivalent to an annual rate of 2:2 per 1,000 of the 
population) in Kilkenny, Nine of the 15 districts were free from fatal cases of this 
disease. 7 


Scarlatina.—The deaths from scarlatina consist of 13 in Belfast, 1 in Cork, 2 in 
Waterford, and 5 (equal to an annual rate of 1:8 per 1,000 of the population) in 
Kilkenny. 


Fever.—There were 12 deaths from typhus, 51 from enteric fever, and 3 from 
simple continued and ill-defined fever registered throughout the 15 districts, as com- 
pared with 15 from typhus, 46 from enteric fever, and 14 from simple continued fever 
in the corresponding quarter of last year, and 11 from typhus, 25 from enteric fever, 
and 5 from simple continued and ill-defined fever in the June quarter of this year. 


Three deaths from typhus occurred in each of the following three districts, viz.:— ° 


Limerick, Waterford, and Galway ; and the 51 deaths from enteric fever comprise 39 
in Belfast, 4 in Cork, and 5 in Waterford. 


Whooping-cough caused 65 deaths (a number equal to an annual rate of 1 per 
1,000 of the population at all ages) in Belfast, where during the preceding quarter 
there were 39 deaths from the disease, but the only deaths from it recorded in any 
other of the 15 districts are 2 in Cork and 2 in Londonderry. 


Diphtheria. —The total number of deaths from diphtheria registered in the 15 
districts is 19, of which 8 occurred in Belfast, 4 in Londonderry, 2 in Waterford, and 
1 in each of five of the other districts. 


Diarrhoea, Dysentery.—The deaths returned under this heading from the 15 
districts amount to 567, as compared with 213 registered in the third quarter of last 
year. Of the 567 deaths, 434 (equal to an annual rate of 6-5 per 1,000 of the 
population) occurred in Belfast, against 168 in that city in the corresponding quarter 
of last year ; 40 (equal to an annual rate of 2-1 per 1,000 inhabitants) in Cork ; and 
16 (equivalent to an annual rate of 5:2 per 1,000) in Lisburn. In some of the 
districts the mortality from these causes was very light.

The deaths, which are 1 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23°3 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the district, the rate was 22°] per 1,000. During 
the first forty weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 26°8, and was 0-9 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92. _ 

Thirty-six deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 7 
over the number for the preceding week, and 8 above the average for the fortieth 
week of the last ten years: they comprise 1 from measles, 1 from influenza, 6 from 
whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, 1 from infantile cholera, 13 (including 11 deaths 
of children under 5 years of age) from diarrhcea, 2 from erysipelas, &c. . 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 
55 for the week ended the 16th ultimo to 43 for the following week, and to 38 for the 
week ended the 30th ultimo, further declined to 27 last week: 27 enteric fever 
patients were discharged during the week; 4 died; and 210 remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, being 4 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding 
week. . 

Only 4 cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during last week, against 13 for 
the preceding week: 13 patients were discharged during the week ; and 49 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 9 below the number in hospital at the close 
of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 10 cases of measles (being 5 
under the number for the preceding week): 24 cases of the disease remained under 
treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system is 16, being 2 under 
the number for the preceding week, and 5 below the average for the 40th week of the 
last ten years: the 16 deaths comprise 8 from bronchitis and 6 from pneumonia or 
inflammation of the lungs. 3

The deaths of 7 children under 5 years of age (including 5 infants under 1 year 
old) were ascribed to convuisions. 

Five deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive 
of convulsions), and 14 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

; renee or pulmonary consumption caused 28 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, and 
cancer 5. . 
Three accidental deaths were registered. 

In 10 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 5 
children under 5 years of age (including 4 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths 
of 3. persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Forty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (32 being infants under 1 year, of whom 6 were under 1 month 
old), and 30 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 17 persons aged 70) and 
upwards, of whom 7 were octogenarians. 

Forty-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 2 took place in the North Dublin Union 
hats ha 6 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 4 in the Rathdown Union 

orkhouse. . 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 22'1 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 23'0 (20°5 on the North side, and 252 on the South), and in the Suburbs 19°9. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
4‘0 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 43 (4°0 in the North City Districts, and 4'5 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 3°5 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 
171 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from enteric fever (the only death from any zymotie disease) and 
3 from phthisis. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate 
of 22°7 per 1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhea, 
and 1 from erysipelas. Among the 15 deaths from other causes are 4 from phthisis, 2 from 
mesenteric disease, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (13) are equivalent toan annual rate of 
23°5 per 1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough, 1 from 
enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhoea. Two deaths were caused by diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (8) represent an annual rate of 160 per 
1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from enteric fever and 1 from erysipelas. The 6 
deaths from other causes comprise 2 from phthisis and 2 from convulsions. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 24'6 
per 1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
diarrhoea, and 1 from influenza. The 11 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from diseases of the 
circulatory system and 2 from diseases of the respiratory system. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 141 per 
1,000. One resulted from measles, but none from any other zymotic disease. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—_The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 31'4 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 7 deaths, including 1 from whooping-cough, 4 from diarrhoea, and 1 
from infantile cholera. Among the 17 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 5 from 
phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 24°8 per 1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, including 1 from enteric fever and 1 from 
diarrhea. The 13 deaths from other causes include 3 from phthisis. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 14'6; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 24°6; Palmerston, part of, 35°38; Rathmines, 20°9; Donnybrook, 
14'6 ; Blackrock, 7°3; and Kingstown, 280. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from whooping-cough for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of ;1 from enteric fever 
for Palmerston, part of ; 1 from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhoea for Rathmines, and 2 from 
whooping-cough and 1 from diarrhcea for Kingstown. Two of the 5 deaths from all causes tabulated 
for Palmerston, part of, were from phthisis, and the 7 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 2 from 
phthisis and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system.

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Cireus. 

Belfast, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Walton-street, Louisa-street,

Meteorological Observations, 663 - | 


METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W Moore, F.R. met. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 7th October, 1893 :— 

“A week of low atmospherical pressure, low temperature, and changeable showery weather, the 
showers being from time to time accompanied by thunder and lightning in many places. The most 
important reduction of pressure occurred on Tuesday and Wednesday—at 8 a.m. of the latter day the 
barometer was below 29 inches throughout a large triangular area covering two-thirds of Scotland, 
the north ofiEngland, and the north-eastern third of Ireland. Gradients were nowhere steep, and so 
the winds—although varying much in direction—were not strong except off the south of Ireland and 
in the English Channel. Connected with this large primary cyclonic system, were a number of 
shallow secondary depressions, which caused thunder and hail, as well as rain, showers as they 
passed across the country. Temperature was not so low in the S.and S.E. of England as in other 
parts of the kingdom, and on Sunday the thermometer rose to 67° at Loughborough and Cambridge, 
66° in London and at Dungeness, and 65° at Hurst Castle. On the other hand, a minimum of 28° was 
registered at Nairn, in Scotland,on Wednesday morning. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer 
was 29°362 inches, pressure being observed to vary between?29°624 inches, at 9 p.m. of Sunday, (wind, 
W.) and 29°061 inches, at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, also W.). The corrected mean temperature was 
49'4°, The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 472°. On Sunday the thermo- 
meter rose to 59°2°, on Saturday it fell to 37°9° in the screen. The rainfall was ‘168 inch on five days, 
‘051 inch being measured on Wednesday. Lightning was seen on the evenings of Tuesday, Wednesday, 
and Thursday. The prevailing wind was westerly. The weather was much more broken in England 
than in Ireland during the week.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Pheenix Park, the mean height of | 
the barometer during the week was 29°364 inches. The highest reading (29-605) was on 
Saturday at 9 a.m., wind W.S. W,, and the lowest (29°059) on Wednesday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 48:99, being 0°4° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 61°4°, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 33°9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 46°8° 
and of the Wet Bulb 445%. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 49:2 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured ‘185 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 52°7°, the maximum 65:89, and 
the minimum 43°8° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 608°, the minimum 28°0°, and the 
mean 48°3°; and at Edmburgh the maximum was 60:29, the minimum 36°32, and the 
mean 49°6°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°60 in,; at Glasgow 0°98 in., and 
at Edinburgh 0°83 in.* ,

living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 18°4 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 19°3, and for Edinburgh 18°5.

ihe deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts registered during 
last week, were equal to.an annual rate of 3°7 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
six of the districts to 11-2 in Limerick ; the 16 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 6 from measles and 2 from diarrhea. Among the 144 deaths from 
all causes registered in Belfast are 2 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 10 from 
whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 7 from enteric fever, and 3 from diarrhea ; of 
the 5 deaths in Newry 1 was from measles and 1 from diarrheea ; among the 5 deaths 
in Dundalk are 1 from diphtheria and 1 from enteric fever; and the 6 deaths in 
Kilkenny comprise 1! from scarlatina and 1 from simple-continued fever. 


DuBLIn AND SUBURBS. 
In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 202--116 boys and 86 girls—and the deaths to 164—-78 males and 86 females. | 
2¥Y 
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The deaths, which are 4 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 24:5 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the district, the rate was 23°6 per 1,000. During the 
first forty-one weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 26-7, and was 0:9 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 26, being 
1 above the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 10 under the 
number for the week ended the 7th instant: the 26 deaths comprise 1 from measles, 
1 from typhus, 1 from influenza, 3 from whooping-cough, 9 from enteric fever, 7 from 
diarrhcea, 1 from erysipelas, &c. 

Thirty-one cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being 4 over the admissions 
for the preceding week, but 7 under the number for the week ended the 30th ultimo ; 
42 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; 4 died; and 195 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 15 under the number in hospital at the close 
of the preceding week. | 

Seven cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, against 4 for 
the preceding week: 9 patients were discharged during the week ; and 47 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 below the number in hospital at the ciose 
of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 14 cases of measles (being an 
increase of 4 as compared with the number for the preceding week): 33 cases of the 
disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had fallen from 18 for the 
week ended the 30th ultimo to 16 for the following week, further declined last week 
to 14 or 11 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 14 
deaths consist of 9 from bronchitis and 5 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

‘The deaths of 8 children (all infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by epilepsy, 7 by other diseases of the 
brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 11 by diseases of the 
circulatory system. 

Serre or pulmonary consumption caused 32 deaths, mesenteric disease 6, and 
cancer 2. 

Two accidental deaths and 1 case of suicide were registered. 

In 14 instances the cause of death was ‘ uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 8 
children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths 
of 4 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Forty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (29 being infants under 1 year, of whom 12 were under 1 month 
old), aua 34 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 19 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 8 were octogenarians. 

Fifty-six of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public imstitutions; of this number 17 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 11 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VIT.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 23°6 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 26'4 (31°7 on the North side, and 21°6 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°0. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annua! rate of 
3°0 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°2 (4°0 in the North City Districts, and 2°4 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 2'5 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 
81-4 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis and 1 from pneumonia, but none from any zymotic 
disease. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate 
of 28°6 per 1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from typhus, 2 from enteric 
fever, and 1 from diarrhoea. Four deaths were caused by diseases of the circulatory system, 5 by 
phthisis, and 2 by convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
32°5 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from enteric fever. Among the 
15 deaths from other causes are 3 from phthisis and 3 from convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—_The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 36°0 per 
1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhoea, The 
15 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from pneumonia, 2 from phthisis, and 4 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 26°2 
per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from measles, 1 from influenza, and 2 
from diarrhea, Of the 13 deuths from other causes 4 were from phthisis. 


No, 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 14'1 per 
1,000. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 18°3 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever 
and 1 from diarrhoea. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis and 2 by phthisis, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—_The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 24°8 per 1,000, Among them are 6 from phthisis and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous 
system, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 9°7 per 1,000 inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 00; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 21°5; Rathmines, 114; Donnybrook, 
27°1; Blackrock, 14°6 ; and Kingstown, 19°6. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from whooping-cough. 1 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhoea for Rath- 
mines ; and 1 from each of the following diseases, viz., whooping-cough, diarrhoea, and erysipelas for 
Donnybrook. Two of the 3 deaths from all causes tabulated for Palmerston, part of, were from 
phthisis, and the 18 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 3 from that disease,

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VE) 

Dr. J. W Moore, r.R. mer. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the followins 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 14th October, 1893 :— : 

“ Atmospherical pressure was unsteady, and therefore the weather was unsettled and changeable 
during this week. Until Friday, when a very warm, moist southwesterly, or equatorial, current 
began to pass over Ireland, the air was cold and rather dry in this country. In England, on the 
contrary, heavy falls of rain took place, accompanied by thunder and lightning and at times by strong 
and squally 8.W. winds. In London, from one inch to an inch and a quarter of rain fell on Monday 
night, and the total fallfor the three days ending 8 a.m. of Thursday was no less than 1°84 inches. 
These heavy rains were due to the passage up the English Channel of two depressions in quick 
succession—one on Monday, the other on Wednesday. At this time, although the barometer was 
rather low, bright, sharp weather prevailed in Ireland, showers occurring at intervals, On Thursday 
an area of high pressure passed over this country. The weather turned colder and becanie fine and 
dry in England, while in Ireland a warm 8.W. wind arrived on Friday, causing dull, rainy weather, 
and an increase of temperature amounting to from 20° to 25° Fahr. The result in Dublin was that on 
Saturday the interior of most houses became dripping wet, from the condensation as dew of the 
vapour of the warm air current upon the walls, ceilings, and floors, chilled by the previous cold 
weather and remaining below the point of saturation or the dew point. Rain fell heavily on Saturday 
afternoon. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°846 inches, pressure ranging between 
29°683 inches, at 9 a.m, of Sunday (wind, W.) and 30°160 inches at 9 p.m, of Thursday (wind, W.N.W.), 
The corrected mean temperature was 48°9°, The mean dry bulb temperature at 9a.m.and 9 p.m. 
was 48'8°. On Tuesday the thermometers in the screen fell to 37°19, on Saturday they rose to 65°0°, 
The rainfall was ‘431 inch on three days, ‘322 inch being measured on Saturday. The prevalent winds 
were W. and §.W.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°852 inches. The highest reading (30°157) was on 
Thursday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (29-692) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 46°6°, being 0°4° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 63°3°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 29°7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47°3° 
and of the Wet Bulb 452°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 21*5 
hours. The rainfall measured :410 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 52°69, the maximum 65:39, and 
the minimum 38:5? ; at Glasgow the maximum was 61°3°, the minimum 37°0°, and the 
mean 48°7°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 59:09, the minimum 37 ‘8°, and the 
mean 48°3°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 2:20 inches; at Glasgow 1°63 inches, 
and at Edinburgh 0°63 in,*

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including Londen (in which the 
rate was 38°8), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18°4 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 18°6 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 18°3, and for Edinburgh 194.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts registered during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 3°1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
nine of the districts to 5°6 in Limerick ; the 17 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 3 from measles and 1 from diarrhea. Among the 135 deaths from 
all causes registered in Belfast are 5 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 1 from typhus, 
7 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 4 from enteric fever, and 7 from diarrhwa, 
The Registrar of Wexford District observes “ Scarlatina is prevalent.” 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 185--88 boys and 97 girls—and the deaths to 164—78 males and 86 females. 
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The deaths, which are 5 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 24°5 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (rumbering 7) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the district, the rate was 23:4 per 1,000. During the 
first forty-two weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 26:7, and was 0°8 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92. 

Twenty-seven deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, 
being 1 over the number for the preceding week and 3 above the average for the 
forty-second week of the last ten years: they comprise 2 from measles, 2 from influenza 
and its complications, 4 from whooping-cough, 9 from enteric fever, 1 from choleraic 
diarrhea, 6 from diarrhcea, 1 from erysipelas, &c. 

Thirty-four cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being 3 over the admissions 
for the preceding week; 22 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week ; 
7 died; and 200 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 over the number 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Nineteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, against 7 for the preceding 
week: 8 patients were discharged during the week ; and 58 remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, being 11 over the number in hospital at the ciose of the preceding 
week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 15 cases of measles (being 1 
over the number for the preceding week): 87 cases of the disease remained under 
treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had fallen from 16 for the 
week ended the 7th instant to 14 for the following week, rose last week to 30 or 4 above 
the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 30 deaths comprise 
20 from bronchitis and 4 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 9 children (including 7 infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to 
convuisions. 

Ten deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 9 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 15 deaths, mesenteric disease 6, and 
cancer 7, 

Six accidental deaths, 1 case of homicide, and 1 case of suicide were registered. 

In 12 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 8 
children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths 
of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

forty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (31 being infants under 1 year, of whom 10 were under 1 month 
old), and 41 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 17 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 6 were octogenarians, and 2 (women) were stated to have been 
aged 94 and 98 years respectively. 

Fifty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 20 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse.

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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated. the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 23'4 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 26'8 (250 on the North side, and 28°5 on the South), and in the Suburbs 15°5. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
3°0 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°6 (3°6 in the North City Districts, and 3°7 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1'5 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, Fast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 
20°0 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis, 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate 
of 286 per 1,000, Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough, 
1 from enteric fever, 1 from diarrhoea, 1 from choleraic diarrhcea, and 1 from erysipelas. Five 
deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by phthisis, and 2 by convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
23°5 per 1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from measles and 2 from enteric fever. 
Of the 10 deaths from other causes 2 were from mesenteric disease. 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 24'0 per 
1,000, T’wo deaths from diarrhoea constitute the mortality from zymotic disease. Among the 9 
deaths from other causes are 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (35) represent an annual rate of 38°5 
per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from influenza and 1 from enteric fever, 
Five deuths were caused by bronchitis, 4 by phthisis, and 3 by convulsions. 


No, 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from cancer, but none from any 
zymotic disease. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 28°8 per 
1,000. Four were from zymotie diseases, viz.:—1 from measles and 3 from enteric fever. Among 
the 18 deaths from other causes are 3 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from diseases of 
the circulatory system. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—_The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 17'5 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from whooping-cough and 3 
from diarrhea. Bronchitis caused 2 deaths and diseases of the circulatory system 2. 


Suburban Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 49; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 20'9; Donnybrook, 
167 ; Blackrock, 14°6 ; and Kingstown, 16°8. The deaths from Zymotic diseases tabulated for tHlese 
districts consist of 1 from enteric fever for Rathmines,1 from influenza for Donnybrook, 1 from 
whooping-cough for Blackrock, and 1 from whooping-cough for Kingstown. Among the 11 deaths 
from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 2 from cancer and 2 from diseases of the brain and 
nervous system

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Ivish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W Moore, F.x. Mev. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 21st October, 1893 :-— 


“Taken as a whole, the weather of this week was distinctly favourable and of a mild type—indeed, 
both at the beginning and at the end temperature was much above normal, although the minima 
were low on Tuesday night in Scotland and parts of both England and Ireland, and on Wednesday 
and Thursday nights in central England. On the other hand, Friday night proved abnormally warm 
in many places, and in Dublin the thermometer actually rose to 67'7° (nearly 68°) in the screen, Com- 
paratively little rain fell, except in the south of Ireland and over the south and east of England as 
well as in parts of the English Midlands on Tuesday, when a shallow depression travelled in a 
direction from W.N.W. to E.S.E. from the mouth of St. George’s Channel across the 8.W. of England 
to the N.E. of France. This rain-system caused falls of 1°25 inches at Roche’s Point, 1°57 inches at 
Hurst Castle, where a storm of thunder and lightning occurred at 1.30 a.m. of Wednesday, and ‘75 
inch in London. The rainfall was ‘67 inch at Parsonstown, but only ‘07 inch in Dubiin. As this 
disturbance passed off, an anticyclone formed in the S., and the barometer rose to 30°40 inches or 
slightly more on Friday morning over the S. of England, N. of France, and centre of Germany. Along 
the north-western face of this anticyclone a very warm southwesterly current spread over Ireland on 
Friday, the temperaiure becomingisingularly high at night. Saturday was first fine and warm, after- 
wards rainy and much cooler., In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°099 inches, pressure 
ranging between a minimum of 29:762 inches, at 9 p.m. of Sunday (wind, W.S.W.) and 30°370 inches, at 
9 a.m. of Thursday wind, 8.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 55°4°.. The mean dry bulb 
reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 54°5°.. On Saturday the thermometers in the screen rose to 67'7°; on 
Wednesday, they fell to 41'0°. The rainfall was ‘338 inch on four days, ‘098 inch being measured on 
Saturday. The prevailing winds were W. and §.W. A wet fog prevailed on Wednesday morning, 

and there was a smoke fog on Friday.”

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30-106 inches. The highest reading (30370) was on 
Thursday at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°773) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 54:0°, being 7°6° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, }883-92. The temperature was hichest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 66°9°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 37:7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 54:3° 
and of the Wet Bulb 51:79. The mean humidity of the air was -84, complete saturation 
being represented by 1-0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine tor the week was 5:4 
hours. The rainfall measured -300 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 55°09, the maximum 65:99, and 
the minimum 38:9° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 62:7°, the minimum 35'9°, and the 
mean 53°7°; and at Edmburgh the maximum was 65°2°, the minimum 41°12, and the 
mean 54°7°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1:04. inches; at Glasgow 0:04 in., 
and at Edinburgh 0:02 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which the 
rate was 17°9), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18-3 per 1,006 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 18:2 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 19-9, and for Edinburgh 14:4,

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts registered during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 2:4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
ten of the districts to 8-5 in Lisburn; the 7 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 2 from diarrhea. Among the 103 deaths from all causes registered 
in Belfast are 4 from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 1 from 
enteric fever, and 7 from diarrhoea ; the 13 deaths in Limerick comprise 1 from measles 
and 1 from diarrhea; and the 11 deaths in Londonderry comprise 2 from diphtheria 
and 1 from enteric fever,

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 


to 153-78 boys and 75 girls—and the deaths to 13873 males and 65 females.

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The deaths, which are 29 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 20°6 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (rumbering 3) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the district, the rate was 20:1 per 1,000. During the 
first forty-three weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 26:5, and was 1°0 below 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 23, 
being | over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 4 under 
the number for the week ended the 21st instant ; the 23 deaths comprise 2 from measles, 
3 from influenza and its complications, 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 8 
from enteric fever, 4 from diarrhea, 1 from erysipelas, &c. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 23, being 1! under the 
admissions for the preceding week: 30 enteric fever patients were discharged during 
the week; 1 died; and 192 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 8 under 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Sixteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital: this number shows a decline 
of 3 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week: 8 patients were dis- 
charged during the week; 1 died; and 65 remained under treatment on Saturday last, 
being 7 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 21st instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 11 cases of measles (being a 
decrease of 4 as compared with the number for the preceding week): 42 cases of 
the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 21, being 
9 under the number for the preceding week and 10 below the average for the 43rd we-k 
of the last ten years: the 21 deaths comprise 9 from bronchitis and 11 from pneumonia 
or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 3 children (all infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to convuisions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 9 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 21 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 5, 

Two accidental deaths and 1 case of suicide were registered. 

In 11 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 7 
children (ail infants under 1 year old), and the deaths of 2 persons aged 60 years and 
upwards. 

Thirty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (18 being infants under 1 year, of whom 7 were under 1 month 
old), and 33 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 16 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 8 were octogenarians, and 2 (men) were stated to have been 
aged 90 and 96 years respectively, 

Fifty-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 8 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 20°1 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 24’7 (25°4 on the North side, and 24°0 on the South), and in the Suburbs 9°5. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2°5 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3'2 (3°1 in the North City Districts, and 3°3 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. 


N9. 1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 
20°0 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from influenza, but none from any other zymotic disease. Mesen- 
teric disease caused 2 deaths. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate 
of 31:0 per 1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from measles and 3 from 
enteric fever. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis and 4 by phthisis, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
271 per 1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, including 1 from enteric fever and 1 from 
diarrhcea., The 12 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 2 
from phthisis, 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (9) represent an annual rate of 18°0 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is1 from diarrhea. Among the remain- 
ing deaths are 3 from pneumonia. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 16°9 
per 1,000. One death from influenza constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Pneumonia 
caused 3 deuths. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 28°1 per 
1,000, They comprise 2 from enteric fever, but none from any other zymotic disease. Of thes deaths 
from other causes 2 were from cancer. 5 


No.3 South City District Peter-street).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 26°2 per 
1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, 1 
from enteric fever, 1 from diarrhcea, and 1 from erysipelas. The 14 deaths from other causes com- 
prise 2 from bronchitis and 4 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 262 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from diarrhcea (the only death from any zymotic disease) 
and 4 from phthisis. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are — 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 0°0 ; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 0°0; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 5°7; Donnybrook, 
63; Blackrock, 291; and Kingstown, 196. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from enteric fever for Blackrock and 1 from diphtheria for Kingstown. The 
total number of deaths tabulated for Rathmines is 3, only, all of which were caused by phthisis,

(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. met. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 28th October, 1893 :— 


“ At first fine and dry, except in the S. and S.E. of England, where Sunday was dull and rainy, the 
weather afterwards became squally, showery, and generally changeable. In the earlier period, an 
anticyclone lay over the §. of Ireland, the barometer rising on Monday morning to 30°55 inches at 
Valentia Island and Roche’s Point, 30°52 inches at Parsonstown, and 30°51 inchesin Dublin. This high 
pressure system soon moved away south-eastwards, and at the same time decreased in size. Simul- 
taneously, a general reduction of atmospheric pressure took place in the N. and N.W., causing steeper 
gradients for westerly winds—that is, winds between S8.W. and N.W., and showery, unsettled weather. 
On Tuesday and Wednesday rain fell heavily over the N. of Ireland and S. of Scotland, and in smaller 
quantities over the greater part of the kingdom. Hail fell in many places and lightning was seen at 
Belmullet on Wednesday night. On Thursday evening the moon shone with unusual lustre. A 
decided rise of temperature occurred on Friday, while Saturday was stormy with frequent showers, 
and, at times, rainbows. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°038 inches, pressure 
rising to 30°507 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, W.) and falling to 29°638 inches at 4 p.m. of Saturday 
(wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was 496°. The mean of the dry bulb readings at 9 a.m: 
and 9 p.m, was 49°2°, On Wednesday the thermometer rose to 598° in the screen ; on Friday, it fell to 
382°. The rainfall was ‘184 inch, on three days—‘109 inch being registered on Wednesday and ‘041 inch 
on Saturday., The prevailing wind was westerly.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30-042 inches. The highest reading (30-505) was on 
Monday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29-728) on Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 48°1°, being 0°9° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 59°4°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 34:9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 48°4° 
and of the Wet Bulb 45°8°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 20°4 
hours. The rainfall measured -270 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49°3°, the maximum 57:99, and 
the minimum 38°42 ; at Glasgow the maximum was 56°9°, the minimum 37:1°, and the 
mean 48°4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 57:3°, the minimum 86°72, and the 
mean 47°49, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°30 in.; at Glasgow 2°10 inches, 
and at Edinburgh 0°97 in.* }

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which the 
rate was 20°5), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20-2 per !,006 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 18:7 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 18°4, and for Edinburgh 18:3. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 23-0 per 1,000 of the population, 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns,

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts registered during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 2:9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
seven of the districts to 9:4 in Kilkenny ; the 9 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 2 from scarlatina.' Among the 104 deaths from all causes registered 
in Belfast are 2 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 1 from 
enteric fever, and 4 from diarrhcea; the 14 deaths in Limerick comprise 4 from measles 
and 1 from diarrhea; and the 12 deaths in Waterford comprise | from scarlatina, 1 
from typhus, and 1 from enteric fever. 


DvuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 168--84 boys and 84 girls—and the deaths to 180-95 males and 85 females. 
3B 
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The deaths, which are 2 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 26:8 in every 1,000 of the 
population ; omitting the deaths (rumbering 5) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the district, the rate was 26-1 per 1,000. During the 
first forty-four weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 26°5, and was 1-0 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92. 

Thirty-five deaths from zymotic diseases were registered, being 8 in excess of the 
average for the corresponding week of the last ten years and 12 over the number for 
the week ended the 28th ultimo: they comprise 4 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 2 from influenza and its complications, 2 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
diphtheria, 10 from enteric fever, 1 from choleraic diarrhea, 6 (all children under 5 
years of age) from diarrhea, &c. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 23, 
being equal to the admissions for the preceding week and !1 under the number for 
the week ended the 21st ultimo: 37 enteric fever patients were discharged during the 
week ; 2 died; and 176 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 16 under the 
number in hospital at the close of the preceding week, 

There were only 12 cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital against 16 for the 
preceding week and /9 for the week ended the 2ist ultimo: 6 patients were discharged 
during the week; 2 died; and 69 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 
over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

‘There has also been a decline in the cases of measles treated in hospital, the 
admissions for the week being 6, only, against 11 for the preceding week and J5 for 
the week ended the 21st ultimo, and the number under treatment at the close of the 
week having fallen from 42 on Saturday the 28th ultimo to 26 on Saturday last, 

Thirty deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 9 over 
the number for the preceding week, but 2 under the average for the 44th week of the 
last ten years. -They comprise 22 from bronchitis and 4 from pneumonia or inflam- 
mation of the lungs.

‘The deaths of 15 children under 5 years of age (including 12 infants under 1 year 
old) were ascribed to convuisions. 

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 4 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system, and 13 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 16 deaths, mesenteric disease 7, and 
cancer 5. 

Four accidental deaths and 1 case of homicide were registered. 

In 7 instances the cause of death was * uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 6 
children (ail infants under 1 year old). 

Seventy of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (33 being infants under 1 year, of whom 12 were under 1 month 
old), and 38 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 20 persons zged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 4 were octogenarians, 

Sixty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
' other public institutions; of this number 13 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 16 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 261 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 29°4 (24°5 on the North side, and 33°8 on the South), and in the Suburbs 18°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
3'7 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 4°0 (2°7 in the North City Districts, and 5°3 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 3'0 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-strect).—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 
17'1 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from enteric fever and 1 from influenza. 
Phthisis caused 2 deaths. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate 
of 17°9 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from choleraic diarrhcea, 2 from bronchitis, and 3 from con- 
vulsions. 


No. 2 ‘North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
37°9 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—l from measles and 2 from 
enteric fever. The 18 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, 2 from 
mesenteric disease, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 26'0 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 4 deaths, including 2 from diarrhea. The remaining deaths com- 
prise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 2 from convulsions. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (24) represent an annual rate of 36'9 
per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from measles and 1 from diarrhea, 
Among the 20 deaths from other causes are 5 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, and 4 from convulsions. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22°5 per 
1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from measles and 1 from enteric fever. Bronchitis 


caused 8 deaths. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 35°3 per 
1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from scarlatina, 2from enteric fever 
and 1 from diarrheea. The 22 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from hitting Nee and 4 from 
diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street)._The deaths (24) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 35°0 per 1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from measles 1 from whoop- 
ing-cough, 2 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea. Three deaths were caused by phthisis and 
2 by diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 4°9 ; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 0°0; Palmerston, part of, 2155; Rathmines, 22's; Donnybrook, 
22°9 ; Blackrock, 21°8 ; and Kingstown, 14°0. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from enteric fever and 1 from influenza for Rathmines; 1 from diarrhea for 
Donnybrook ; 1 from whooping-cough for Blackrock ; and 1 from scarlatina and 2 from diphtheria 
for Kingstown. Two of the 3 deaths from all causes tabulated for Palmerston, part of, were 
from phthisis ; among the 12 deaths for Rathmines are 2 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, and 2 
from diseases of the circulatory system; and the 11 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 2 from 
diseases of the circulatory system and 2 trom convulsions.

Meteorological Observations. 727 


METEOROLOGY. : 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W Moore, r.z. mer. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 4th November, 1893 :— 


“The weather was eminently changeable, and both atmospheric pressure and temperature were 
singularly unstable during this week. At first, the weather was dry in the east of Ireland and to a 
still greater extent in the middle and east of England ; but with the setting in of November the rain- 
fall extended to those districts also. On Sunday morning the centre of a very large and deep depres- 
sion lay over the North of Sweden, the barometer reading 28°55 inches at Haparanda, on the Gulf of 
Bothnia, but 30°17 inches at Lyonsat8a.m. In Ireland this day proved fine. In the evening an aurora 
borealis, with carmine streamers, was seen in Dublin as well as at Roche’s Point and Southport. On 
Monday evening lightning was seen, and thunder and lightning occurred in the south of England and 
over the English Channel. Sharp frost followed, the thermometer falling to 25° at Parsonstown and 
Loughborough. A still more severe frost visited central England early on Tuesday evening, but in 
the course of the following night, temperature rose with extreme rapidity, so that Parsonstown was 
21° warmer at 8 a.m. on Wednesday than it had been 24 hours previously. On Thursday a secondary 
V.-shaped depression crossed En gland from W. to E., causing a copious rainfall. Friday was a cloudy, 
mild, breezy day, but on Saturday a shift of wind to N.E. took place and the air became drier and 
colder. In Dublin the mean pressure was 29°921 inches, highest, 30'°264 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday 
(wind W.N.W.); lowest, 29°697 inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday (wind W.N.W.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 44'5°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 43°2°, On Friday the 
shade thermometer rose to 57°6°, having fallen to 31'7° on Tuesday. The rainfall was ‘265 inch, on 
four days. The maximal fall in 24 hours was ‘148 inch on Wednesday. The prevailing wind was 
W.N.W. An aurora was seen on Sunday evening and lightning after dark on Monday.”

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Pheenix Park, the mean height o 
the barometer during the week was 29-932 inches. The highest reading (30:266) was on 
Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°698) on Thursday at 9 a.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 42°5°, being 4°5° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 50°9°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 26°7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 416° 
and of the Wet Bulb 39°9°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 19°5 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured 315 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 44'9°, the maximum 60:09, and 
the minimum 27:4° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 483°, the minimum 29-1°, and the 
mean 39°7°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 471°, the minimum 29°02, and the 
mean 40:0°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°32 in.; at Glasgow 2°38 inches, 
and at Edinburgh 1°13 inches.*

ENGLAND AND ScorTrAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including Londen Gn which the 
rate was 21°4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 21:5 per 1,006 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20°3 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 22°8, and for Edinburgh 20:4. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 25°5 per 1,000 of the population, 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths trom the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts registered during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 3-0 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
eight of the districts to 7-0 in Armagh ; the 2 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 1 from measles. Among the 148 deaths from all causes registered 
in Belfast are 11 from measles, 3 from scarlatina, 2 from diphtheria, 1 from simple 
continued fever, 1 from enteric fever, and 5 from diarrhcea; among the 15 deatlis in 
Limerick are 3 from measles; and the 13 deaths in Londonderry comprise 1 from 
measles, and 1 from diphtheria, The Registrar of St. Mary’s District, Drogheda, 
remarks ‘* epidemic influenza is very prevalent amongst the old and poor.” . 


DuBLin anD SuBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 185--71 boys and 114 girls—and the deaths to 179--91 males and 88 females. 
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The deaths, which are 2 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 26°7 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the district, the rate was 25:7 per 1,000. During the 
first forty-five weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 26°5, and was 0-9 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered, during last week is 26, 
being equal to the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 9 
under the number for the week ended the 4th instant: the 26 deaths comprise 2 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 8 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, 5 from 
diarrhea, 1 from erysipelas, &c. 

There has been a further decline in the number of cases of enteric fever admitted 
to hospital, the number for last week being 17, against 23 for each of the two weeks 
preceding, and 34 for the week ended the 21st ultimo: 33 enteric fever patients were 
discharged during the week; 2 died; and 158 remained under treatment in hospital 
on Saturday last, being 18 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 4th instant. 

Thirteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, being } over the admissions 
for the preceding week: 7 patients were discharged during the week; and 75 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 over the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 9 cases of measles (against 6 
for the preceding week); 26 cases of the disease remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being equal to the number in hospital on Saturday the 4th instant. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system which had risen from 21 for the week 
ended the 28th ultimo to 30 for the following week, further rose last week to 41, or 5 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years. ‘The 41 deaths 
comprise 22 from bronchitis and 12 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 7 children (all infants under 1 year‘old) were ascribed to convuisions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 4 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 15 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 19 deaths, and cancer 7, 

Hight accidental deaths were registered. 

In 11 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 6 
children under 5 years of age (including 4 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths 
of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards, 

Forty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (27 being infants under 1 year, of whom 8 were under 1 month 
old), and 38 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 23 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 8 were octogenarians, and 2 (a man and a woman) were stated to 
have been aged 92 and 94 years respectively. 

Sixty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 12 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse,

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 28°7 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 28°9 (24'5 on the North side, and 33'0 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°9. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2'8 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°0 (1'3 in the North City Districts, and 4'5 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 2'5 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street)—The deaths (2) are equal to an annual rate of 
57 per 1,000. They consist of 1 accidental death and 1 death from gastritis, 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate 
of 191 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from whooping-cough 
Bronchitis caused 2 deaths and diseases of the circulatory system 3. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
32°5 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough and 1 
from erysipelas. Among the 14 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the respiratory 
system, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous 
system. 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 38°0 per 
1,000. One death from diarrhoea constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Of the remaining 
18 deaths 4 were from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from diseases of 
the brain and nervous system. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (24) represent an annual rate of 36°9 
per 1,000. Scarlatina caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
Among the 23 deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 6 from phthisis, 
and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 39°4 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from enteric fever. Two deaths were 
caused by pneumonia and 3 by phthisis. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (29) are equal to an annual rate of 37°9 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotiec diseases, iviz.:—1 from whooping-cough and 8 from 
diarrhea. The 25 deaths from other causes comprise 6 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, 2 from 
cancer, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street)._The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 20°4 per 1,000. Five were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from scarlatina, 2 from whooping- 
cough, and 2 from enteric fever. Diseases of the respiratory system caused 3 deaths. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1, 4°9 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 0°0 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 7°2 ; Rathmines, 19°0; Donnybrook, 25°0; 
Blackrock, 364; and Kingstown, 14°0. The deaths from Zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from enteric fever for Rathmines ; 1 from whooping-cough for Donnybrook ; 
2 from whooping-cough for Blackrock ; and 1from diarrhoea for Kingstown. Among the 12 deaths 
from all causes tabulated for Donnybrook are 2 from pneumonia, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from cancer ; 
and the 5 deaths for Blackrock comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W Moore, r.x. mer. soc., has favoured the Registrar- General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 11th November, 1893 :— 


. “Showery, cloudy, and generally changeable weather, with north-easterly winds, prevailed. After 
Sunday an anticyclone was constantly found to the northwestward of the British Islands, while 
atmospherical pressure was relatively low both over the Baltic and over the Mediterranean Basin. 
At first areas of particularly sharp cold were found over ihe central districts of both England and 
Ireland—at 8 a.m. of Sunday the thermometer was as low as 22° at Loughborough and 25° at Cam- 
bridge and Parsonstown. At the first-named station it had been down to 19° during the previous 
night. In Dublin this day was fine, dry, and cold, but on Monday morning heavy showers of hail, 
sleet, and snow came up ona N.E. wind. In the neighbourhood of Stillorgan, Co. Dublin, some three 
inches of snow lay on the ground toan advanced hour in the forenoon. The frost continued inland, 
where also the weather remained dry. Ags usual in N.E. winds, the weather was most severe and 
broken in the extreme 8.E. of England, where thunder and lightning accompanied sharp showers of 
cold rain and hail on Monday and Tuesday. After Wednesday temperature recovered, although the 
N.E. wind even freshened, and Saturday proved the mildest day of the whole week. In Dublin the 
mean height of the barometer was 30°344 inches, pressure ranging from 29°961 inches at 9 a.m. of 
Sunday (wind, W.N.W.) to 30°465 inches at 9a.m. of Wednesday (wind, N.N.E.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 428°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 42'3°. On Tuesday 
the minimum was 30°89, on Saturday the maximum was 50°7°. Rain fell on five days in frequent but 
not heavy showers, the maximal fall in 24 hours being ‘049 inch on Wednesday, and the total fall 
amounting to ‘162inch. Hail, sleet, and snow fell on Monday morning.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30:356 inches. The highest reading (30:487) was on 
Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind N., and the lowest (29°974) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 40°6°, being 4°0° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 49°6°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 234°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 40°8° 
and of the Wet Bulb 384°. The mean humidity of the air was °81, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 14°4 
hours. The rainfall measured 105 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 40°3°, the maximum 49:39, and 
the minimum 32°2° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 49°8°, the minimum 28-0°, and the 
mean 39°2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 45:3°, the minimum 32°32, and the 
mean 39°6°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-02 in.; and at Edinburgh 0°22 
in. There was no rain at Glasgow.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including Londen (in which the 
rate was 24°4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 24:0 per 1,006 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 24°3 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 23°6, and for Edinburgh 27:2.

{he deaths from the principal zymotic diseases registered in the 16 districts during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 2°9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
seven of the districts to 5:0 in Waterford; the 17 deaths from all causes registered in 
that district comprising 1 from scarlatina and 1 from diarrhea. Among the 143 deaths 
from all causes registered in Belfast are 6 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 3 from 
whooping-—cough, 2 from diphtheria, 7 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea; the 
36 deaths in Cork comprise 1 from enteric fever and 2 from diarrhea; among the 18 
deaths in Limerick are 1 from measles and 2 from diarrhea; and the 19 deaths in 
Londonderry comprise 3 from diphtheria. 


DuBLIn AND SUBURBS. 
In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 209--98 boys and 111] girls—and the deaths to 185-83 males and 102 females. 
3D 
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The deaths, which are equal to the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 27-6 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (cumbering 5) of persons admitted into public institu. 
tions from localities outside the district, the rate was 268 per 1,000. During the 
first forty-six weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 26-6, and was 0°8 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 21, 
being equal to the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 5 
under the number for the week ended the 1!th instant, and 14 under that for the week 
ended the 4th instant: the 21 deaths comprise 2 from measles, 1 from influenza, 6 
(5 of which occurred in Kingstown) from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 3 from 
enteric fever, 3 from diarrhea, 1 from erysipelas, &c. 

Twenty-three cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, 
being 6 over the admissions for the preceding week and equal to the number for the 
week ended the 4th instant: 34 enteric fever patients were discharged during the 
week ; 1 died; and 146 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 12 under 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 12, being 1 under the 
admissions for the preceding week: 6 patients were discharged during the week; and 
81 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 over the number in hospital 
on Saturday the 11th instant. 

‘The hospital admissions for the week include, -also, 17 cases of measles (against 9 
for the preceding week), and 1 case of typhus; 35 cases‘ef the former and 1 of 
the latter disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Forty-two deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 2 in 
excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 1 over 
the number for the week ended the 11th instant: they comprise 31 from bronchitis, 
5 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from croup.

The deaths of 7 children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under 1 year old) 
were ascribed to convuisions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 1 by epilepsy, and 19 by diseases of the 
circulatory system. 

Se or pulmonary consumption caused 29 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, and 
cancer 6, : 

Two accidental deaths were registered. 

In 19 instances the cause of death was ‘ uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 14 
children under 5 years of age (including 8 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths 
of 3 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Fitty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (27 being infants under 1 year, of whom 8 were under 1 month 
old), and 46 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 30 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 9 were octogenarians. 

Fifty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 20 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse.

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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from, which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 26°8 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 33'0 (37°9 on the North side, and 28'5 on the South), and in the Suburbs 12°65. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2°2 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1°7 (13 in the North City Districts, and 2°0 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 3°5 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 
34°3 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis and 3 from phthisis, but none from any zymotic 
disease. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (37) are equal to an annual rate 
of 44°1 per 1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, including 1 from measles and 1 from diphtheria. 
Among the 33 deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis, 7 from phthisis, 2 from convulsions, 
and 3 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (26) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
47°0 per 1,000. One death from diarrhoea constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. The 
25 death from other causes include 5 from bronchitis, 4 from phthisis, land 6 from diseases of the 


circulatory system. 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 20°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. No deaths from 
any zymotic disease were recorded. 

No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 27°7 
per 1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from enteric fever, 1 from diarrhoea, and 1 
from influenza. The 15 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 
3 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22°5 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (31) are equal to an annual rate of 40°6 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 3 deaths, viz.:—1 from measles, 1 from diarrhoea, and 1 from 
erysipelas. Among the 28 deaths from other causes are 6 from bronchitis, 6 from phthisis, and 3 


from mesenteric disease. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 18°9 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from whooping-cough, but none from any other zymotic 
disease. Among the 12 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis and 4 from diseases of the 


circulatory system. 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 4°9; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 0°0; Palmerston, part of, 0°0; Rathmines, 11°4; Donnybrook, 12°56 ; 
Blackrock, 21'8; and Kingstown, 224. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts include 1 from diphtheria for Donnybrook ; 1 from enteric fever for Rathmines ; and 5 
from whooping-cough for Kingstown. Two of the 3 deaths from other causes tabulated for 


Kingstown were from cancer, "

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VEE} 
Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.R. mer. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 18th November, 1893 :— 


“At first. anticyclonic, quiet, and fair, the weather afterwards fell into a most unsettled stormy 
condition, severe gales from opposite quarters blowing on the last three days of the week. At the 
beginning, an anticyclone lay over the British Islands, the North Sea, Holland, and North Germany— 
the barometer slightly exceeded 30°50 inches in the N.E. of Scotland. On Monday beautiful weather 
prevailed, but already a depression was advancing northwards across Spain and the Bay of Biscay. 
This system finally passed up the English Channel on Tuesday, and caused heavy rain both in France 
and in the §, and S.E. of England—’720 inch of rain fell in London, while Dublin got only ‘009 inch in 
the form of drizzle on Tuesday evening. Wednesday proved fine and dry, but at night the wind 
veered from E. to S.E. and freshened in front of a very deep depression, which on Thursday night 
passed directly over Ireland, travelling in a north-northeasterly direction. This disturbance brought 
a heavy rainfall to the Irish and Scotch stations—821 inch fell in Dublin up to 9 a.m. of Friday, 
the heaviest fall in this city since July 12, when ‘871 inch fell in two thunderstorms. About midnight 
on Thursday the barometer read 28°719 inches, the lowest reading recorded in Dublin since October 13, 
1891, when the mercury fell to 28'°251 inches. In front of the cyclonic centre a fresh S.E. gale and 
high temperature prevailed ; in its rear came a violent N . storm and bitter cold on Saturday when 
also the depression change‘ its course and travelled southwards down the North Sea. In Dublin the 
mean height of the barometer was 29°740 inches, pressure ranging between 30°382 inches at 9 a.m. of Sun- 
day (wind, E.) and 28°719 inches at midnight of Thursday (wind, 8.). The corrected mean temperature 
was 43°0°, The mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 42°2°, On Friday the thermometers 
in the screen rose to 55'1°, having fallen to 34°4° on Tuesday. The rainfall amounted to °954 inch on. 
three days—'821 inch being registered on Thursday. Snow showers fell on Saturday afternoon. The 
prevailing winds were E.S.E.and N.W. At Holyhead a gale from N. of hurricane force was reported 
on Saturday morning.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°758 inches. The highest reading (30°397) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind E., and the lowest (28°873) on Thursday at 9 p.m., wind S.E, 

The mean temperature for the week was 41:2°, being 2°2° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 54°49, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 27:7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 41:4° 
and of the Wet Bulb 39:4°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. he registered duration of sunshine for the week was 17:2 
hours. The rainfall measured ‘660 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 41‘1°, the maximum 59°39, and 
the minimum 30:92 ; at Glasgow the maximum was 54:1°, the minimum 26'0°, and the 
mean 39°5°; and at Edmburgh the maximum was 52°9°, the minimum 29°3°, and the 
mean 40°2°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°01 inches; at Glasgow 0°16 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°14 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which the 
rate was 26°5), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 26°2 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 25°4 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 25°8, and for Edinburgh 28:7.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases registered in the 16 districts during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 2°6 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
nine of the districts to 9°4 in Kilkenny; the 5 deaths from all causes registered in 
that district comprising 1 from measles and 1 from diarrhea. Among the 135 deaths 
from all causes registered in Belfast are 11 from measles, 4 from whooping—cough, 
1 from enteric fever, and 4 from diarrhoea; the 37 deaths in Cork comprise 1 from 
whooping-cough and 1 from enteric fever; and the 14 deaths in Londonderry com- 
prise 2 from diphtheria. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 
In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 181--88 boys and 93 girls—and the deaths to 192-90 males and 102 females.

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The deaths, which are 6 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 28°6 in every 1,000 of the 
population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the district, the rate was 27-9 per 1,000. During the 
first forty-seven weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 26°6, and was 0°9 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1883-92. 

Twenty-nine deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 
6 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 8 
over the number for the week ended the 18th instant: they comprise 4 from measles, 
1 from typhus, 2 from influenza, 5 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 5 from 
enteric fever, 2 from diarrhoea, 4 from erysipelas, &c. 

Twenty-five cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, 
against 23 for the preceding week: 38 enteric fever patients were discharged during 
the week; 2 died; and 131 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 15 
under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 11, being one under the 
admissions for the week ended the 18th instant: 11 patients were discharged during 
the week; and 81 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being equal to the 
number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 20 cases of measles (being 3 
over the number of cases of that disease adinitted during the preceding week), and 4 
of typhus: 46 cases of measles and 4 of typhus remained under treatment in hospital 
on Saturday last. ; 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered during the 
week is 43, being 1 over the number for the preceding week, and 3 over the average 
for the 47th week of the last ten years: the 43 deaths comprise 28 from bronchitis 
and 8 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 12 children under 5 years of age (including 11 infants under 1 year 
old) were ascribed to convuisions. 

Ten deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system, and 17 by 
diseases of the circulatory system. 

re ee or pulmonary consumption caused 21 deaths, mesenteric disease 8, and 
cancer 6, 

Four accidental deaths were registered. 

In 283 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,’ there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 15 
children under 5 years of age (including 10 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths 
of 6 persons aged 60 years and upwards, 

Sixty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (31 being infants under 1 year, of whom 1] were under 1 month 
old), and 46 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 17 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 7 were octogenarians. 

Fifty of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 9 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 12 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 27'9 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 31°5 (29'4 on the North side, and 33°4 on the South), and in the Suburbs 19°4. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2°5 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°2 (2°7 in the North City Districts, and 37 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 
31°4 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from bronchitis and 2 from mesenteric disease, but no deaths from 
any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate 
of 25°0 per 1,000. They comprise 6 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from typhus, 1 from infiuenza, 
1 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, and 1 from erysipelas. The deaths from other causes 
consist of 3 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 6 
from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
80°7 per 1,000. One death from measles constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Among 
the 16 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, 
2 from phthisis, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 34°0 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
The 16 deaths from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis and 2 from mesenteric disease. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (22) represent an annual rate of 33'8 
per 1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from measles, 1 from whooping- 
cough, and 1from diphtheria. The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from mesenteric disease 
and 4 from convulsions, 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 39°4 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from whooping-cough and 1 from erysipelas. 
Among the 12 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 2 from 
diseases of the circulatory system. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—_The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 27'°5 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from diarrhea. Four deaths were 
caused by bronchitis, 2 by phthisis, and 2 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (25) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 36°4 per 1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from each of the following—- 
measles, influenza, whooping-cough, enteric fever, and erysipelas. Of the remaining deaths 5 were 
from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, and 2 from phthisis. 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 37°8 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 9°7; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 12°3; Palmerston, part of, 43:0; Rathmines, 171; Donnybrook, 14'6 ; 
Blackrock, 36°4; and Kingstown, 16'°8. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from whooping-cough for Palmerston, part of ; 1 from erysipelas for Rathmines ; 
and 1 from diarrhea for Blackrock. Two ofthe6 deaths from all causes tabulated for Palmerston, 
part of, were from phthisis; among the 9 deaths for Rathmines are 2 from cancer; the7 deaths 
for Donnybrook comprise 2 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis ; and the 6 deaths for Kingstown 
comprise 3 from phthisis and 2-from diseases of the circulatory system.

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Cireus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus, 

Belfast, No. 3, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Walton-street, Louisa-street,

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W Moore, ¥.x. mer. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 25th November, 1893 :—— 


“Changeable and unsettled weather held during this week. At first, bitter northerly gales and 
showers of snow and hail prevailed in connection with the deep depression which had travelled 
northwards and then southwards across the British Islands in the closing days of the previous week. 

As the centre of this disturbance reached the Continent on Sunday morning, the barometer rose with 
great rapidity over the United Kingdom, so that gradients for northerly winds became excessively 
Steep. The result was a disastrous northerly gale, which strewed the coasts of North-western 
Europe with wrecks and wreckage. The rise of the barometer continued until Tuesday morning, 
when the reading was 30°63 inches at Belmullet. Depressions then began to pass eastwards over 
Northern Europe, with their secondaries spreading south-eastwards over the British Islands, where 
showers of hail, sleet or snow again fell pientifully at exposed stations. During Friday and Saturday 
a deep depression passed more directly over our area, causing mild, damp, squally weather and a 
general fall of rain. The week closed with a finer and clearer state of the atmosphere. In Dublin 
the mean height of the barometer was 30°212 inches, pressure ranging from 30°594 inches at noon on 
Tuesday (wind N.) +0 29°457 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind W.N.W.). The corrected mean tem- 
perature was 41°1°, which was also the value of the mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 pm. On 
Thursday the screened thermometers fell to 31:7°, on Saturday they rose to 52°9°. Rain fell in 
registrable quantity on four days to the total amount of ‘214 inch, "162 inch being measured on Satur- 
day. Snow and hail fell on Sunday and Thursday, hail on Wednesday also. The prevailing winds 
were N.E, and N.W.”

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30:224.inches. The highest reading (30°582) was on 
Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind N.E., and the lowest (29°467) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 39°7°, being 5°1° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 51°89, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 29:0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 40°79 
and of the Wet Bulb 39:3°, The mean humidity of the air was ‘89, complete saturation 
being represented by 1-0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 12:9 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °320 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 39°2°, the maximum 50:89, and 
the minimum 28°49 ; at Glasgow the maximum was 53:1°, the minimum 23°0°, and the 
mean 39°3°; and at Edmburgh the maximum was 50°9°, the minimum 284°, and the 
mean 38°6°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:22 in.; at Glasgow 0°23 in\; and 
at Edinburgh 0°28 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which the 
rate was 27:1), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 26°5 per 1,006 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 27:8 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 27°9, and for Edinburgh 31:5.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases registered in the 16 districts during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 2°6 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
eight of the districts to 4-6 in Lurgan; the 5 deaths from all causes registered in 
that district comprising 1 from diarrhea. Among the 160 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are 8 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 2 from whooping-cough, 
2 from diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, and 3 from diarrhoea; and the 21 deaths in 
Limerick comprise 3 from measles. The Assistant Registrar of Cork No. 5 District 
remarks :—“ Measles, mumps, and influenza very prevalent in this district.”

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 178-105 boys and 73 girls—and the deaths to 182—-98 males and 84 females. 
oF 
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The deaths, which are 8 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 27:1 in every 1,000 of the 
population ; omitting the deaths (cumbering 4) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the district, the rate was 26°5 per 1,000. During the 
forty-eight weeks of the current year ending with Saturday last, the death-rate 
averaged 26°6, and was 0°9 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten 
years 1883-92. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 18, 
being 11 under the number for the preceding week and 5 below the average for the 
48th week of the last ten years: the 18 deaths comprise 4 from measles, 5 from 
whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, 1 from diarrhea, &c. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 18, 
being a decline of 7 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week: 30 
enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; 1 died; and 118 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 13 under the number in hospital on Saturday 
the 25th ultimo. 

Sixteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital against 11 for the preceding 
week: 7 patients were discharged during the week; and 90 remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, being 9 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding 
week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 10 cases of measles (being 
10 under the number for the preceding week), and 1 case of typhus: 45 cases of 
measles and 4 of typhus remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

There were 51 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered, being 4 in 
excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 8 over 
the number for the week ended the 25th ultimo: they comprise 35 from bronchitis and 
14 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 13 children under 5 years of age (including 12 infants under 1 year 
old) were ascribed to convuisions. . 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by epilepsy, 6 by other diseases of the 
brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 14 by diseases of the circulatory 
system. 

cand or pulmonary consumption caused 24 deaths, mesenteric disease 7, and 
cancer 3, 

Two accidental deaths and 2 cases of homicide were registered. 

In 13 instances the cause of death was ‘ uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 7 
children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths 
of 4 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Sixty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (38 being infants under 1 year, of whom 9 were under 1 month 
old), and 53 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 26 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 8 were octogenarians, and 1 (a woman) was stated to have been 
aged 98 years. . 

Seventy-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 26 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 17 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown 
Union Workhouse, 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] / 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 26°5 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 311 (29°9 on the North side, and 32'2 on the South), and in the Suburbs 16°0, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2'5 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°4 (3'6 in the North City Districts, and 3°3 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 
28°6 per 1,000. Enteric fever caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded, The 9 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate 
of 31°0 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from measles, 1 from whooping- 
cough, and 2 from enteric fever. Phthisis caused 6 deaths, diseases of the circulatory system 3, and 
convulsions 4, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
30°7 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from enteric fever. Among the 
14 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 28°0 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from whooping-cough, Of the deaths 
from other causes 2 were from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 3 from phthisis. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 35°4 
per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 2 deaths, viz.:—1 from whooping-cough and 1 from diarrhoea, 
The 21 deaths from other causes comprise 9 from bronchitis, 4 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of 
the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 33°7 per 
1,000. One death from measles constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Among the 
11 deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—_The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 31°4 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz., 1 from each of the following :—Measles, 
whooping-cough, and enteric fever. The 21 deaths from other causes comprise 6 from bronchitis, 
4 from pneumonia, 3 from phthisis, 4 from diseases of the circulatory system, und 2 from 
convulsions. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—_The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 29°1 per 1,000.

Suburban Districts. —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last. week are :—

and Glasnevin, part of, 12°3; Palmerston, part of, 21°5; Rathmines, 15°2; Donnybrook, 10°4 ; 
Blackrock, 146; and Kingstown, 252. The only death from any zymotic disease tabulated for 
any of these districts is 1 from enteric fever for Coolock and Drumcondra No. 1. Among the 
8 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system 
and 2from diseases of the brain and nervous system ; and the 9 deaths for Kingstown comprise 3 
from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from convulsions.

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METEOROLOGY.

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. mer. soc., has favoured the Registrar- General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 2nd December, 1893 :— 


“This week was chiefly remarkable for the sudden and extreme changes of temperature which 
occurred at its beginning and towards its close. On Sunday the thermometer stood low under the 
influence of a fresh northerly wind, forming part of the circulation round a depression whose centre 
had advanced from the N. of Scotland to Denmark by 8a.m. Monday brought milder, damper weather 
and freshening westerly winds. The next two days were warm, but blustering, with a good deal of 
cloud and squally W.S.W. winds. Rain fell at exposed stations—most heavily in Scotland. In the 
course of Wednesday night rain set in afresh and the wind shifted to the northward in the rear of a 
series of V.-shaped depressions, which subsequently travelled towards $.E. across North-western 
Europe. A rapid fall of temperature followed, beginning in the far N., and quickly extending south- 
wards. At Stornoway the thermometer fell 30° between 8 a.m, of Wednesday and 8 a.m. of Friday— 
from 52° to 22°. A snowstorm of considerable intensity accompanied this sudden change along the 
eastern seaboard of Great Britain, and hail fell in the N. and N.W. of Ireland on Friday. Saturday 
was a very cold, bright, frosty day. The week closed with a hard frost, calm and some smoke fog. In 
Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°136 inches, pressure varying from 29°829 inches at 
9 p.m. of Thursday (wind, N.N.W.), to 30°507 inches at 5 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.) The corrected mean 
temperature was 43’5°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 41°9°. On Tuesday the 
screened ithermometers rose to 56°5°, on Saturday they fell to 28°39. The rainfall was ‘287 inch on 
two days, ‘144 inch being measured on Wednesday and ‘148 inch on Thursday. The prevailing winds 
were N.N.W. and W.S.W. On Friday night the thermometer fell in the screen to 222 at Parsonstown, 
17° at Loughborough, and 15° at Nairn.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°150 inches. The highest reading (30°517) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°831) on Thursday at 9 a.M., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 41:2°, being equal to the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. ‘The temperature was hizhest on 

Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 54°3°, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 24:8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 40°9° 
and of the Wet Bulb 391°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The ‘registered duration of sunshine for the week was 162 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured -355 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 4(0'9S, the maximum 52°69, and 
the minimum 24°5°; and at Glasgow the maximum was 55'8°, the minimum 19°89, 
and the mean 41°5°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°38 in.; and at Glasgow 
0°58 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which the 
rate was 31:0). was equal to an average annual death-rate of 28°6 per. 1,006 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 260 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 27°4, and for Edinburgh 28°6.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases registered in the 16 districts during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 3°1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
Waterford, Galway, Dundalk, Wexford, and Kilkenny, to 8°5 in Lisburn; the 6 deaths 
from all causes registered in that district comprising 2 from scarlatina. Among the 
120 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 2 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 
4 from whooping—cough, 2 from diphtheria, 6 from enteric fever, and 4 from diarrhea; 
and the 18 deaths in Limerick comprise 2 from measles. The Registrar of Waterford 
No. 1 District reports that 2 of the 11 deaths registered in the district were attributed 
to influenza; the Registrar of St. Mary’s District, Drogheda, remarks :—‘‘ epidemic 
influenza and whooping-cough are both prevalent in this district ’; and the Registrar 
of Armagh District remarks:--‘‘ a widespread outbreak of influenza exists in Armagh 
District, no fatal cases as yet.” 


DvuBLIN AND SuBuRBs. 

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 180—-104 boys and 76 girls—and the deaths to 205-101 males and 104 females. 
3G 
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The deaths, which are 1 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 30°6 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (cumbering 7) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the district, the rate was 29°5 per 1,000. During the 
forty-nine weeks of the current year ending with Saturday last, the death-rate 
averaged 26-7, and was 0°8 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten 
years 1883-92. 

Thirty-two deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 
7 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 14 over 
the number for the week ended the 2nd instant : they comprise 5 from measles, ! 
from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 4 from influenza and its complications, 6 from whoop- 
ing-cough, 9 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrheea, 2 from erysipelas, &c. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is iW x 
being 1 under the admissions for the preceding week: 18 enteric fever patients were 
discharged during the week; 1 died; and 116 remained under treatment on Saturday 
last, being 2 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 2nd instant. 

Thirty cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital against 16 for the preceding 
‘week and 11 for the week ended the 25th ultimo: 14 patients were discharged during 
the week; 1 died; and 105 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 15 
over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include 14 cases of measles (being 4 in excess 
of the admissions for the preceding week, but 6 under the number for the week 
ended the 25th ultimo) and 2 cases of typhus: 38 cases of measles and 6 of typhus 
remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system which had risen from 43 for the week 
ended the 25th ultimo to 51 for the following week, further rose last week to 60, or 
11 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 60 deaths 
comprise 40 from bronchitis, 11 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 
3 from pleurisy.

The deaths of 13 children under 5 years of age (including 9 infants under 1 year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Five deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 10 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 25 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, and 
cancer 6, 

Seven accidental deaths and 1 case of suicide were registered. 

In 22 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 15 
children under 5 years of age (including 11 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths 
of 3 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Sixty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (43 being infants under 1 year, of whom 9 were under 1 month 
old), and 45 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 21 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 6 were octogenarians, and 1 (a woman) was stated to have been 
aged 90 years. . 

Seventy-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 17 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 3 in the Rathdown 
Union Workhouse, 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 29'5 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 336 (35'2 on the North side, and 32'2 on the South), and in the Suburbs 19°9. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
3°3 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°8 (1°8 in the North City Districts, and 5°7 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 2’0 per 1,000. ; 


No. 1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 
28°6 per 1,000. Three were from bronchitis, but no deaths from any zymotic d&seasge were recorded. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (28) are equal to an annual rate 
of 33°4 per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 4 deaths, including 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from 
enteric fever. The 24 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 
6 from phthisis, and 3 from convulsions, . 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (22) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
39°7 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from influenza. Diseases of 
the respiratory system caused 6 deaths, phthisis 5, and convulsions 2, 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 38°0 per 
1,000 They comprise 2 from enteric fever (the only deaths from zymotic disease), 5 from bronchitis, 
2 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 29°2 
per 1,000. Among them are 5from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from measles, 1 from whooping-cough, 
1 from enteric fever, and 1 from erysipelas. Bronchitis caused 3 deaths and phthisis 2, 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 39°4 per 
1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from each of the following—measles, whooping- 
cough, and diarrhea. The 11 deaths from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis and 2 from 


phthisis, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 26°2 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from measles and 1 from whooping-cough 
Among the remaining deaths are 6 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 
from cancer, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (26) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 37°9 per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 7 deaths, viz.:—1 from measles, 1 from whooping- 
cough, 2 from enteric fever, 1 from diarrhcea, and 2 from influenza. Among the 19 deaths from 
other causes are 7 from diseases of the respiratory system, and 3 from diseases of the circulatory 


system. 


Suburban Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12'6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 14'6 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 247; Donnybrook, 83; 
Blackrock, 65°5; and Kingstown, 25°2. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from scarlatina, and1 from enteric fever for Rathmines, 1 from enteric fever 
for Donnybrook, and 1 from whooping-cough, 1 from influenza, and 1 from erysipelas for Kingstown 
Of the 3 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra No. 1 District, 2 were from 
bronchitis ; the 13 deaths for Rathmines comprise 3 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 
from diseases of the circulatory system. Among the 9 deaths for Blackrock are 3 from diseases of 
the respiratory system, and the 9 deaths {for Kingstown also comprise 3 from diseases of the 


respiratory system.

(Yor Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z. met. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks en the weather during the week ended Saturday, 9th December, 1893 :— 


“At first the weather was mild and damp in Ireland, rainy in Scotland, very frosty in the S. and §.E. 
of England. Thus, at 8 a.m. of Sunday the thermometer registered 49° at Belmullet, 48° at Stornoway, 
in the Hebrides, where 1°2 inches of rain had fallen in the previous 24 hours ; but only 21° in London, 
An anticyclone, in which the barometer exceeded 30°5 inches, lay over the S.W. of Ireland ; buta 
cyclonic system was skirting the north coast of Scotland. On Tuesday, the barometer gave way quickly 
as a series of large and deep atmospheric depressions began to encroach on the shores of the North- 
West of Europe from the Atlantic. These, as is usual, brought unsettled weather, high but unsteady 
temperatures, gales and rains, to the greater part of the British Isles. On Thursday night a depression 
of exceptional magnitude rapidly passed northeastwards outside the north-west and north coasts of 
Ireland. The barometer fell to 28°27 inches at Malin Head on Friday morning, and to 27°97 inches at 
Stornoway at 4 p.m. of the same day. During the preceding night strong S.W. and W.S.W. gales, and 
thunder and hail showers prevailed at many stations, and these were renewed in the course of 
Friday afternoon. At Navan, Co. Meath, lumps of ice fell in a thunder-shower towards evening 
At night lightning was seen on the N.W. horizon from Dublin. Saturday was a bright, cold day, and. 
the week closed with a promise of frost, which, however, was not fulfilled. In Dublin the mean height 
of the barometer was 29°817 inches. Pressure varied from 30°393 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.) 
to 28'937 inches at 7.30 a.m. of Friday (wind, W.S.W.) The corrected mean temperature was 44'9°. The 
mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 441°. On Sunday the screened thermometers sank 


to 337°, on Wednesday they rose to 53°19. The rainfall amounted to ‘352 inch on three days. The 


maximal fall in 24 hours was ‘179 inch on Thursday. The prevalent winds were W.N.W., W., and W.S.W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29:825 inches. The highest reading (30:409) was on 
Sunday at 9 A.m., wind W., and the lowest (29-002) on Friday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 43°3°, being 2'8 above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the. thermometer registered 52°2°, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 30°9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 43°3° 
and of the Wet Bulb 41:3°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 11°7 
hours. The rainfall measured -325 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 409°, the maximum 50°19, and 
the minimum 20:2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 52:9°, the minimum 33°5°, and 
the mean 44°48; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 51°7°, the minimum 83°2°, and 
the mean 43°2°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°36 in.; at Glasgow 1°60 inches, 
and at Kdinburgh 0-93 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which the 
rate was 29°1), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 26:6 per 1,006 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 23:0 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 23:4, and for Edinburgh 24:5.

The deaths trom the principal zymotic diseases registered in the 16 districts during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 2°2 per 1,000, the rates varying froin 0:0 in 


eleven of the districts to 4:3 in Lisburn; the 7 deaths from all causes registered in 
that district comprising 1 from whooping-cough. Among the 149 deaths from all 
_ causes registered in Belfast are 6 from measles, 2 from scarlatina, 7 from whooping— 


cough, 1 from diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea. One death from 


influenza was registered in Kilkenny No. 1 District during the week. The Registrar 
of Wexford District reports:—‘influenza is prevalent in the district’; and the 


Registrar of Armagh District remarks :—‘ three deaths occurred in the district from 
influenza this week.”

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 157—-85 boys and 72 girls—and the deaths to 189—-80 males and 109 females.

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The deaths, which are 18 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 28:2 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (cumbering 5) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the district, the rate was 27°4 per 1,000. During the 
fifty weeks of the current year ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 
26°7, and was 0-9 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 
1883-92. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 23, 
being 9 under the number for the preceding week and one under the average for the 
50th week of the last ten years: the 23 deaths comprise 2 from measles, 1 from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina), 5 from influenza and its complications, 3 from whooping-cough, 6 
from enteric fever, 1 from diarrhea, } from dysentery, | from erysipelas, &c. 

There were only 11 cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week, 
being a decline of 6 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week and 7 
under the number for the week ended the 2nd instant: 26 enteric fever patients were 
discharged during the week; 2 died;, and 99 remained under treatment on Saturday 
last, being 17 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during the week is 20, being 
10 under the admissions for the preceding week: 28 patients were discharged during 
the week; 1 died; and 101 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 
under the number in hospital on Saturday the 9th instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 20 cases of measles and 1 case 
of typhus, the former number being 6 in excess of the number of cases of measles 
admitted during the preceding week and 10 over the number for. the week ended the 
Ond instant: 42 cases of measles and 6 of typhus remained under treatment in hospital 
on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system amount to 62, being 2 over the 
number for the preceding week, and 9 in excess of the average for the 50th week of 
the last ten years: they comprise 39 from bronchitis, 17 from pneumonia or inflamma- 
tion of the lungs, and 2 from croup.

The deaths of 5 children (all infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to convuisions. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by epilepsy, 4 by other diseases of the 
brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 16 by diseases of the circu- 
latory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 25 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 3. 

One case of suicide was registered. 

In 9 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 4 
children under 5 years of age (including 2 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths 
of 3 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Forty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (26 being infants under 1 year, of whom 4 were under 1 month 
old), and 47 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 23 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 5 were octogenarians. | 

Sixty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 20 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 16 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 1 in the Rathdown: 
Union Workhouse 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.} ; 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 27'4 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 31°1 (30°3 on the North side, and 31°77 on the South), and in the Suburbs 18°9, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2°1 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°3 (0°9 in the North City Districts, and 3°7 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°5 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 
42°8 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from measles and1 from dysentery. 
The 13 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from diseases of the respirdtory system and 4 from 
phthisis. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Langrishe-place).—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate 
of 32°2 per 1,000. Among them are 9 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 4 from phthisis, and 3 from 
diseases of the brain and nervous system, but no deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
23'5 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from meningitis, 4 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from 
diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis, 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 26°0 per 
1,000. Three were from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from phthisis. 
No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 35°4 
per 1,000. Among them are 4from zymotic diseases, Viz. :—1 from each of the following—scarlatina, 
influenza, whooping-cough, and enteric fever. Six deaths were caused by bronchitis and 4 by 
diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—-The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 36°5 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were registered. 
The 12 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 4 from phthisis. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street)._The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 262 per 
1,000. They include 1 from enteric fever, but none from any other zymotic disease. Among the 
19 deaths from other causes are 7 from bronchitis and 2 from cancer. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street)._The deaths (22) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 320 per 1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from each of the 
' following—measles, whooping-cough, enteric fever, diarrhcea, and erysipelas. The 17 deaths from 
other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 3 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 19°4; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 0°0; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 190; Donnybrook, 188 ; 
Blackrock, 291; and Kingstown, 252. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from influenza for Rathmines, 1 from influenza; and 1 from enteric fever for 
Donnybrook, 1 from enteric fever for Blackrock, and 2 from infiuenza and 1 from whooping-cough 
for Kingstown. The 4 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra No, 1 District, 
consist of 2 from bronchitis, 1 from pneumonia, and 1 from phthisis; the 10 deaths for Rathmines 
comprise 2 from bronchitis, 1 from pneumonia, and 3 from phthisis; among the 9 deaths for 
Donnybrook are 2 from bronchitis ; and the 9 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from pneumonia.

Meteorological Observations. 823 


METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 16th December, 1893 :—— 


“ Atmospheric pressure and temperature were in a most unstable condition throughout the N.and W: 
of Europe and over the adjoining parts of the North Atlantic during this week. Consequently, the 
weather was extremely unsettled, strong southerly and south-westerly gales prevailed, and heavy 
rainfalls occurred on all exposed coasts. On Sunday avery deep depression advanced northeastwards 
over Ireland. Strong S.E. to S.W. gales blew and heavy rain fell on the S. and E. coasts and over the 
Irish Sea during the forenoon. In Dublin the barometer fell to 28530 inches about midday. During 
the next two days a number of subsidiary depressions crossed England, keeping the weather unsettled 
and showery. A thunderstorm occurred at Valentia Island on Monday night, and lightning was seen 
over the North Channel at the same time. Early on Wednesday morning a new and very deep 
depression was found over Central Ireland, where the barometer scarcely exceeded 28°5 inches (28°52 
inches at Parsonstown, King’s Co.). As pressure was at this time everywhere low, no serious gales 
followed, but rain fell abundantly in nearly all parts of the United Kingdom. A singularly rapid 
recovery of atmospheric pressure ensued, so that the Thursday morning readings exceeded those of 
Wednesday morning by 1°31 inches at Parsonstown, 1°29 inches in Dublin and at Valentia, and 1°22 inches 
at Roche’s Point, Co. Cork. Ananticyclone now formed over France, where temperature fell fast ; but 
strong S.W. winds and gales, and high readings of the thermometer were reported from Ireland; 
Scotland, and many parts of England on both Friday and Saturday. In Dublin the mean atmospheric 
pressure was 29°537 inches, the barometer ranging between 28°568 inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday 
(wind, S.W.), and 30218 inches at 1a.m. of Saturday (wind also S.W.) The corrected mean temperature 
was 43'6°; the mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 431°. On Friday the screened 
thermometers rose to 567°, having fallen to 32°8° the previous day. ‘The rainfall was ‘862 inch on five 
days, 460 inch being measured on Tuesday and ‘351 inch on Sunday. The prevalent wind was S.W. 
Gales occurred from §.E. on Sunday, and from 8.W. on Friday.” : 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-565 inches. The highest reading (30-220) was on 
Saturday at 9 a.M., wind S.W., and the lowest (28°538) on Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind 
S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 41°5°, being 0°3° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 56°89, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 29°4°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 42°4° 
and of the Wet Bulb 40°1°. The mean humidity of the air was *82, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 19:2 
hours. The rainfall measured °790 in. | 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 43°7°, the maximum 56:39, and 
the minimum 32°19; at Glasgow the maximum was 55°1°, the minimum 32°1°, and 
the mean 41:4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 53°9°, the minimum 29°72, and 
the mean 40°3°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-86 in. ; at Glasgow 0°72 in., and 
at Kdinburgh 0-76 in.* |

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which the 
rate was 26°3), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 24:7 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 22:3 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 22°1, and for Edinburgh 20:4.

‘ihe deaths trom che principal zymotic diseases registered in the 16 districts during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 3:0 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
nine of the districts to 14°0 in Armagh; the 8 deaths from all causes registered in 
that district comprising 1 from measles and 1 from whooping-cough. Among the 159 
deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 7 from measles, 2 from scarlatina, 6 
from whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, 4 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhoea ; 
and the 18 deaths in Londonderry comprise 2 from diphtheria, The Registrar of Cork 
No. 5 District remarks :—‘‘ measles is prevalent; influenza is fast diminishing”; and 
the Registrar of Waterford No. | District reports:—‘‘two deaths attributed to 
influenza.” i 

DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
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The deaths, which are 2 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 30-4 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (rumbering 2) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the district, the rate was 30°1 per 1,000. During the 
fifty-one weeks of the current year ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 
26°8, and was 0°9 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 
1883-92. 

Forty deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during the week, being. 17 over 
tke number for the preceding week and 18 over the average for the 51st week of the 
last ten years: they comprise | from’ measles, 1 from typhus, 12 from influenza and 
its complications, 6 from whooping-cough, 1 from ill-defined fever, 8 from enteric fever, 
3 from diarrhea, 4 from erysipelas, &c. 

There has been a further decline in the number of cases of enteric fever admitted to 
hospital. The admissions during the week ended the 25th ultimo amounted to 25, in 
the following week they fell to 18; in the week ended the 9th instant the number was 
17; in the following week it fell to 11; and during last week there were but 8 cases 
admitted: 29 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; 3 died; and 75 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 24 under the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during the week is 13, being 
7 under the admissions for the preceding week and 17 under the number for the week 
ended the 9th instant: 12 patients were discharged during the week; and 102 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 1 over the number in hospital on Saturday 
the 16th instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 13 cases of measles (being 7 under 
the number for the preceding week) and 2 of typhus: 40 cases of measles and 7 of 
typhus remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

‘The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered during the 
week is 54, being 1] in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last 
ten years, but 8 under the number for the week ended the 16th instant: the 54 deaths 
consist of 85 from bronchitis, 18 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 1 
from croup.

The deaths of 5 children under 5 years of age (including 4 infants under 1 year old) 
were ascribed to convuisions. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 7 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 22 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 20 deaths, cancer 6, and mesenteric 
disease 4. | 

Five accidental deaths were registered. 

In 18 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 8 
children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths 
of 3 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Forty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (30 being infants under 1 year, of whom 7 were under 1 month 
old), and 62 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 39 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 9 were octogenarians, and 4 (one man and three women) were stated — 
to have been aged 92, 90, 93, and 93 years respectively. 

Fifty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and — 
other public institutions; of this number 4 took place in the North Dublin Union — 
Workhouse, 11 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown — 
Union Workhouse. ‘

The ‘following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 30°1 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 32°1 (33°0 on the North side, and 30°9 on the South), and in the Suburbs 22'9. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
30 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°4 (2°2 in the North City Districts, and 4'5 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 2°0 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 
84'3 per 1,000. They comprise 7 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—5 from influenza and its complications, 
1 from diarrhoea, and 1 from erysipelas. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)—The deaths (33) are equal to an annual rate of 
39'4 per 1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic-diseases, including 3 from enteric fever and 1 from 
erysipelas. The 28 deaths from other causes comprise 9 from bronchitis, 4 from pneumonia, 3 from 
diseases of the circulatory system, and 4 from phthisis. ‘ 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
28°9 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1l from influenza and 1 from ill-defined 
fever. Bronchitis caused 4 deaths, pneumonia 2, diseases of the circulatory system 2, and 
convulsions 2. 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 26°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the brain and 
nervous system, but no deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No, 1 South City District (South EHarl-street).—The deaths (27) represent an annual rate of 41'5 
per 1,000. Among them are 7 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from measles, 1 from influenza, 1 
from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, and 1 fromidiarrhea. The 20 deaths from other causes 
comprise 4 from bronchitis, 4 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from 
diseases of the brain and nervous system, 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 25°3 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from influenza and 1 from enteric fever 
Three deaths were caused by pneumonia. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 31°4 per 
1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from influenza, 3 from whooping- 
cough, and 1 from diarrhea. The 18 deaths from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis, 3 from 
pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 23°3 per 1,000. Enteric fever caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease 
wererecorded, Among the 15 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 
and 3 from cancer. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 24°3 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 0:0; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 12°3; Palmerston, part of, 287; Rathmines, 304; Donnybrook, 12°5 ; 
Blackrock, 291; and Kingstown, 44’°8. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from influenza for Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1; 1from typhus for Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of; 1 from influenza, 1 from enteric fever, and 2 from erysipelas for 
Rathmines, and 1 from infiuenza and 2 from whooping-cough for Kingstown. The 4 deaths from 
all causes tabulated for Palmerston, part of, consist of 2 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis ; among 
the 16 deaths for Rathmines are 3 from bronchitis, 2from diseases of the circulatory system, and 
2 from phthisis ; the 6 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 2 from phthisis and 2 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system; and the 16 deaths for Kingstown comprise 3 from diseases of the 
circulatory system.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.R. mer. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 23rd December, 1893 :— 


“Throughout this week atmospheric pressure remained in a very disturbed condition, rain fell 
frequently—in Ireland and Scotland in particular--and blustering S.W. and W. winds or gales were 
very prevalent, especially from Tuesday to Friday melusive. The barometer stood highest for the 
most part over the Peninsula and Central Europe, lowest off our extreme W. and N.W. coasts. Hence, 
the winds were strong from 8.W.and W. Sunday was fine, brizht, and mild, but rain fell at night. 
Monday was colder and snow lay on the higher ranges of the Dublin Mountains. The barometer fell 
fast during the ensuing night, and the wind roseto agalefromS. At8a.m. of Tuesday the barometer 
was down to 28'80 inches at Belmullet, in Mayo. In the course of Tuesday night a still deeper 
secondary depression advanced to St. George’s Channel from the S.W., the barometer reading only 
28°60 inches at Pembroke and 28°64 inches at Roche’s Point at 8 a.m. of Wednesday. Thislow pressure 
system brought with it gales and heavy rains—a strong S.W. gale being felt in ths S. of England and 
a violent N.W. gale over the western parts of the English Channel. Hail fell in the W. and N. of 
Ireland and thunder occurred at Ardrossan. Thursday was a fine, bright day, but on Friday 
forenoon another rainfall occurred in Ireland. This was followed by a beautiful day, with which 
the week closed. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was only 29°562 inches, pressure 
ranging between 30166 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, S. by W.) and 28784 inches at 9 a.m. of 
Wednesday (wind, N.N.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 44'0°. The mean dry bulb readings 
at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 43°0°. On Thursday the thermometers sank to 34'9°, on Friday they 
rose to 52°8°, in the screen. The prevailing direction of the wind was §.W. Rain fell on each day of 
the week to the total amount of "683 inch, ‘256 inch being measured on Tuesday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phcenix Park. the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°574 inches. The highest reading (31178) was on 
Re at 9a.m., wind S.W., and the lowest (28°793) on Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind 

N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 42°89, being 3'9° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 52:3°, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 33°0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 42°2° 
and of the Wet Bulb 40°3°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 19°2 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °725 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 41°7°, the maximum 50°19, and 
the minimum 34°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 52°3°, the minimum 31°6°, and 
the mean 42°59; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 51°6°, the minimum 33°5°, and 
the mean 42°2°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°69 in.; at Glasgow 0°94 in., and 
at Edinburgh 0-14 in.*

living.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases registered in the 16 districts during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 3°8 per 1,000, the rates varying from (:0.in 
eight of the districts to 17°6 in Drogheda; the 11 deaths from all causes registered 
in that district comprising 4 from whooping-cough. Among the 170 deaths from all 
causes registered in Belfast are 13 from measles, 4 from scarlatina, 9 from whooping- 
cough, 3 from enteric fever, and 4 from diarrhoea; and the 22 deaths in Limerick 
comprise 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from simple continued fever and 2 from enteric 


fever. 


The Registrar of St. Mary’s District, Drogheda, reperts ‘‘ Influenza is on 


the decrease but still present. Whooping-cough and measles prevalent”; and the 
Registrar of Kilkenny No. | District remarks: ‘‘two deaths from influenza registered 


during week.” 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 188-86 boys and 102 girls—and the deaths to 247-123 males and 124 females. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


* Return for principal towns of Scotland not received. 
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The deaths, which are 30 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the ten years 1883-92, represent an annual rate of mortality of 36°8 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (cumbering 8) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 35°6 per 1,000. During 
the fifty-two weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 27:0, and was 
0-7 under the mean annual rate for the ten years 1883-92. 

Forty deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being equal to 
the number for the preceding week and 17 over the average for the 52nd week of the 
ten years 1883-92: they comprise 1 from varicella (chicken pox), 3 from measles, 2 
from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 12 from influenza and its complications, 6 from whooping- 
cough,:6 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhea, 1 from dysentery, 2 from erysipelas, &c. 

Fourteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being 6 over the admissions 
for the preceding week: 13 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week ; 
and 76 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being one over the number in 
hospital on Saturday the 23rd ultimo. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 9, being a decline 
of 4 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week and 1! under the 
number for the week ended the 16th ultimo: 17 patients were discharged during the 
week ; one died; and 93 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 9 under the 
number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

‘The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 28 cases of measles (being 15 over 
the number for the preceding week) and 2 of typhus: 57 cases of the former and 7 of 
the latter disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system amount to 56, being equal to the 
average for the corresponding week of the ten years 1883-92, and 2 over the number 
for the week ended the 23rd ultimo: they comprise 28 from bronchitis, 20 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, 2 from croup, and 1 from pleurisy.

The deaths of 18 children under 5 years of age (including 13 infants under 1 year old) 
were ascribed to convuisions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by epilepsy, 4 by other diseases of the 
brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 19 by diseases of the circula- 
tory system. 

_ Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 25 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, and 
cancer 9. 

Thirteen accidental deaths, 1 case of homicide, and 2 cases of suicide were registered. 

In 20 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,’’ there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 13 
children under 5 years of age (including 10 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths 
of 3 persons aged 60 years and upwards, 

Seventy-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (44 being infants under 1 year, of whom 13 were under 1 month 
old), and 50 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 27 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 11 were octogenarians, and 3 (one man and two women) were stated 
to have been aged 91, 90, and 93 years respectively. 

Kighty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 28 tock place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 12 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown 
Union Workhouse.

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District. Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 35°6 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 39°8 (410 on the North side, and 38'7 on the South), and in the Suburbs 25'9, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
30 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3'0 (2’°7 in the North City Districts, and 3°3 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 2°4 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 
371 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from influenza and 1 from 
diarrhoea. Bronchitis caused 2 deaths and phthisis a like number. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (34) are equal to an annual rate of 
40°5 per 1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, 'viz.:—1 from influenza, 1 from whooping- 
cough, and 2from enteric fever. The 30 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 3 
from diseases of the circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 3 from 


convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
80°7 per 1,000. One death from measles constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease, Among 
the 16 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis and 3 from pneumonia. 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (28) represent an annual rate of 36°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from influenza, 1 from dysentery, and 2 from 
erysipelas. Among the 24 deaths from other causes are 5 from diseases of the respiratory system, 
4 from phthisis, and 3 from convulsions. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (29) represent an annual rate of 44°6 
per 1,000. Five were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from measles and 3 from influenza, The 
24 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2. from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, 2 from cancer, and 3 from convulsions, 


No.2 South City District (High-street)—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 47°38 per 
1,000. They comprise 1 from enteric fever, 4 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory 


system, 2 from cancer, and 2 from convulsions. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—_The deaths (36) are equal to an annual rate of 47°1 per 
1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from each of the following :— 
scarlatina, influenza, whooping-cough, and enteric fever. Five deaths were caused by bronchitis, 
5 by pneumonia, 3 by diseases of the circulatory system, 3 by phthisis, 2 by cancer, and 3 by 
convulsions. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 18°9 per 1,000. They comprise 2from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from whooping-cough and 
1 from enteric fever. Among the 11 deaths from other causes are 2 from pneumonia and 2 from 


phthisis, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 37'8 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 53°5 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 28'7.; Rathmines, 26'6 ; Donnybrook, 14°6 ; 
Blackrock, 146; and Kingstown, 28:0. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from diarrhoea for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 District ; 1 from varicella 
(chicken pox) and 3 from influenza and its complications for Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1; 2 
from whooping-cough for Palmerston, part of ; 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from enteric fever for 
Rathmines, 1 from scarlatina for Donnybrook, 1 from influenza for Blackrock, and 1 from influenza 
for Kingstown.

Meteorological Observations. 855 


METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.x. met. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 30th December, 1893 :— 


“This week witnessed the gradual substitution of anticyclonic for cyclonic conditions over the 
extreme West of Europe, and the consequent dying out of the strong, squally S.W. winds which had 
so long been blowing. It also saw the establishment of calms and fogs, as well as a general and 
decided fall of temperature towards the close of the period. Atthe beginning, depressions skirted 
the west coasts of Ireland and Scotland, and rain fell heavily in these countries and in smaller 
quantities over England. On Sunday a warm, bright morning was followed by a downpour of rain 
in Dublin, where the measurement was just half an inch. Christmas Day (Monday) was finer and 
cooler, but sharp showers fell shortly after midday in this city. A'succession of mild, dull, damp days 
followed, and in London dense dark fogs prevailed on Wednesday and the next two days. By 
Saturday, however, an anticyclone of great size and intensity had been fully established over central 
and western Europe and ihe weather brightened and became much colder. At 8a.m.of Friday the 
barometer stood at 30°79 inches over the North of Germany, and the thermometer was as low as 
2° F. at Munich, having fallen there 29° inthe previous twenty-four hours. On Friday evening the 

' barometer rose to 30°86 inches in Berlin. Sharp frost held in Germany, France, and the centre of 
England on Saturday. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°319 inches, pressure 
ranging between 29°641 inches at 9 p.m. of Sunday (wind, W.S.W.) and 30°706 inches at 9 a.m. of 
Saturday (wind, §.). The corrected mean temperature was 46'4°, The mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. 
and 9p.m. were 454°. On Sunday the maximum in the shade was 55'8° ; on Saturday the minimum 
was 359°, Rain fell onfour days to the total amount of ‘585 inch; ‘499 inch being measured on 
Sunday. The prevailing winds were southwesterly.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30-329 inches. The highest reading (30°718) was on 
Saturday at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°646) on Sunday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 43°9°, being 5°8° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1883-92. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 54:1°, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 27°7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 44°6° 
and of the Wet Bulb 42:9°. ‘The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete saturation 
being represented by 1-0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 12°0 
hours. The rainfall measured -705 in, 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 40°3°, the maximum 47:8°, and 
the minimum 27°8°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°16 in.*

Deaths.—The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration District 
during the quarter was 2,385—1,157 males and 1,228 females—affording an annual 
tatio of 1 in 36°6, or 27:3 in every 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1891 ; omitting the deaths (72) of persons admitted into Public Institutions 
‘rom localities outside the district, the rate was 26°5 per 1,000. The average number 
Inf deaths registered in the fourth quarter of the ten years 1883-92 was 2,391, equivalent 
jo an annual mortality of 27:5 per 1,000 persons; thus the rate (27°3) for last quarter 
was 0‘2 under the average for the December quarter. 
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The number of deaths of inhabitants* of that portion of the City of Dublin north of 
the Liffey registered last quarter was 871, affording an annual mortality of 29°8 in 
every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in that portion south of the river 
was 967, or 30:2 in every 1,000. In the suburban districts the number of deaths 
registered was 475, being equal to an annual death-rate of 18-2 in every 1,000. 


The number of deaths registered in London during the quarter was 24,950—a number 
equal to an annual mortality of 23:2 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants; in Glasgow the 
number was 3,763, equal to 22°2 in every 1,000; and in Edinburgh 1,487, affording an 
annual death-rate of 22:2 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 


Diseases.__The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered in the Dublin 
Registration District during last quarter is 376, being 218 under the number for the 
preceding quarter, but 61 in excess of the average for the fourth quarter of the ten 
years, 1883-92, and 180 over the low number for the fourth quarter of 1892. The 
annual rate per 1,000 of the population, represented by the deaths from these diseases” 
during last quarter, is 4°3, being 0°7 over the average rate for the corresponding 
quarter of the last ten years, and 2°1 over the rate for the fourth quarter of 1892. 


. Measles caused 31 deaths against 24 for the preceding three months, 6 for the fourth 
quarter of 1892, and an average of 17 for last quarter of the ten years 1883-92. There ™ 
were 187 cases of the disease admitted to hospital during the quarter, against 76 for 
the September quarter. 


















There were but 8 deaths from scarlet fever (scarlatina) registered, being 49 under 
the average for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1883-92. Of 147 hospital” 
cases of the disease terminated during the quarter, 6, only, proved fatal. a 


Deaths from whooping-cough amounted to 62 against an average of 41 for the fourth 
_ quarter of the ten years 1883-92, and showing an increase of 19 as compared with the 
- number for the third quarter of last year. mi | 


Enteric fever caused 91 deaths, being 30 in excess of the average for the fourth 
uarter of the ten years 1883-92; 34 over the number for the fourth quarter of 
1892; and 21 over that for the third quarter of 1893. The number of cases of the dis+” 
ease admitted to hospital during the quarter is 271, showing a decline of 89 as com= 
pared with the admissions for the preceding three months, and a decline of 51 when — 
compared with the number for the fourth quarter of 1892. Three hundred and seventy-_ 
nine enteric fever patients were discharged during the quarter; 30 died; and 76 
remained under treatment on Saturday the 30th ultimo, being 138 under the numher 
in hospital at the close of the preceding quarter. There were but 3 deaths from” 
typhus registered, being 5 under the average for the corresponding quarter of the ten 
years 1883-92, and only one death was tabulated under the head of simple continued © 
and ill-defined fever, against an average of 5. i 


There were 45 deaths from influenza and its complications, against 19 for the pre- 
ceding three months and 8 for the fourth quarter of 1892, ! 


The number of deaths tabulated under the head of diarrhea, dysentery, is 57, or 9 
under the average for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1883-92. 


Erysipelas caused 20 deaths against an average of 7 for the fourth quarter of the 
ten years 1883-92. 


Among the remaining deaths from zymotic diseases are 6 from diphtheria. 


Diseases of the respiratory system (exclusive of phthisis or pulmonary consumption) 
caused 520 deaths or 22 per cent. of the number from all causes, against 466 for the 
corresponding quarter of 1892 and an average of 499 for the fourth quarter of the ten 
years 1883-92: the 520 deaths comprise 326 from bronchitis, 135 from pneumonia or 
inflammation of the lungs, 10 from croup, and 7 from pleurisy. .

- The number of deaths of children ascribed to convulsions is 122, showing a decrease 
of 63 as compared with the average for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1883-92, 

Thirty-one deaths were caused by apoplexy, 10 by epilepsy, 65 by other diseases of 
the brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 188 by diseases of the 
circulatory system. ; 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 300 deaths, being 23 over the average 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1883-92; mesenteric disease caused 09 
deaths, tubercular meningitis 17, and cancer 70. 

Fifty-eight accidental deaths, 5 cases of homicide, and 7 cases of suicide, were 
registered. | 

In 189 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness. Of the 189 cases, 117, or 62 per cent., were 
deaths of children under 5 years of age: these 117 deaths form 16°5 per cent. of the 
total number of deaths of children of that age. Of the deaths of 116 infants under 
1 month old registered, there were 49 (or 42 per cent.) regarding which the cause 
was uncertified. 

From Table II., on page 860, it will be seen that, excluding 72 deaths of persons 
admitted into Public Institutions from localities outside the Dublin Registration 
District, the number of deaths registered during the thirteen weeks was 2,313, equal 
to an annual rate of 26:5 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1891, 
and that 253 of these deaths, representing an annual rate of 2:9 per 1,000 persons, 
were caused by the principal zymotic diseases.* The death-rate for the city (from 
all causes) was 30°0 per 1,000, and for the suburbs 18:2 per 1,000, the district rates 
ranging from 8°5 in Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, to 32°8 for No. 1 South City 
(South Harl-street) district. The death-rate represented by the mortality from the 
principal zymotic diseases in the city was 3:2, and in the suburbs 2:1; the rates for. 
the several districts varying from 0°4 in Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, to 4:1 in 
No. 3 South City (Peter-street) district, the 312 deaths from all causes tabulated for 
the last-named district comprising 5 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 
11 from whooping-cough, 10 from enteric fever, and 13 from diarrhea. 


Occupations.—T able III., on page 861, shows the occupations or social position of 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, the various callings being 
grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observed that the 
deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class ” were equal to an annual 
rate of 22'1 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the Census of 
1891; in the “Middle Class” the death-rate was 20°4 per 1,000; among the 
‘‘ Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers” it was 23:4; and in the ‘General Service 
Class” and the “Inmates of Workhouses,” combined, it was 34:0.

Public Institutions—Of the 2,385. deaths in the Dublin District during the 
quarter, 792, or 33 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz., 432 in the various 
hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums; 198 in the North Dublin Union Workhouse 5 
148 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse ; and 14 (those of persons admitted from” 
the Dublin Registration District) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. ’ 


Wweather.—The mean temperature for the quarter, deduced from the mean weekly) 
temperature, as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, was 44:2. At 
Greenwich the mean temperature was 44°8°; at Glasgow, 44°0°; and at Edinburgh, 43°8° 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 5°465 inches; at 
Greenwich, 8°16 inches; at Glasgow, 12°39 inches ; and at Edinburgh, 6°69 inches.

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862 - Quarterly Summary of Births and Deaths in 


Sixteen Principal Town Districts of Ireland.—Ihe average annual death-rate 
represented by the deaths registered during last quarter in the Dublin Registration 
District and fifteen of the principal Urban Sanitary Districts of Ireland was 26:1 per 
1,000 persons, the respective rates for the several districts being as follow, ranging 
in order from the lowest to the highest :—

The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal zymotic diseases* 
in the fifteen provincial town districts already named, and Tables IV. and V. give 
in detuil the results of the registration for the quarter. 


Small-pox.—No deaths from small-pox were registered in any of the 15 districts. 


Measles.—The total number of deaths from measles registered in the 15 districts 
during last quarter is 117, against 102 for the preceding three months and 23 for the 
fourth quarter of 1892. Of the 117 deaths, 79 (equal to an annual rate of 1:2 per 
1,000 of the population) occurred in Belfast, and 29 (a number equivalent to an 
annual rate of 3:1 per 1,000) in Limerick. The highest number for any of the other 
districts is 2 and in seven districts no deaths from the disease were recorded. 


Scarlatina caused 32 deaths, of which one-half were in Belfast, 4 (equal to an 
annual rate of 1:4 per 1,000 of the population) in Kilkenny, where during the 
preceding quarter 5 deaths from this disease were registered, 3 in Wexford, and 2 in 
each of the following districts :—Waterford, Dundalk, Lisburn, and Lurgan. 


Fever.—Iwelve deaths from typhus, 53 from enteric fever, and 4 from simple 
continued and ill-defined fever were registered, compared with 12, 51, and 3, res- 
pectively, in the preceding three months, and 22, 40, and 8, respectively, in the fourth 
quarter of 1892. Of the 12 deaths from typhus 3 occurred in Cork, 3 in Galway, 
and 2 in Limerick ; 43 of the 53 deaths from enteric fever occurred in Belfast, where 
39 deaths from that disease were registered during the preceding quarter ; and of the 
4 deaths from simple continued and ill-defined fever, 2 were in Kilkenny. 


Whooping-cough.—The deaths from whooping-cough amount to 75, and of these, 65 
(equal to an annual rate of 1 per 1,000 of the population) occurred in Belfast, 
where, during the preceding quarter, also, 65 fata] cases of the disease were registered. 
Of the remaining 10 deaths, 7 (equivalent to an annual rate of 2°4 per 1,000 of the 
population) were in Drogheda, in which district no deaths from any other of the 
principal zymotic diseases were recorded. 


Diphtheria,—The deaths from diphtheria consist of 17 in Belfast, 12 (equivalent 
to an annual rate of 1-4 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1891) 
in Londonderry ; and 1 in each of four of the other districts. 


Diarrhea, Dysentery.—The number of deaths returned under this heading is 91, 
of which 58 occurred in Belfast, 8 in Cork, and 8 in Limerick.
